This  book  is  published  with  the  hope  that  it  may 
conserve  the  praiseowrthy  deeds  of  Baptists  foil 
the  past  fifty  years  and  with  the  hope  that  it  may  b< 
useful  for  our  children  fifty  years  hence,  when  they 
shall  celebrate  the  Centennial  of  Baptists  in  Ken- 
tucky. The  committee  on  Program  and  Jubilee  Vol4 
ume,  requested  that  Rev.  R.  B.  Butler,  D.D.,  give) 
the  resume  of  Baptist  Progress  from  an  Educational! 
viewpoint;  Dr.  P.  H.  Kennedy,  D.D.,  from  the  Mis- 
sionary, and  Deacon  W.  H.  Steward,  A.  M.,  from  the 
Associational,  while  the  Moderator  was  charged 
with  securing  sketches,  photos,  general  denomina- 
tional matter,  the  compiling,  the  editing  and  pub- 
lishing of  this  book.  So  for  nine  months,  we  have 
been  trying  to  secure  sketches,  photos,  etc.;  but  our 
brethren  have  delayed  until  within  three  weeks  ofc 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Association.  We  have, 
up  to  this  time,  given  place  in  the  book  to  all  who 
have  sent  the  information  required.  We  are  sorry, 
however,  to  announce  that  more  than  two-thirds  of 
our  preachers  have  not  responded,  although  we  have 
written  them  several  times.  We  hope,  however,  that 
they  will  be  ready  for  our  Jubilee  Volume  No.  2. 
This  book  presents  to  the  Baptists  more  than  300 
photos  and  sketches  of  Baptists  who  wrought  well 
and  are  now  active  in  our  denominational  work.  It 
recounts  the  plan  of  organization  for  the  celebration 
of  our  Jubilee.  It  gives  valuable  statistics  of  racial 
achievements  in  general  and  of  Baptists  in  particu- 
lar. It  includes  a Register  of  Baptist  meetings.  It 
is  our  prayer  and  hope  that  it  may  serve  Kentucky 
Baptists  as  an  indispensable  library  help,  and  that 
no  Baptist  will  feel  his  library  is  complete  without 
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it  It  is  our  hope,  also,  to  have  the  Association  au- 
thorize the  editing  of  Volume  No.  2,  which  would 
include  the  accurate  proceedings  of  the  Jubilee  Ses- 
sion and  a number  of  sketches  and  photos  not  in- 
cluded in  Vol.  I,  on  account  of  tardiness  in  trans- 
mission.

“And  ye  shall  know  the  truth,  and  the 
truth  shall  make  you  free.” — John  8:32. 


Things  which  are  in  themselves  distinct  and  re-1 
markable  awaken  the  spirit  of  commemoration.  This! 
spirit  seeks  to  express  itself  in  some  way  that! 
through  it  the  occurrence  may  be  told  to  succeeding! 
generations.  So  the  Jews  “hallowed  the  fiftieth  year! 
and  called  it  the  year  of  Jubilee  and  proclaimed  lib-3 
erty  throughout  all  the  land  unto  all  the  inhabitants ) 
thereof.”  Lev.  25:10. 

Jacob  set  up  a pillar  marking  the  place  where  he  j 
dreamed  of  the  ladder  reaching  to  heaven  and  the| 
angels  ascending  and  descending.  He  called  the  j 
place  Bethel. 

Samuel  set  up  his  Ebenezer,  saying,  “Hitherto! 
hath  the  Lord  helped  us.”  While  in  England,  wef 
saw  in  Trafalgar  Square  a shaft  in  honor  of  Nelson.  | 

America  celebrates  her  Independence  Day.  Fol-i 
lowing  this  time-honored  custom,  we  come  now  to] 
raise  our  Ebenezer  and  as  Baptists,  representing! 
150,000  people  in  this  State,  we  gather  to  celebrate  j 
our  fifty  years  of  freedom.  “Hitherto  hath  the  Lord! 
helped  us.  He  hath  done  great  things  for  us  where- i 
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of  we  are  glad.”  All  honor  to  Henry  Adams  and 
that  group  of  godly  men  who  founded  our  General 
Association  in  1865. 

The  text  tells  us  that  God  has  a people  in  whom 
he  is  so  deeply  interested  that  he  rings  out  the  mes- 
sage of  release  to  all  the  powers  which  enslave  them. 

Pharoah  was  the  Prototype  of  all  Tyrants. 

Moses  and  Aaron,  at  God's  command,  met  Pha- 
roah and  demanded  that  the  people  be  released  in 
order  to  render  service  to  God  in  a religious  feast. 
Under  the  petition  for  a furlough  lurked  the  com- 
mand “to  set  free*”  Under  the  recognition  of  the 
power  of  Pharoah  over  the  people  lurked  the  “dec- 
laration that  Israel  is  Jehovah's  free  people.”  “Under 
the  duty  of  celebrating  a feast  of  Jehovah  in  the  wil- 
derness lurked  the  thought  of  entire  separation  from 
Egypt  and  the  celebration  of  the  Exodus.”  Pharoah 
was  enraged  and  drove  the  petitioners  from  his  pres- 
ence. “Get  ye  to  your  burdens,”  said  the  haughty 
Monarch.  Nevertheless,  Moses  and  Aaron  were 
God's  ambassadors,  bearing  God's  message,  for  the 
release  of  God's  people,  “Thus  saith  the  Lord  God 
of  Israel,  let  my  people  go.” 

Brethren,  we  are  called  bf  God  and  moved  upon 
by  the  same  spirit  that  moved  Moses.  We  are  am- 
bassadors for  Christ,  persons  appointed  to  act  in  his 
stead  and  when  we  stand  before  the  Pharoahs  of 
our  day,  we  may  have  the  same  confidence  that  sus- 
tained Moses.  As  loyal  Batists,  we  go  forth  with  a 
“thus  saith  the  Lord.”  As  we  stand  before  the  sa- 
loon power  which  enslaves  its  millions,  we  can 
preach  with  the  spirit  of  a Moses,  “Thus  saith  Je- 
hovah God  of  Israel,  let  my  people  go.”  God  has 
his  rights  in  human  lives  and  no  life  is  in  bondage 
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by  God's  choice.  It  is  said  at  the  building  of  the 
tower  of  Babel,  a brick  fell  from  the  top  and  broke, 
and  a loud  lamentation  arose,  but  when  a man  fell 
and  was  killed  nothing  was  said — bricks  were  dear 
but  human  lives  were  cheap.  But  this  was  acci- 
dental death  in  the  building  of  the  tower  of  Babel. 
Lives  of  the  Jews  were  cheaper  in  the  time  of  Moses. 
By  a decree  of  the  Monarch,  the  Jewish  infant  boys 
were  drowned  in  the  river  as  soon  as  they  were  dis- 
covered. But  cheaper  still  have  been  the  lives  of  my 
people  in  this  country  for  the  past  fifty  years.  Note 
the  trials  through  which  we  have  come. 

It  is  God  who  wills  our  preservation  and  our  de- 
liverance: “Thus  saith  Jehovah,  God  of  Israel,  let 
my  people  go."  This  message  has  rung  down 
through  all  the  ages  of  slavery  and  oppression  and 
will  ring  until  all  the  oppression  and  slavery  cease. 
In  the  elegant  words  of  Coyle,  “The  fight  is  forever 
on  for  God  is  forever  saying  to  special  interests  and 
to  property  accumulating  enterprises  and  to  grind- 
ing monopolies  and  tyrannies  of  all  sorts,  ‘Let  my 
people  go/  ” Looked  at  from  Jehovah's  point  of  view, 

The  Only  Prize  Worth  Contending  For, 

in  this  world  is  men,  and  alb  things  else — all  trade, 
all  commerce,  all  industry,  all  government,  all  pleas- 
ures that  do  not  contribute  to  the  making  of  men — 
must  rest  under  his  displeasure.  He  insists  upon  it 
that  captains  of  industry  shall  see  that  man  is  more 
than  all  engines  and  railways  and  reapers  and  mills 
and  factories.  He  insists  that  the  money  side  of 
every  transaction  is  the  smaller  side,  and  that  the 
scales  must  always  be  made  to  tip  in  favor  of  the 
man.  He  will  not  have  the  spirit  of  a man  crushed 
out  of  him  in  making  buttons  or  pins  or  shoes.  He 
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will  not  have  the  soul  of  a woman  drawn  into  the 
threads  and  colors  of  the  cloth  she  weaves.  He  will 
not  have  the  laughter  of  little  children  choked  out 
by  the  atmosphere  of  sweat  shops  or  smothered  by 
the  whir  of  wheels,  and  because  Jehovah  insists  upon 
human  emancipation,  because  his  “Let  my  people 
go,”  forever  rings  down  from  the  skies,  the  struggle 
for  liberty  never  ends.  Still  God  is  saying  “Let  my 
people  go.”  The  area  of  liberty  must  broadest.  He 
demands  that  the  people  shall  not  be  in  bondage  to 
trust  tyrants  or  corporation  tryants,  and  that  the 
golden  chains  of  property  and  plutocracy  shall  not 
be  about  their  hearts  and  limbs.” 

Human  Rights  will  be  obtained  even  though  the 
way  lie  through  oppression. 

Through  the  severest  oppression  known  to  the 
Babylonians,  Daniel  was  delivered  from  the  Lion's 
den  and  the  Hebrew  children  from  the  fiery  furnace. 
The  work  of  deliverance  from  oppression  and  wrong 
rarely  ends  with  a single  stroke.  Like  the  stone  that 
resists  blow  after  blow  and  then  finally  yields  to 
hammer  so  it  may  take  repeated  strokes  but  by  and 
by,  wrong  must  yield  and  right  gain  sway.  The 
Pharaoh  of  your  oppression  may  resist  ten  scourges 
or  plagues  but  no  more.  We  must  not  lose  heart 
nor  complain  against  God  but  face  wrong  with  our 
Gospel  of  deliverance.  Preach  it,  live  it,  until  tyran- 
ny yields;  preach  it,  live  it,  until  Race  prejudice,  os- 
tracism, Jimcrowism  and  Negrophobia  are  buried  in 
the  Red  Sea  of  God's  wrath  and  fiery  indignation. 

If  our  children  should  ask  why  we  are  not  all 
dead  under  such  inhuman  treatment,  our  answer  is : 
“Our  God  is  a Spirit  and  in  him  we  live  and  move 
and  have  our  being.”  If  our  children  should  ask  us, 
“What  of  the  future?”  Our  answer  is  simple: 
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“Through  many  dangers,  toils  and  snares  we  have 
already  come. 

’Twas  grace  that  brought  us  safe  thus  far 
And  grace  will  lead  us  home.” 

It  is  the  promise  of  the  Lord,  “Though  we  have 
lain  among  the  pots,  yet  we  shall  be  as  fine  as  gold 
and  silver.” 

Truly  God  has  been  with  us  in  all  the  years  of 
our  freedom  as  he  was  with  our  fathers  in  all  the 
years  of  their  slavery.  Fifty  years  ago,  God  found 
us  among  the  pots.  The  lowest  in  position  and  do- 
ing the  hardest  work,  poor  and  friendless  with  no 
one  to  help  us.  We  never  could  have  succeeded  if 
God  had  not  helped  us. 

Some  Said  That  We  Would  Soon  Die  Out — 

we  were  then  4,441,830,  we  are  now  according  to  the 
1910  census,  9,828,294,  an  increase  of  over  120  per 
cent.  Others  said  that  we  would  not  work  without 
our  taskmasters  and  the  lash.  We  had  nothing  then, 
not  even  “borrowed  jewels  of  silver,  Jewels  of  gold 
and  raiment.”  We  owned  no  property,  but  now  our 

Industrial  Progress 

has  astonished  the  world.  There  are  today  a millon 
of  the  farms  of  the  country  under  the  control  of  col- 
ored farmers,  an  aggregate  of  25,000,000  acres  of 
land,  a larger  aggregate  area  than  comprises  the 
countries  of  England,  Belgium,  Denmark  and  Swit- 
zerland combined.  About  225,000  of  these  farms 
were  reported  by  the  census  as  being  owned  by  col- 
ored people,  as  against  practically  no  farms  owned 
fifty  years  ago.  As  against  the  force  of  the  lash,  we 
have  1,300,000  free  farm  workers. 
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Progress  and  Education. 

Fifty  years  ago  not  more  than  ten  in  a hundred 
could  read  and  write,  but  now  seventy  in  every  hun- 
dred colored  persons  in  this  country  can  read  and 
write.  Fifty  years  ago  practically,  there  were  no 
colored  persons  in  attendance  in  the  Public  Schools ; 
and  the  colored  teacher  was  almost  unknown. 
There  are  today  nearly  two  millions  colored  chil- 
dren in  the  public  schools  of  the  country  taught  by 

25.000  colored  teachers.  Aside  from  the  public 
schools,  the  colored  man  has  developed  and  owns 
about  two  hundred  private  institutions  of  learning. 
They  have  contributed  during  the  fifty  years  to  these 
schools  more  than  $50,000,000  aside  from  the  amount 
which  they  have  contributed  in  taxes  which  is  not 
less  than  $55,000,000.  Fifty  years  ago  there  were 
hardly  a dozen  Negro  graduates,  now  we  have 

5.000  young  men  and  women  who  have  graduated 
from  colleges  and  have  won  honors  in  Harvard, 
Yale,  Columbia,  Pennsylvania,  Oberlin  and  other 
well  known  American  Universities. 

The  Rhodes  Scholarship  to  Oxford  has  been  won 
by  a Negro.  The  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 
has  been  conferred  by  leading  Universities.  Ex- 
slaves of  America  have  been  made  members  of  the 
Royal  Societies  of  London.  ^Societies  so  exclusive 
as  to  make  it  impossible  to  enter  except  from  merit 
or  marked  ability  of  the  highest  order. 

Business  Progress. 

Not  only  upon  the  farms  have  Negroes  made  suc- 
cess, but  they  have  developed  many  lines  of  labor 
undreamed  of  fifty  years  ago.  According  to  census 
of  1900,  there  were  1186  manufacturers,  82  mer- 
chants, 187  commercial  travelers,  475  bookkeepers 
and  accountants,  1 50  officials  in  banks. 
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Professions. 

There  has  been  developed  during  these  fifty  yeai 
the  Negro  professional  service,  a line  of  endeav< 
practically  unknown  fifty  years  ago.  There  are 
day  something  like  75,000  Negroes  in  profession] 
representing  physicians,  lawyers,  teachers,  profej 
sors  in  colleges,  journalists,  engineers,  literary  p< 
pie,  artists  and  others. 

Home  Owning 

There  has  also  been  developed  in  these  fifty  yeaj^ 
the  home-owning  Negro.  In  the  country  at  larj 
there  are  500,000  Negroes  who  own  homes  and  fari 
valued  at  over  one  billion  dollars. 

Literature  and  Inventions. 

Then  there  are  other  lines,  for  instance  in  lit< 
ary  pursuits.  This  is  a new  line.  In  our  Congress 
ional  Library  there  are  registered  upward  of  6,< 
names  of  colored  people  who  are  authors  and  ha^ 
copyrighted  books.  In  the  Patent  office  there 
patents  of  1,000  colored  people.  Some  most  valui 
ble  patents  have  been  granted  to  colored  men,  coi 
nected  with  the  telephone  system,  the  railway  sy^ 
tem  and  many  other  things  which  are  of  value  in 
development  of  our  country.  The  inventions  of  cc 
ored  men  have  never  been  brought  out. 

The  Truth  of  History. 

The  false  teaching  that  the  colored  people  of  tl 
country  had  no  ancestry  to  which  they  could  poii 
with  pride  led  scholarly  Negroes  to  make  origii 
investigation  with  the  most  gratifying  results, 
have  a knowledge  of  the  truth  and  this  has  made 
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free  It  is  our  own  scholarly  Rufus  L.  Perry  who 
rote  “that  the  modern  Egyptologist  delights  to 
obe  all  ancient  Egypt  in  white.  The  old  Monarchs 
re  made  to  conform  in  figure  to  the  Grecian  and 
oman  mould,  and  in  color  to  the  Shemitic  race,  of 
sia.  and  to  the  Anglo-Saxon.  The  black  mummy 
s aroused  from  his  ancient  sleep  and  transformed 
v the  art  of  transmigration  into  a white  mummy 
:ith  a look  of  disdain  upon  its  former  self.  The  Ne- 
ro is  not  in  it. 

If,  during  the  period  of  slavery  in  America,  any 
nglo-Sexon  raised  his  voice  or  moved  his  pen  in 
he  interest  of  the  stolen  and  oppressed  African,  that 
an  was  marked,  reviled,  and  ostracised  by  the  of- 
cnsively  arrogant  pro-slavery  oligarchy,  as  if  he 
ere  infected  with  the  leprosy.  No  historian  could 
rite  a true  record  of  the  sons  of  Ham  in  the  hope 
f finding  a market  for  his  book.  The  press,  the 
ulpit,  the  writer  and  publishers  were  all  against  the 
egro  and  suppressed  the  fact  of  his  ancient  great- 
ess.  In  those  days  the  white  man  wrote  for  white 
ten  ; and  now  the  black  man  must  write  for  the 
lack  men,  and  give  them  proper  or  merited  rank 
mong  the  historic  peoples  of  'the  earth.  But  let 
is  pen  be  guided  by  truth  and  graced  with  charity.” 


History 

ows  beyond  reasonable  doubt  that  the  ancient 
gyptians,  Ethiopians,  and  Libyans  so  frequently 
d favorably  mentioned  by  both  sacred  and  pro- 
ne historians  of  the  days  of  Moses  and  the  proph- 
8,  were  the  ancestors  of  the  present  race  of  Ham. 
have  seen  the  present  generation  of  Egyptians  in 
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Cairo,  Egypt,  if  they  were  imported  as  a body  int 
this  country  they  would  be  classed  with  the  colon 
people  because  of  their  color. 

It  is  now  clear  to  us  all  as  the  great  historia 
Rawlinson,  says : “For  the  last  three  thousand  yea' 
the  world  has  been  mainly  indebted  for  its  advanc 
ment  to  the  Semitic  and  Indo-European  races;  bu 
it  was  otherwise  in  the  first  ages.  Egypt  and  Baby| 
Ion,  Mizraim  and  Nimrod  both  the  descendants  o 
Ham,  led  the  way,  and  acted  as  pioneers  of  mankin 
in  the  various  untrodden  fields  of  art,  literature  an 
science.  Alphabetic  writing,  astronomy,  history 
chronology,  architecture,  plastic  art,  sculpture,  nav 
igation,  agriculture,  textile  industry,  seem  all  to  hav 
had  their  origin  in  one  or  other  of  these  two  cou 
tries,”  Five  Great  Monarchies,  Vol.  I,  p.  75. 

“The  Ethiopian  Race,  from  whom  the  mod< 
Negro  of  African  stock  are  undoubtedly  descend 
can  claim  as  early  a history  as  any  other  living  pe 
pie  on  the  face  of  the  earth.  History  as  well  as  t- 
monumental  discoveries,  gives  them  a place  in  a 
cient  history  as  far  back  as  Egypt  herself,  if  n 
farther.”  For  1500  years  after  the  flood  our  ance 
tors  governed  and  ruled  the  world.  There  was  lij 
in  Egypt  when  there  was  light  nowhere  else, 
it  to  our  children  that  we  are  the  bona-fide  descen 
ants  of  Egyptians  and  what  we  have  been  und 
God,  we  may  be  again. 

The  Psalmist  in  our  text  tells  how  the  Jews 
caped  out  of  slavery  and  became  as  free  as  the  bi 
of  the  air.  He  points  out  what  they  used  to  be 
what  they  were  destined  to  become. 

Much  in  the  life  of  Moses  corresponds  with 
life  of  Lincoln.  Both  were  men  of  humble  bir 
both  were  skilled  in  the  laws  of  the  land  and  t 
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condition  of  the  people,  both  were  convinced  of  the 
horrors  of  slavery  by  personal  investigation;  both 
determined  to  liberate  the  people;  both  were  the 
Emancipators  of  a race;  both  saw  the  first  born  of 
the  land  slain  before  deliverance  came;  both  died 
just  as  the  people  were  nearing  the  goal  of  their  am- 
bition and  both  lived  long  enough  to  feel  the  ingrat- 
itude of  the  very  people  to  whom  they  had  given 
their  best  service.  Israel  soon  forgot  herself  and 
murmured  against  Moses  and  against  the  God  of 
Heaven. 

When  David  wrote  this  text  the  Jews  were  pros- 
perous, getting  rich  and  lifting  up  their  heads 
among  the  nations  of  the  earth.  David  reminded 
them  that  they  owed  it  all  to  God.  He  wanted  them 
to  remember  "that  God  found  them  among  the  pots, 
cruelly  treated  and  making  brick  without  straw. 
They  were  the  lowest  of  the  low  in  position  and  do- 
ing the  hardest  and  dirtiest  work  and  in  their  poor 
and  friendless  condition  they  seemed  hopelessly 
doomed  but  God  had  brought  them  out  and  made 
them  like  the  dove  with  wings  of  silver  and  feath- 
ers of  yellow  gold. 

In  the  days  of  our  prosperity,  we  should  never 
forget  that  we  have  been  among  the  pots.  God  has 
given  us  this  great  success  and  we  must  evermore 
walk  humbly  before  Him,  and  recognize  with  grat- 
itude the  agencies  which  he  has  used  for  our  redemp- 
tion. Among  these  agencies  which  have  wrought 
mightily  among  us  for  the  past  fifty  years  are  the 
merican  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  Ameri- 
an  Baptist  Publication  Society,  American  Mission- 
rv  Association,  Presbyterian  Board  of  Missionary 
reed  men,  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  Board,

General  Educational  Board  and  Slater  Fund.  In  re 
cent  years,  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  an< 
other  Southern  agencies  are  being  used  by  the  Go 
of  Israel  for  the  betterment  of  our  condition.  W 
must  ever  appreciate  our  Northern  and  Souther: 
friends  for  their  most  disinterested  help  extended  tj 
us  through  all  these  years.  Instead  of  murmurin 
we  should  call  to  mind  gratefully  that  God  mi 
have  left  us  lying  among  the  pots,  but  on  the  oth 
hand,  he  brought  us  out  and  gathered  the  Baptis 
together  under  the  matchless  leadership  of  Willia 
J.  Simmons,  D.D.,  in  organization  under  the  mat 
less  leadership  of  William  J.  Simmons,  D.D., 
under  the  praiseworthy  direction  of  Dr.  E.  C. 
ris,  we  stand  out  today  as  the  largest  National  bo 
of  colored  people  in  the  world. 

We  must  tell  it  to  our  children  that  God  h 
brought  forth  from  the  Baptist  denomination  a he 
of  princes  and  that  already  Ethiopia  has  stretch 
forth  her  hand  and  that  kmong  her  princely  leade: 
we  have' our  Booker  T.  Washington,  our  R.  H.  Boy 
and  our  L.  G.  Jordan  leading  the  hosts  in  giving 
Gospel  to  the  regions  beyond.  As  a denominati 
fifty  years  ago,  we  were  locally  known,  today  o 
status  is  world-wide. 

We  report  membership,  2,500,000;  Sund 
Schools,  20,000;  teachers,  officers  and  pupils,  1, 

000 ; Church  property  valuation  amounts  to  $26,0005 
000.  Last  year,  we  had  1,000  Baptist  teachers  i 
structing  24,000  students  in  Baptist  schools.  T 
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property  valuation  of  these  schools  being  upward 
of  $4,000,000.  Our  Home  Mission  Board  is  raising 
and  expending  $60,000  yearly  for  the  spread  of  the 
gospel  on  the  Home  field.  Our  great  Publishing 
Board  reports  a yearly  business  of  $200,000. 

For  the  past  thirty  years,  we  have  sent  to  For- 
eign fields  seventy-seven  missionaries  and  out  of  our 
penury  have  given  more  than  $500,000  for  the  spread 
of  the  truth  to  the  regions  beyond. 

A hundred  years  before  the  Emancipation  Proc- 
lamation in  the  West  Indies,  in  the  Bahamas,  there 
were  nine  ordained  Negro  preachers  from  America 
doing  missionary  work,  and  they  had  thousands  of 
converts.  George  Lysle,  ten  years  after  he  landed 
on  the  Bahama  shores,  baptized  alone  500  persons 
and  his  church  numbered  3,700.  This  George  Lysle 
was  licensed  by  his  white  brethren  in  Savannah  two 

?cars  before  he  sailed;  he  had  one  convert,  William 
Bryant,  whom  he  baptized  in  the  Savannah  river. 
He  went  off  to  the  mission  field  and  Bryant  organ- 
ized a church  which  has  continued  124  years  and 
now  numbers  5,000  members. 

In  the  Bahamas  the  work  of  George  Lysle  con- 
tinues. I do  not  know,  but  I believe  that  one  of  the 
most  important  characters  in  tlie  missionary  history 
is  that  of  a Negro  slave,  Lott  Carey,  who  in  1820 
bought  his  freedom  for  eight  hundred  dollars,  col- 
lected the  money,  and  appointed  himself  a mission- 
ary to  Africa.  He  went  there  and  labored  for  eight 
years  and  died  in  the  field,  loved,  honored  and  rev- 
ered by  the  thousands  of  his  brethren  to  whom  he 
had  brought  the  Light. 

Through  the  publicity  of  these  facts,  in  1880,  the 
Negro  Baptists  all  over  the  country  organized  for 
missions.  We  have  had  since  that  time  nineteen 
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missionaries  to  die  on  foreign  fields.  We  have  m 
sions  in  Africa,  West  Indies,  South  America, 
Russia.  We  have  fifty  missionaries  and  50,000 
tive  converts. 

Our  contention  is  that  amid  this  phenomenal  s 
cess  that  we  should  ever  remember  the  place  wh 
God  found  us  and  that  we  have  attained  the 
heights  by  His  uplifting  hand.  He  alone  could  ha 
lifted  us  out  of  the  pit ; He  alone  could  have  broug 
us  forth  from  lying  among  the  pots  to  this  positi 
where  we  are  almost  as  free  as  the  doves  and  as  fi 
as  the  brightest  silver  and  the  most  brilliant  gold. 

Because  of  the  signal  blessings  that  have  co 
to  us,  we  want  here  and  now  to  rededicate  ourselv 
to  the  God  of  Israel.  We  want  to  appear  befb* 
him  with  pure  hearts  and  clean  hands  because  G< 
people  love  to  be  clean.  In  our  text  the  Psali 
compares  them  to  the  cleanly  dove. 

While  in  Egypt  we  were  reminded  that  ancien 
most  of  the  houses  were  flat  on  top  with  a rail' 
around  them  to  keep  persons  from  falling  off.  Br 
en  and  useless  things  are  thrown  on  the  roof.  Th 
are  many  doves  in  Egypt.  There  are  no  shade  tr 
so  these  doves  fly  among  the  broken  pieces  of 
tery  on  the  house  tops  a'nd  hide  among  them.  Wlf 
the  sun  is  setting,  they  come  out  from  among 
pots  and  fly  away.  They  are  nearly  all  of  a v 
light  color  and  when  the  light  falls  upon  them  f 
look  like  the  brightest  silver  and  the  most  brilli 
gold — these  doves  come  out  almost  as  white 
clean  as  when  they  went  in.  It  is  their  nature! 
keep  clean  and  if  soiled  by  contact  with  the  pots 
wash  in  the  first  waters,  so  with  God’s  people  t‘ 
seek  to  keep  clean  in  all  their  ways ; they  are  as 
as  serpents  and  as  harmless  as  doves.  We  hav 
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fountain  in  which  we  can  wash  away  our  sins, 
“There's  a fountain  filled  with  blood."  May  God 
help  us  thus  to  walk  in  the  midst  of  a wicked  world 
and  to  keep  ourselves  unspotted  so  when  the  evening 
of  life  has  come  we  may  fly  away  into  our  eternal 
home. 

Jesus  Christ  told  the  woman  at  Jacob's  well  that 
“God  is  a Spirit  and  they  that  worship  him  must 
worship  him  in  Spirit  and  in  Truth."  He  thus  gave 
freedom  from  consecrated  places  and  buildings  as 
essentials  to  acceptible  worship.  Jesus  Christ  pre- 
sented the  truth  respecting  man  that  there  was  one 
common  father  and  all  men  are  brothers.  He  looked 
on  man  as  fallen  but  magnificent  in  his  ruin — be- 
neath the  vilest  outside,  he  saw  a human  soul  capa- 
ble of  endless  growth  and  treated  it  with  respect, 
hence  freedom  from  caste  and  man,  made  differences 
among  men.  He  showed  Simon  in  the  presence  of 
a penitent  woman  that  his  gospel  recognized  no  in- 
fallible 

Jerusalem  Standard  or  ‘‘Privileged  Class" 

that  looked  down  on  others.  That  publicans  and 
sinners  were  as  welcome  to  the  gospel  feast  as 
Priests  and  Scribes;  that  in^the  light  of  the  truth 
there  is  neither  Jew  nor  Greek,  Barbarian,  Scythian 
bond  or  free,  but  all  humanity  is  alike  in  his  sight. 
Truth  then  puts  every  man  upon  his  own  resources, 
it  cares  not  who  was  his  father  or  mother. 

We  ask  not  for  his  lineage, 

We  ask  not  for  his  name, 

If  Christ  the  Lord  be  in  his  heart ; 

He  noble  birth  may  claim. 
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Thank  God  for  Dr.  Riley  of  Texas,  Mr.  Hem 
Watterson  of  the  Courier  Journal,  W.  D.  Weathei 
ford,  W.  D.  Powell,  Gen.  Bennett  H.  Young,  ani 
others  of  our  white  friends  who  are  preaching  the! 
gospel  truths  with  great  boldness  throughout  thl 
country.  Mr.  Watterson  wants  no  more  for  his  owf 
children  than  what  he  is  willing  to  grant  to  the  chil| 
dren  of  the  black  man.  At  the  first  Sociological  Com 
gress  in  Nashville,  Mr.  Weatherford  said,  “We  musi 
treat  every  man  as  if  he  were  valuable  in  himself| 
not  simply  as  if  he  were  valuable  to  us  as  a tool 
which  we  may  use  for  our  own  aggrandizement. 

“The  most  serious  danger  of  the  South  today  ii 
that  we  shall  on  this  very  negro  question  lose  out 
valuation  of  humanity,  as  such,  because  we  want  t< 
use  the  negro  as  a tool  for  our  own  comfort.  We 
cannot  despise  any  form  of  humanity  without  iim 
mediately  lowering  our  ideals  of  humanity  as  hu| 
manity,  and  this  is  to  return  to  savagery.  The  great 
testing  of  Southern  life,  therefore,  lies  in  the  realnj 
of  our  attitude  toward  the  man  who  may  seem  unj 
attractive.  On  this  terrible  Gibraltar  many  a natioij 
has  dashed  itself  to  pieces,  and  it  remains  to  be  see 
whether  the  South  can  meet  this  tremendous  test. 

“The  supreme  race  question,  therefore,  is  not  on 
of  efficiency  or  inefficiency  alone,  it  is  one  of  person 
al  attitude.  The  supreme  question  is  whether  w 
the  white  South,  will  so  value  humanity  as  human 
ity  that  we  will  have  a kindly  sympathetic  attitud 
toward  the  negro  as  a part  of  humanity.  An  Ol 
South  cannot  become  a New  South  until  every  man 
woman  and  child  in  that  South  has  a value  as  a per 
son,  and  not  simply  as  a thing,  as  an  economic  too 
or  piece  of  animal  machinery. 
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**l  call  on  every  member  of  this  Sociological  Con- 
gress of  the  South  to  begin  to  think  of  the  negro  as 
a human  being,  whom  God  has  put  here  to  be  de- 
veloped, ennobled,  made  worthy  and  useful,  and 
through  you  I call  on  the  whole  South  to  see  that  the 
Negro  has  a chance  to  prove  himself  a man. 

‘'Thus  heaven's  solution  of  the  world's  problem, 
of  the  race  problem,  is  the  spread  of  the  truth ; the 
truth  known  and  put  into  practice  will  cause  all  race 
differences  to  disappear  as  mists  before  the  rising 
glories  of  the  Sun.  Go  ye  therefore,  ye  chosen  men 
of  God,  and  let  all  nations  know  that  God  in  Christ 
is  the  hope  of  the  world.  The  time  is  short.  Fifty 
years  hence  we  who  celebrate  today  will  have  closed 
up  our  stewardship.  We  shall  be  numbered  among 
the  people  of  God,  who  shall  be  somewhere  around 
the  great  white  throne.  In  view  of  the  shortness  of 
the  time  let  us  crowd  into  this  brief  moment  yet 
remaining  as  much  work  as  is  possible  for  God's 
glory  and  for  the  uplift  of  man,  ever  keeping  upper- 
most that  the  only  service  we  can  render  the  Lord 
is  that  service  which  we  render  to  our  fellowman. 
For  it  was  Jesus  who  said  ‘Inasmuch  as  ye  have 
done  it  unto  the  least  of  these  my  little  ones,  ye  have 
done  it  unto  me/  ” 
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SOME  THINGS  WE  MUST  DO  FOR 
OURSELVES 

i.  We  must  get  right  with  God  and  make  of 
religion  practical;  less  noise  and  feeling  and  m 
quiet,  wholesome  and  everyday  living.  2;  We  mu 
be  honest,  truthful  and  reliable.  3.  We  must  ke 
our  bodies  clean.  4.  We  must  keep  our  homes  clea 

5.  We  must  keep  our  yards  clean,  back  and  fron 

6.  We  must  stop  hanging  over  the  gate  and  out 
the  window.  7.  We  must  behave  ourselves  bett 
on  the  streets  and  in  public  carriers  and  stop  tal 
ing  so  much  and  so  loud.  8.  We  must  make  thf 
word  “Negro”  a synonym  for  honesty,  cleanline* 
intelligence,  industry  and  righteosuness,  by  doifi 
with  our  might  what  our  hands  find  to  do.  9.  W 
must  be  loyal  and  helpful  to  our  race,  by  encoura 
ing  all  worthy  efforts  put  forth  for  its  uplift.  10. 
must  respect  our  women,  educate  our  children,  adj5 
stay  out  of  the  saloon  and  dives.  Where  we  ha: 
the  franchise,  we  must  vote  for  men  who  are  oppos 
to  the  saloon.  Our  Lord  by  his  life  and  teachiu 
has  shown  men  the  only  way  in  which  we  can  tea 
people  who  are  on  a lower  plane  of  life  without  b 
ing  injured  by  the  contact.  It  is  the  \yay  of  helpfuf 
ness  and  service.  In  the  South,  the  whites  mu 
touch  the  negroes.  Therefore  the  whites  must  he! 
the  negroes,  or  the  white  race  will  be  injured  by 
presence  of  the  negroes.  This  is  incontrovertible 
logic.  It  is  also  a fundamental  principal  of  ethi 
and  religion.” 

Perhaps  it  is  in  point  here  also  to  quote  a secul 
opinion  interpreting  the  relation  which  ought 
exist  between  the  two  races.  It  is  an  utteran 
upon  the  floor  of  Congress  by  a member  of  th 
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body.  ‘‘We  should  do  all  we  can  to  combat  the  spirit 
of  persecution  and  prejudice  which  confronts  the 
negroes  of  this  country  and  to  assure  to  them  every 
right,  privilege  and  opportunity  to  which  every  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States  is  entitled.  The  negroes 
ask  no  favors,  no  privileges,  no  special  advantages. 
They  ask  no  indulgence  of  their  shortcomings,  or 
any  unusual  economic  and  education  opportunities. 
They  ask  only  equal  opportunity,  equality  in  the 
courts  of  the  land.  We  should  bestir  ourselves  to 
aid  the  negroes,  not  embarrass  them  or  shame  them. 
VVe  should  make  them  feel  that  they  are  a useful 
and  desirable  part  of  our  people.  No  other  people 
has  ever  made  greater  progress  under  like  condi- 
tions. They  have  increased  in  numbers  from  1863 
to  1915  from  4,500,000  to  10,000,000.  They  have 
advanced  from  almost  total  illiteracy  since  emanci- 
pation until  today  seventy  per  cent  can  read  and 
write.  They  have  among  them  musicians,  artists, 
doctors,  lawyers,  mechanics,  artisans,  agriculturists, 
bankers,  educators,  preachers,  merchants  and  are  en- 
gaged in  every  useful  occupation.  They  have  ac- 
cumulated property  valued  at  $700,000,000 — seventy 
dollars  per  capita — a more  marvelous  showing  in- 
deed, than  has  ever  been  mad^  before  anywhere  dur- 
ing all  civilization.  No  other  emancipated  people 
have  ever  made  so  great  a progress  in  so  short  a 
time. 

“We  should  remember  that  the  negroes  consti- 
tute one-tenth  of  our  population,  that  they  are  God- 
loving  and  law-abiding  people  who  should  be  en- 
couraged in  their  efforts  to  teach  a higher  moral 
standard.  We  should  help  the  negro  to  help  him- 
self.” 
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I am  quite  sure  that  the  white  ministry  of  out 
city  cannot  afford  to  do  less  in  their  efforts  to  helf 
the  colored  ministry  than  is  expressed  in  these  qup 
tations.  For  we  believe  as  you  believe  in  the  efficir- 
cy  of  that  Gospel  to  solve  all  our  differences, 
stark  naked  Gospel  preached  and  practiced  as  Bap| 
tists  believe  it,  will  settle  the  race  question.  When 
Christians  live  up  to  the  Gospel  standard,  race  prej| 
udice  is  unknown.  Christianity  is  incompatible 
with  caste.  Spiritual  kinship  transcends  all  personal 
and  social  relations.  The  solution  of  the  race  ques- 
tion depends  upon  the  simple  recognition  of  th| 
Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Mai 
and  the  application  of  the  Golden  Rule  to  the  affaii 
of  life.  “Let  the  Negro  lay  stress  of  emphasis  upoi 
the  Ten  Commandments  and  the  white  man  upoi| 
the  Golden  Rule,  and  all  will  be  well.” 

John  E.  White,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  closes  his  intr< 
duction  to  “The  Upward  Path”  by  Mary  Helm,  bj| 
saying : “Speaking  as  a Southern  man,  I have  nev< 
dared  to  risk  a Christianity  or  a faith  of  Christianil 
as  trustworthy  as  myself  or  mine  which  doubted  th< 
efficiency  of  Christ  for  all  the  difficulties  that  haV^ 
discouraged  the  philosophers  in  relation  to  the  Ne| 
gro.”  The  Christian  “rtot  only  confronts  sin  am 
claims  that  it  can  be  destroyed  and  stands  before 
sorrow  and  claims  that  it  can  be  transfigured,  he 
stands  amid  the  misunderstandings  of  men,  amid  th&! 
perversions  of  the  purposed  order  of  life,  the  ugly] 
twists  that  have  been  given  to  fellowship  which  w; 
ordained  to  be  beautiful  and  true,  and  he  proclaims 
their  possible  rectification  in  Christ.”  The  Gospel 
is  already  transmuting  our  tribulation  into  triumph 
It’s  turning  the  bitter  waters  into  a life-giving  foun-; 
tain. 
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In  1904  I was  in  Jerusalem  and  witnessed  the 
coming  together  of  nearly  every  nation  under  the 
min  at  the  sound  of  the  Gospel  trumpet  for  the  as- 
sembling of  the  “World's  Sunday  School  Conven- 
tion." Perhaps  there  were  no  more  striking  inci- 
dent of  the  adjustment  of  race  differences  than  when 
the  Samaritan  High  Priest,  Jacob,  son  of  Aaron, 
spoke  to  a Christian  audience  that  Sunday  evening. 
1 le  quoted  Deut.  32 143.  He  had  come  from  his  home, 
Shechem,  at  the  foot  of  Mt.  Gerizim,  leaving  this 
mountain  where  his  fathers  worshipped.  He  came 
by  invitation  to  the  Jerusalem  Convention.  At  the 
close  of  his  address,  a fine  looking  man  seated  near 
him  arose,  and  said:  “I  have  the  honor  as  a Chris- 
tian Jew  to  hold  out  the  hand  of  fellowship  to  the 
Samaritan  High  Priest  and  gladly  translate  his 


words." 

Isaiah  portrays  the  all-sufficiency  of  the  Gospel 
in  the  peaceful  adjustment  of  race  differences,  when 
he  couples  each  animal  with  that  one  which  is  its 
natural  prey  and  declares  that  the  Prince  of  Peace 
shall  bring  them  together  in  loving  companionship. 
Isa.  40. 

Races  and  men  may  be  as  antagonistic  as  beasts, 
but  the  Gospel  will  bring  them  together.  It  will 
make  the  wolfish  man  lamblike,  and  the  leopard-like 
not  in  himself  able  to  change  his  spot,  yet  the  Gos- 
pel will  change  his  heart. 

It  will  transform  the  bloodthirsty  man  who,  lion- 
like, goeth  about  seeking  whom  he  may  devour. 
Children  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  venomous  seed  of 
a serpent  because  the  Gospel  will  adjust  all  differ- 
ences. Set  up  an  ensign  for  the  nation.  Assemble 
the  outcasts  of  Israel  and  gather  together  the  dis- 
persed Judah  from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth.  God 
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grant  that  this  Union  Meeting  may  be  one  of  th 
avenues  through  which  the  fulfillment  of  this  proph 
ecy  may  be  realized  in  our  day  and  generation. 


Truth  of  God  shall  still  endure, 

And  firm  his  promise  stand ; 

Believing  souls  may  rest  secure 
In  his  almighty  hand. 

Should  earth  and  hell  their  forces  join, 
He  would  contemn  their  rage, 

And  render  fruitless  their  design 
Against  his  heritage. 

The  rainbow  round  about  his  throne 
Proclaims  his  faithfulness ; 

He  will  his  purposes  perform, 

His  promises  of  grace. 

The  hills  and  mountains  melt  away, 
But  he  is  still  the  same; 

Let  saints  to  him  their  homage  pay, 
And  magnify  his  name. 


WHAT  WE  WANT 


“Summed  up  in  a word,  what  the  black  peopl 
do  want  is  that  with  them,  just  as  with  the  whit^ 
people,  every  man  shall  be  rated  in  estimation  of 
his  neighbors  on  his  own  individual  merits,  charac 
ter,  efficiency,  and  mental  caliber — with  no  discoun 
taken  off  for  the  color  of  his  skin.  ‘Judge  every  mant| 
by  what  he  is/  is  a rule  that  by  rights  applies  to  ev 
erybody  human.  The  Negro  wants  it  applied  to 
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him.  (The  custom  of  judging  the  entire  race  by 
one  unworthy  colored  man  is  positively  un-Baptistic, 
for  Baptists,  more  than  any  other  denomination,  em- 
phasize the  rights  of  the  individual.)  He  knows  the 
average  of  his  race  is  low,  but  when  an  individual 
climbs  above  the  average,  he  ought  to  be  credited 
for  it  with  an  honest  measure  of  respect.  Dispar- 
agement just  for  being  black,  that  is  the  iron  that 
sears  the  soul  of  the  aspiring  Negro.  And  it  is  a 
cruel  iron  which  no  man  applies  to  the  negro  with- 
out burning  also  the  white  Christ.” — Continent,  Jan- 
uary 15,  I9x5-

For  fifty  years  the  Baptists  have  been  at  wor 
in  missions  and  education  in  the  state  of  Kentuc 
Great  good  has  come  to  the  colored  people  in  th 
state  of  Kentucky  through  the  efforts  of  these  Ba 
tists.  Indeed  out  of  a population  of  two  hundr 
and  sixty-one  thousand  at  least  one  hundred  an 
fifty  thousand  are  members  of  the  Baptist  church 
or  Baptist  inclined.  So  that  Baptists  are  more  r 
sponsible  for  conditions  in  the  state,  good  or  bad 
than  any  other  denomination.  We  are  hoping  t 
print  a Jubilee  volume’  which  will  include  a briei 
history  of  the  work  of  fifty  years.  We  would  no 
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like  to  close  this  volume  without  having  a sketch  of 
yourself,  your  church  and  your  work  as  a Baptist.

What  is  the  Baptist  Young  People's  Union? 

It  is  an  organization  of  Baptists  having  for  its 
object  the  training  of  young  people  in  Baptist  doc- 
trine and  denominational  service.  It  was  organized 
in  Versailles,  Ky.,  1901. 
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The  above  institutions  and  thirty-eight  Distriti 
Associations  and  Sunday  School  Conventions,  will 
other  Baptist  organizations  are  children  of  the  Gel 
eral  Association.  All  of  these  organizations  hai 
done  creditable  work  along  the  lines  of  their  activil 
The  General  Association,  however,  is  due  the  mor; 
and  financial  support  and  daily  prayers  from  all 
her  children  in  a maternal  way;  as  a mother  shj 
loves  them  all.  She  would  see  all  these  childn 
spiritually  vigorous  and  progressive. 

How  You  May  Help 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  a million  people 
Kentucky  not  members  of  any  church.  More  thi 
half  of  these  who  have  reached  the  age  of  account 
ability  have  never  made  a profession  of  faith 
Christ.  Hundreds  of  families  have  no  Bible, 
many  sections  of  the  State  there  are  no  Baptis 
churches  or  Sunday  schools.  In  some  sections  thi 
have  never  heard  of  the  State  University — yea,  mo| 
than  that,  they  have  never  heard  the  Gosi  ’ 
preached. 

In  a population  of  261,656  (1910)  census)  c< 
ored  people  in  Kentucky,  75,412  (Minutes  1913),  .1 
long  to  colored  Baptist  churches.  If  we  allow  o\ 
person  for  our  congregational  and  household  inflt 
ence,  we  woul  dthen  have  150,824  colored  people! 
Kentucky  Baptist,  or  under  Baptist  influence.  T1 
makes  the  Baptists  responsible  for  conditions  amoi 
colored  people  in  this  State  more  than  any  other 
nomination.  If  there  is  neglect  and  destitution 
depths  of  immorality  and  crime  to  which  the  peorij 
of  any  community  have  sunken,  Baptists  cannot  4 
cape  the  greater  condemnation.  The  gospel  must  : 
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preached.  Churches  and  Sunday  schools  must  be 
organized,  Church  houses  must  be  built.  The  State 
University  must  be  established ; literature  distribut- 
ed that  our  boys  and  girls  may  be  given  a chance 
to  live  noble  and  better  lives.  The  souls  of  men  and 
women  must  be  saved.  In  our  own  State  and  in  the 
wide  world  as  a Baptist,  are  you  interested?  What 
are  you  doing?  What  have  you  done?  What  will 
vou  do?  Surely  you  cannot  escape  the  darkest  guilt 
if  you  fail  to  do  something. 

In  the  past  fifty  years,  an  annual  average  of  50,- 
000  colored  Baptists  in  the  State  of  Kentucky  have 
contributed  less  than  one-half  cent  a year  per  mem- 
ber to  Missions  and  Christian  Education.  Think  of 
it — each  Baotist  in  Kentucky  for  the  nast  fifty  years 
has  given  less  than  one-half  cent  to  Baptist  denomi- 
national work,  as  reported  in  the  minutes  of  the  Gen- 
eral Association.  In  the  coming  year  of  our  Jubilee 
in  Lexington,  Ky.,  the  Moderator  is  asking  two 
things  of  every  Baptist  in  Kentucky : 

First,  that  you  pray  daily  and  publicly  for  the 
work  of  the  General  Association. 

Second,  that  you  will  send  ONE  DOLLAR  at 
once  to  the  Moderator,  which  will  make  you  an  an- 
nual member  of  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Session  of 
that  body  and  thus  aid  in  Missions  and  Christian 
Education.

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History  of  the  General  Association  of 
Colored  Baptists  in  Kentucky 


By  Wm,  H.  Steward,  Secretary. 

Shortly  after  the  slaves  were  freed  in  this  State, 
the  Baptist  ministers  decided  to  meet  for  the  organi- 
zation of  the  State  Convention  of  Colored  Baptists 
in  Kentucky.  This  was  effected  in  the  Fifth  Street 
Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  Ky.,  on  Wednesday,  be- 
fore the  third  Sunday  in  August,  1865,  when  messen- 
gers from  twelve  Baptist  churches  met  and  or- 
ganized with  the  late  Rev.  H.  Adams,  pastor  of  Fifth 
Street  Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  as  President ; 
Brother  Vincent  Helm,  Green  Street  Baptist  Church, 
Louisville,  Vice  President ; Rev.  E.  E.  Hansbrough, 
Secretary;  Brother  Peter  Smith,  of  Frankfort,  Ky., 
Treasurer.  The  churches  represented  in  the  meet- 
ing were : Fifth  Street  Baptist  Church,  Green  Street 
Baptist  Church,  York  Street  Baptist  Church,  Louis- 
ville; First  Baptist  Church,  Danville;  Baptist 
Church,  Greensburg ; First  Baptist  Church,  Pleasant 
Green  Baptist  Church,  Lexington.  Among  the  lead- 
ers in  the  meeting  were : Revs.  H.  Adams,  R.  Sneeth- 
en,  Chas.  Edwards,  W.  W.  Taylor,  I.  Slaughter,  R. 
Martin,  J.  Monroe,  E.  W.  Green.  Among  the  lay- 
men that  were  present:  B.  Fink,  V.  Helm,  E.  E. 

Hansbrough,  Wm.  Pendigrass,  Q.  B.  Jones,  B.  Mar- 
tin, Peter  Smith,  Thomas  Lee,  Henry  Samuel,  J. 
Tandy,  Sam  Williams,  H.  Washington,  F.  Robinson, 
and  others.  It  seems  there  must  have  been  an  un- 
derstanding among  the  preachers  relative  to  estab- 
lishing a Baptist  College  in  the  State  before  the 


meeting  of  the  convention,  because  certain  Baptist* 
had  purchased  the  Hill  property  at  Frankfort,  whiclii 
subsequently  was  transferred  to  the  convention! 
From  the  records,  this  property  was  purchased  b; 
John  H.  Thomas,  Robert  Martin,  Tabb  Smith,  and? 
Henry  Samuels,  under  deed  dated,  August  12,  1865,! 
from  E.  A.  Dudley  and  wife,  the  consideration  being 
two  thousand  dollars,  which  was  before  the  conven- 
tion was  organized.  This  same  property  was  con- 
veyed by  John  H.  Thomas,  R.  Martin,  Tabb  Smithy 
and  H.  Samuels,  to  Richard  Sneethen,  Henry  Adams/i 
W.  W.  Taylor,  Solomon  Patterson,  Peter  Smith, 
Tabb  Smith,  Henry  Samuels,  J.  H.  Thomas  and  Jasjf 
Monroe,  trustees  of  the  Colored  Baptist  Association!; 
of  Kentucky.  The  consideration  was  the  same  that 
it  was  when  they  made  the  purchase,  and  the  deed? 
is  dated,  August  21,  1866.  Among  the  first  acts  06 
this  convention  was  one  to  begin  the  establishing:  off 
this  school,  and  appoint  a committee  to  look  after* 
the  matter.  The  constitution  was  adopted,  and  most 
of  the  time  of  this  first  session  was  taken  in  a gen-fe 
eral  discussion  of  the  work.  The  committee  on  mem-<! 
bership  reported  at  this  session  about  .S,ooo  mem^f 
bers.  The  next  session  was  held  in  the  First  Baptist! 
Church  of  Frankfort,  Ky.,  where  several  new 
churches  were  added  to  the  number  which  was  en->, 
rolled  at  the  first  session.  At  this  meeting,  Rev.  DJ 
A.  Gaddie,  Rev.  Peter  Johnson,  Rev.  C.  Clark,  Rev:! 
Reuben  Lee,  were  new  members  enrolled.  All  o f 
the  oreliminary  discussion  was  deferred  at  the  pres-f 
ent  session  and  the  officers  elected.  The  sermon: 
was  preached  by  Rev.  J.  Monroe,  from  the  text,  He* 
brews,  13:1.  The  first  report  of  Missionary  work| 
by  Baptists  in  Kentucky  was  made  at  this  meeting 
by  Rev.  R.  Martin  who  collected  $22.98;  expenses,!

$13.60;  balance,  $9.38,  which  the  convention  let  him 
haVe  as  his  salary.  One  of  the  interesting  features 
of  this  meeting  was  the  presence  of  Rev.  S.  F.  Thom- 
as, Secretary  of  White  Baptists,  who  made  an  inter- 
esting address  to  the  brethren  in  black,  and  Rev.  H. 
Adams,  the  president  of  the  convention,  was  sent  as 
a representative  to  the  General  Association  of  White 
Baptists  in  Kentucky.  According  to  the  record 
there  was  nothing  on  urogram  in  the  afternoon  and 
the  time  was  used  for  the  preparation  of  re- 
ports. The  first  trustees  were  elected  at  this  ses- 
sion ; four  from  Frankfort,  four  from  Louisville,  and 
one  from  Lexington ; they  were  P.  Smith,  T.  Smith, 
J.  H.  Thomas,  H.  Samuels,  H.  Adams,  R.  Sneethen, 
W.  W.  Taylor,  S.  Patterson,  Jas.  Monroe.  Sunday 
was  devoted  to  religious  services.  There  was  no 
record  kept  and  the  convention  met,  Monday  morn- 
ing at  9 o'clock.  At  this  meeting  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Frankfort,  made  the  first  payment  on  the 
Hill  Property  before  it  actually  came  into  the  pos- 
session of  the  convention. 

The  Convention  for  1867,  was  held  at  the  First 
Baptist  Church  of  Lexington,  at  which  the  following 
new  churches  were  enrolled  : Versailles,  Fourth  St., 
Louisville,  Cynthiana,  New  Castle,  Keene,  Bridge- 
port, Shelbyville,  and  Harrodsburg.  It  seems  that 
the  time  for  the  meeting  was  changed  that  year,  and 
the  convention  began  on  Monday  morning.  The 
sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  R.  Sneethen.  Text, 
Psalm,  1 :6.  The  officers  were  all  re-elected  and  the 
various  committees  were  appointed.  Among  the 
plans  adopted  at  this  meeting  to  raise  the  money  to 
pay  for  the  Hill  Property  was  for  all  pastors  to  lay 
the  matter  before  their  churches,  and  ask  all  the 
members  to  pledge  5c  monthly  for  this  purpose 
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which  was  adopted.  Laymen  seem  to  have  b 
more  active  in  the  early  metings  than  they  are 
present,  for  at  this  meeting  some  laymen  came  fr 
nearly  all  the  churches  and  were  active  in  all 
deliberations.  Rev.  Wm.  Pratt,  who  was  a pro: 
nent  White  Baptist  minister,  was  present  at  t 
session,  and  gave  much  valuable  assistance  to 
brethren  for  which  he  was  tendered  a vote  of  than! 
Time  was  given  to  the  formation  of  District  A 
ciations  in  the  State,  which  has  proved  very  help 
to  the  denomination.  The  convention  was  in  sessi 
a full  week  this  year  as  it  did  not  adjourn  until  M 
day  following  the  opening  of  the  convention. 

The  churches  seem  to  have  been  as  genero 
with  their  contributions  as  they  are  to  this  day.  Tl 
Fifth  Street  Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  $100 ; Gr 
Street  Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  $100;  and  t] 
First  Baptist  Church,  Frankfort,  $100.  Rev.  S.  E 
terson,  who  was  the  missionary  that  year,  had  a 
ance  due  him  of  $15  for  service,  which  sum  he 
nated  to  the  convention.  The  first  obituary  in 
history  of  the  Association  was  submitted  this  y 
when  the  deaths  of  C.  H.  Green  and  J.  C.  Davis 
Danville,  were  reported. 

The  convention  in  1868,  returned  to  Louisvi 
and  opened  in  Fifth  Street  Baptist  Church  on  p 
day  morning,  August  7th.  The  first  statistical 
port  of  the  churches  appeared  in  the  record  of 
year  when  6,260  members  were  reported  from 
twenty-seven  churches.  The  new  churches  report* 
this  year  were : Winchester,  Lancaster,  Bloomfi 
Lebanon,  Stanford,  Bardstown.  Rev.  R.  Lee  prea 
ed  the  introductory  sermon  from  2 Cor.,  5th  chapt 
7th  verse.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  th 
convention  there  was  a visitor  from  the  North 
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the  person  of  Rev.  R.  DeBaptiste,  from  Chicago.  At 
this  meeting  it  was  determined  to  change  the  con- 
vention to  the  General  Association  of  Colored  Bap- 
tists in  Kentucky,  and  a committee  was  appointed 
for  formulating  the  plan  to  make  the  change.  This 
committee  consisted  of  H.  Adams,  J.  Monroe,  R.  T. 
W.  James,  W.  J.  Brown,  E.  W.  Green,  R.  Lee,  P. 
Johnson,  I.  Slaughter,  and  D.  A.  Gaddie.  The  offer 
of  the  White  Baptist  Association  to  assist  in  the 
evangelization  and  education  of  our  people  was  ac- 
cepted and  Rev.  H.  Adams,  who  had  previously  act- 
ed, continued  to  look  after  this  phase  of  the  work. 
Rev.  P.  Johnson  acted  as  missionary  this  year  and 
traveled  355  miles  and  was  in  the  field  three  months 
and  fifteen  days,  during  which  time  he  delivered  six- 
teen sermons  and  collected  $36.47.  Of  course,  these 
early  missionaries  continued  the  work  in  connection 
with  their  pastoral  work  and  only  visited  points  near 
their  homes.  The  deaths  of  Rev.  E.  Thomas  and  S. 
Taylor  were  reported  at  this  session,  and  suitable 
resolutions  were  adopted.  At  this  session  of  the  con- 
vention the  trustees  were  given  power  to  locate  the 
Normal  and  Ind.  Institute  on  the  Hill  Property 
in  Frankfort  unless  other  property  seemed  more 
favorable  than  that.  It  was  agreed  upon  as  far  as 
the  opening  of  the  school  was  concerned,  and  a 
building  was  erected  for  the  public  school  a short 
distance  up  the  hill.  The  matter  of  forming  District 
Associations  had  been  suggested  at  a previous  meet- 
ing and  at  this  meeting  the  state  was  divided  into 
two  districts  in  view  of  encouraging  the  organiza- 
tion of  district  associations. 

In  1869,  the  General  Association  was  formed  at 
the  First  Baptist  Church  at  Lexington,  Kentucky, 
with  Rev.  H.  Adams,  moderator;  Rev.  R.  T.  W. 
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James,  Recording  Secretary;  Q.  B.  Jones,  Corre- 
sponding Secretary ; Peter  Smith,  Treasurer.  There; 
were  several  new  churches  reported:  Simpsonville/ " 
Evergreen  of  Lexington,  Washington,  Maysli 
Little  Flock  of  Louisville,  Baptist  Church  of  Athens 
Membership  of  these  churches  was  12,620.  The  as-  [1; 
sociation  formed,  on  Tuesday  morning,  and  contin^^B 
ued  until  the  following  Sunday.  At  this  session  of,  []# 
the  Association  the  matter  of  corresponding  with  the 
several  district  associations  took  definite  form  and  m 
delegates  were  sent  to  the  various  associations  and 
in  addition  to  this,  the  Western  Baptist  Association, 
the  American  Consolidated  Convention  of  Baptistsjf^B 
which  were  to  meet  in  Paducah  shortly.  A letter  of 
correspondence  was  also  read  by  Rev.  F.  F.  Thoma^ 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  White  Baptists,  who 
had  previously  visited  the  Association.  Rev.  Wm| 
Pratt  was  also  among  the  visitors  and  gave  valuable 
assistance  in  directing  the  officers  along  proper  and; 
systematic  lines  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of 
the  Association.  The  idea  of  establishing  a collegef 
for  the  training  of  ministers  which  was  ever  gain 
ing  in  prominence  in  the  minds  of  the  leaders  of  th€ 
Association  was  always  discussed  when  they  met; 
There  was  a little  discussion  in  this  meeting  as  to 
where  the  college  should  be  located,  in  Frankfort  or 
in  Louisville;  it  finally  stood  25  for  Louisville  and 
24  for  Frankfort.  Among  the  next  moves  of  th* 
Association  was  to  establish  a State  Sunday  Schoo 
Convention,  which  was  called  to  meet  in  the  Bap4 
tist  Church  at  Georgetown.  This  convention  metf 
and  organized  and  after  several  years  of  effectives 
work  was  disbanded.  Another  movement  was  the) 
establishing  of  a Religious  Paper.  This  was  recited? 
to  the  committee  of  which  Rev.  Dupee  was  chair! 
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man,  and  which  reported  in  favor  of  printing  such 
a journal.  For  the  first  year  the  mission  work  seems 
to  have  had  reasonable  success.  R.  Jones  labored 
five  months,  traveled  5,285  miles,  delivered  ten  ser- 
mons, attended  nine  revivals,  visited  twenty-six 
churches,  baptized  fifty  candidates,  organized  three 
churches,  collected  $685.65;  paid  all  his  salary  and 
expenses  and  had  $169.41  to  turn  over  to  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

In  1870,  in  the  Washington  St.  Baptist  Church, 
Paducah,  Ky.,  the  General  Association  assembled, 
August  9th.  Rev.  H.  Adams,  who  had  been  a lead- 
ing spirit  in  the  convention  and  association  since 
the  organization,  was  so  feeble  that  he  was  unable 
to  attend  this  session.  Rev.  J.  Monroe  was  Modera- 
tor pro  tern,  and  Rev.  J.  F.  Thomas,  temporary  sec- 
retary. At  the  regular  election,  Rev.  Reuben  Lee 
was  made  Moderator  for  the  year.  The  members 
and  new  churches  were  reported  at  this  meeting: 
Livingston,  Christiansburg,  Mount  Vernon,  Prince- 
ton, Columbia,  and  others,  situated  on  the  border  of 
Tennessee.  There  was  a disposition  on  the  part  of 
the  brethren  to  protect  the  ministers  against  im- 
postors and  a resolution  was  adopted  requesting 
churches  not  to  receive  ministers  in  their  pulpits 
who  had  not  come  with  the  proper  credentials,  and 
it  was  also  decided  to  hold  a ministers'  meeting  on 
Tuesday,  before  the  opening  of  the  General  Associa- 
tion. 

The  Baptist  Church,  Danville,  Ky.,  was  the  place 
of  meeting  of  the  General  Association,  1871.  Rev. 
Dupee  of  Paducah,  was  elected  Moderator  at  this 
session  and  he  was  re-elected  for  eleven  years  in 
succession.  He  was  a man  of  great  determination 
and  did  much  during  his  administration  to  help  the 
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work  of  the  denomination.  Rev.  W.  H.  Butler, 
ington;  R.  Lee,  Q.  B.  Jones,  Louisville;  P.  Smitl 
Frankfort,  were  elected  Secretary,  Corresponding 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  respectively.  The  minister ^ 
and  deacons*  meeting  was  held  with  the  Genen 
Association  at  this  meeting  for  the  first  time  and  dij 
cussed  and  brought  up  several  interesting  and  hel] 
ful  questions.  Rev.  S .L.  Helm,  one  of  the  White 
Baptist  pastors  of  the  State,  was  a welcome  visitor, 
and  took  a great  interest  in  the  proceedings.  There 
were  twenty-six  new  churches  added  to  the  asso- 
ciation at  this  session,  and  two  brethren  who  became 
prominent  in  denominational  work  were  enrolled  ai 
messengers. 

The  General  Association  held  its  Fourth  AnniJ 
versary  with  the  Baptist  Church  at  Georgetowi 
Ky.,  in  1872,  and  its  Fifth  Anniversary  with  th< 
Baptist  Church  at  Paris,  Ky.,  in  1873.  The  additions 
of  new  churches  continued  at  both  of  these  meetings! 
and  showed  that  the  work  was  growing  in  favoj 
among  the  brethren.  Among  the  white  brethrei 
who  were  present  at  the  Georgetown  meeting  were! 
Rev.  D.  Dowden  of  Cloverport,  H.  McDonald  of 
Georgetown,  Prof.  J.  E.  Farnum  and  Prof.  W | 
Thomas,  Rev.  S.  L.  Helm,  and  others.  A proposn 
tion  was  submitted  at  this  meeting  from  the  Generali 
Association  of  white  Baptists,  relative  to  co-opera- 
tion in  a plan  of  erecting  a proposed  Normal  and 
Theological  Institute.  There  was  also  a suggestion^ 
made  as  to  the  establishing  of  a religious  periodical' 
to  be  run  under  the  auspices  of  the  General  Associa-I 
tion.  A proposition  to  incorporate  the  General  As-^ 
sociation  was  also  submitted  and  approved  and  at 
the  meeting  in  Paris  the  next  year,  these  articles 
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were  accepted  by  the  General  Association,  the  same 
having  been  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State. 
The  articles  of  incorporation  were  drawn  by  Junius 
Caldwell,  a lawyer  of  Louisville,  and  Rev.  G.  Clay 
Smith  and  Rev.  S.  L.  Helm,  and  the  incorporators 
were:  Andrew  Heath,  W.  W.  Taylor,  P.  H.  Alex- 
ander, J.  H.  Hightower,  Q.  B.  Jones,  Ben  Burbridge, 
W.  H.  Steward,  B.  Martin,  R.  Martin,  J.  F.  Thomas, 
James  Monroe,  E.  W.  Green  and  D.  A.  Gaddie. 
These  articles  were  approved,  March  5,  1873.  Of 
these  incorporators  it  might  be  well  to  note  that  at 
this  time  there  are  only  two  survivors,  J.  F.  Thomas 
and  W.  H.  Steward. 

During  1872,  the  Baptists  of  the  State  suffered  a 
great  loss  in  the  death  of  Rev.  Henry  Adams,  a 
recognized  leader  in  denominational  work,  which  oc- 
curred, November  3,  1872. 

The  Association  in  1874,  held  its  session  with  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Bowling  Green,  Ky.,  which 
was  largely  attended.  There  were  14  new  churches 
enrolled  at  this  session,  and  the  old  officers  re-elected 
without  contest. 

The  Seventh  Anniversary  was  held  in  York  St. 
Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  August  11-14,  1875. 
Some  few  changes  were  made>  in  officers  this  year ; 
Rev.  W.  W.  Taylor  becoming  assistant  Moderator 
in  place  of  Rev.  James  Monroe,  and  Peter  Johnson 
becoming  treasurer  in  place  of  Brother  Peter  Smith, 
who  had  served  the  Association  from  the  date  of  its 
organization.  Another  feature  of  this  Association 
was  the  large  number  of  laymen  who  were  messen- 
gers this  year  and  took  an  active  part  in  the  delibera- 
tions. The  Theological  school  which  was  opened, 
November  24,  1874,  at  Olivet  Baptist  Church,  corner 
West  and  Walnut  Streets,  Louisville,  Ky.,  was  en- 
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dorsed  and  authorized  to  continue.  This  was  a sm 
beginning  but  it  indicated  that  the  pioneers  in  oj 
organized  denominational  work  had  never  abanch 
ed  hope  of  the  final  success  of  that  movement, 
sale  of  the  Hill  property,  which  had  been  discus, 
at  former  meetings,  now  took  definite  shape  and  i 
trustees  were  ordered  to  sell  the  same.  Steps  were* 
also  taken  at  this  meeting  to  join  in  the  Centennial^ 
celebration  in  1876,  of  the  preaching  of  the  first  BanS 
tist  sermon  in  the  State  of  Kentucky.  It  also  en-J| 
dorsed  the  publishing  of  the  Baptist  Herald,  whichff 
was  issued  at  Paducah  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Dupee.  Th^ 
death  of  Rev.  James  Monroe,  one  of  the  pioneer 
ministers,  which  took  place,  November  25,  1875,  wa 
announced  at  this  meeting,  and  a suitable  tribute  p 
his  memory  was  spread  upon  the  records. 

In  1876,  the  session  was  held  in  Harrodsbui 
Ky.,  which  was  one  of  the  stormiest  sessions  in  t‘ 
history  of  the  Association,  growing  out  of  contes 
over  the  admission  of  messengers  from  sever; 
churches  which  were  in  dispute.  Otherwise  it  w 
a sucessful  session  and  there  was  no  controver 
about  any  other  matter. 

The  First  Baptist  Church,  Frankfort,  Ky.,  w~/ 
the  place  of  meeting  in  1877,  and  this,  like  the  mee 
ing  in  Harrodsburg,  was  a'  little  exciting,  growing 
out  of  controversy  about  the  admission  of  some  nef 
churches.  Prof.  L.  B.  Tefft,  of  Nashville  Institute 
Rev.  W.  M.  Pratt,  Shelbyville;  J.  M.  Stephensqr 
Stamping  Ground,  were  among  the  white  Bapti 
who  attended  the  session  and  gave  the  force  of  the 
experience  in  directing  affairs.  There  was  only  on 
change  in  the  list  of  officers  and  that  was  in  the  s 
lection  of  W.  H.  Steward,  who  had  served  previou 
ly  as  assistant  secretary  to  recording  secreta 
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Zion  Baptist  Church,  Georgetown,  Ky.

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Brother  Steward  has  served  continuously  since  that 
time.  There  were  33  new  churches  admitted  to  mem- 
bership in  the  Association  that  year.  Among  the  vis- 
itors to  the  Association  was  Rev.  J.  G.  Fee  of  Berea 
College,  who  delivered  an  address  on  Education. 
Among  the  resolutions  adopted  at  this  session  of  the 
General  Association  was  the  following:  There  is  to 
be  held  a National  Baptist  Convention  at  some  place 
suitable  to  this  body,  one  of  the  objects  of  which  is 
to  found  or  establish  a Book  Concern  in  the  interest 
of  our  denomination,  and  produce  harmony  of  ac- 
tion among  our  churches  of  each  State  in  relation  to 
Education  and  Mission  work.  The  following  breth- 
ren were  appointed  to  represent  this  Association, 
when  the  Convention  should  be  held : G.  W.  Dupee, 
J.  F.  Thomas,  W.  H.  Butler,  Allen  Allensworth,  W. 
W.  Taylor,  J.  H.  Parrish,  A.  Heath,  I.  Slaughter,  R. 
Martin,  C.  Smothers,  E.  W.  Green,  P.  Johnson,  M. 
Campbell,  E.  M.  Manuel,  C.  Clark,  W.  J.  Brown,  S. 
Grigsby.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the  idea  of 
a National  Baptist  Convention  and  a publishing 
house  was  founded  among  Kentucky  Baptists  as 
early  as  1877. 

The  next  session  of  the  General  Association  was 
held  in  Richmond,  1878.  There  were  twenty  new 
churches  enrolled,  which  increased  the  number  of 
churches  to  184,  and  the  membership  to  32,305.  The 
introductory  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  D.  A. 
Gaddie  and  the  amount  raised  during  the  session, 
was  $53.05.  Rev.  G.  Clay  Smith,  one  of  the  white 
brethren  in  the  state,  who  had  been  deeply  interest- 
ed in  our  work,  was  present  and  addressed  the  As- 
sociation. The  Board  of  Trustees  were  instructed 
to  sell  the  Hill  property  in  Frankfort,  and  a Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  A.  Heath,  D.  A.  Gaddie,  C.  C. 
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Stumm,  Jas.  Thomas,  I.  Slaughter,  P.  Johnson,  G. 

W.  Ward,  J.  M.  Harris,  Wm.  Miller  and  J.  H.  Par-  v 
ris,  was  appointed  to  examine  the  property  and  act 
with  the  Board  before  the  purchase  was  made.  AtT 
this  session,  the  Association  also  appointed  Brotbe 
A.  O.  Kennedy,  Georgetown;  J.  Q.  Wilhite,  Port-  f§| 
land;  P.  H.  Kennedy,  Greenville,  as  students  to  the 
Nashville  Institute,  and  appropriated  $40.00  each, J||| 
toward  their  expenses,  provided  they  should  raise  p' 
$10.00  each. 

The  session  of  the  General  Association  in  1879, 
met  in  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Lexington,  and  was 
opened,  August  13.  The  officers  were  re-elected 
with  the  exception  that  two  assistant  moderators 
were  elected,  in  the  person  of  E.  W.  Green,  Mays- 
ville,  and  Allen  Allensworth,  Bowling  Green.  This 
session  was  distinguished  from  the  fact  that  the  Hill  § 
property  of  Frankfort  was  sold  this  year  to  Peter 
Smith,  May  3,  1879,  f°r  $2,000,  and  the  Zane  proper- 
ty was  purchased  and  deeded  to  the  General  Asso- 
ciation of  Colored  Baptists  in  Kentucky,  May  10, 
1879,  f°r  $13,800.  The  sale  of  this  Hill  property  had 
been  pending  for  several  years. 

The  first  money  paid  on  the  Zane  property,  $300, 
was  borrowed,  February  17^,  and  was  repaid,  May 
19th,  according  to  contract,  from  part  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  the  Hill  property.  The  Zane 
property  in  Louisville  was  used  for  picnics  and  out-* 
ings  during  the  summer  this  year,  and  a school  was 
opened,  November  25,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 

E.  P.  Marrs  and  his  brother,  H.  C.  Marrs.  In  the 
early  days  of  the  Association,  the  white  friends  took" 
considerable  interest  in  our  work,  and  there  was 

g resent  in  this  session:  President  E.  H.  Fairchild, 
►erea  College;  E.  G.  Savage,  American  Baptist 
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School ; R.  T.  Sumner,  Secretary  American  Baptist 
Pub.  Society;  S.  W.  Riland;  Rev.  A.  C.  Caperton, 
Editor  Western  Recorder;  W.  M.  Pratt,  Midway; 
J.  M.  Frost,  Lexington.  These  brethren  addressed 
the  Association  at  different  times  during  the  meet- 
ing. The  number  of  churches  enrolled  this  year 
was  195,  and  the  membership  was  36,634. 

In  1880,  the  Association  met  in  Hopkinsville. 
There  were  15  new  churches  enrolled  at  this  session 
and  the  membership  increased  to  41,858.  The  selec- 
tion of  the  committee  of  ladies  to  solicit 
funds  proved  helpful,  and  the  amount  raised  was 
$1,406.60,  nearly  three  times  as  large  as  the 
year  before.  The  death  of  Brother  Charles 

Clark,  one  of  the  pioneer  ministers  of  the 
Association;  Rev.  Wm.  Fowler,  and  Rev.  Thomas 
Adams,  were  reported  at  this  meeting.  The  Ameri- 
can Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  of  New  York, 
began  its  co-operation  with  us  in  the  conduct  of  our 
educational  work  this  year,  and  appropriated  $1,500 
toward  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries. 

The  session  of  the  Association  in  1882,  was  open- 
ed, August  16th,  in  the  Baptist  Church  at  Versailles, 
Ky.  There  had  been  considerable  unrest  shown  dur- 
ing the  year  as  to  the  administration  of  Rev.  G.  W. 
Dupee  as  Moderator,  and  in  the  opening  of  the  As- 
sociation, he  tendered  his  resignation,  which  was  ac- 
cepted, and  when  the  election  took  place,  Rev.  Peter 
Johnson  was  elected  Moderator.  The  work  of  the 
Normal  and  Theological  Institute  had  grown  in  im- 
portance, and  140  students  had  been  enrolled  during 
the  term.  The  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  So- 
ciety had  increased  its  appropriations  to  $2,500  to- 
ward the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries,  and  $500.00 
had  been  collected  at  the  White  General  Association 
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at  its  session  in  Hopkinsville.  There  were  present,5 
Rev.  George  Hunt,  Rev.  G.  F.  Bagby,  Rev.  E.  V.  , 
Kirtley,  bearing  greetings  of  this  body.  The  death  S 
of  Rev.  W.  W.  Taylor,  pastor  of  York  Street  Baptisj 
Church,  Louisville,  which  took  place,  April  21,  188^ 
was  announced,  and  appropriate  reports  adopted. 

The  session  of  1883,  was  held  in  the  Baptist 
Church,  Maysville,  and  the  session  of  1884,  in  the 
Alpha  Baptist  Church,  Franklin.  These  years  were 
devoid  of  any  special  incidents,  with  the  exception 
that  the  women  had  been  invited  to  attend  the  ses- 
sion  of  1883,  with  the  view  of  organizing  a Women’s 
Educational  Convention,  but  the  church  was  unwill-*  V>‘ 
ing  to  entertain  them,  and  the  result  was  that  the 
idea  was  abandoned.  The  Association  appointed  a 
committee  to  form  the  organization,  which  took 
place  in  the  Fifth  Street  Baptist  Church,  Louisville, 
September  11,  1883.  The  enrollment  at  the  Institute 
had  increased  to  192  and  we  had  the  first  graduates 
from  the  Academic  and  Normal  departments. 

In  1884,  the  charter  of  the  General  Association 
had  been  amended,  and  the  Institute  was  changed 
to  State  University  under  its  authority.  There  was 
a gift  of  $500.00  made  this  year  through  the  solicita^® 
tion  of  President  Simmons>from  J.  D.  Rockefeller,  I 
which  was  used  for  special  improvements.  The  /• 
death  of  Mr.  H.  C.  Marrs,  who  had  been  the  leading 
spirit  in  the  establishing  of  the  school,  took  place  ; 
in  August,  and  it  was  a source  of  sincere  regret,  and; 
a loss  to  the  denomination. 

The  session  of  1885,  was  held  in  the  First  BaptistJ|^J 
Church,  Danville.  The  one  of  1886,  in  the  State  St. 
Baptist  Church,  Bowling  Green,  and  in  1887,  in  the  j 

First  Baptist  Church,  Georgetown.  Nothing  of  spe- 
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cial  interest  was  done  at  the  session  of  1885  except 
the  usual  routine  business,  the  officers  all  being  re- 
elected. 

In  1886,  however,  the  session  was  again  a little 
stormy.  Numerous  reports  had  circulated  in  the 
State  relative  to  the  educational  work,  and  a com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  examine  into  these  state- 
ments. So  eager  were  the  brethren  to  hear  these  re- 
ports, that  they  were  submitted  before  the  letters 
were  read.  Everything  being  favorable  and  satis- 
factory, they  were  approved.  Dr.  E.  P.  Marrs  was 
elected  Treasurer  at  this  session,  and  remained  in 
that  position  until  his  death.  The  appointment  of 
Rev.  Allensworth  as  Chaplain  of  the  24th  U.  S.  In- 
fantry was  approved  and  the  thanks  of  the  Associa- 
tion tendered  to  President  Cleveland  for  this  action. 
The  call  to  organize  the  proposed  National  Baptist 
Convention  in  St.  Louis,  August  25,  1886,  was  ap-i 
proved,  and  the  pastors  urged  to  attend  the  meeting. 
The  work  of  State  University  had  been  very  satis- 
factory, and  it  had  its  first  graduates  from  the  col- 
lege department  this  year. 

In  1887,  at  Georgetown,  Rev.  S.  P.  Young,  was 
elected  Moderator  and  aside  from  the  usual  business 
there  was  an  address  from  Chaplain  Allensworth, 
and  from  President  R.  M.  Dudley  of  Georgetown 
College. 

The  session  of  1888,  was  held  in  Clay  Street  Bap- 
tist Church,  Shelbyville,  Ky.  The  auditing  com- 
mittee, which  had  been  adopted  as  a policy  of  the 
Association,  made  a satisfactory  report  which  was 
approved.  The  unwritten  two-year  rule  of  the  elec- 
tion of  Moderator  was  begun  in  this  session,  and 
Rev.  S.  P.  Young  of  Lexington,  re-elected,  though 
there  was  quite  a contest  over  the  other  offices. 
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In  1889,  session  was  held  in  Lampton  Baptist 
Church,  Louisville.  Under  the  two-year  rule,  Dr. 

D.  A.  Gaddie,  after  an  interval  of  two-years,  was 
elected  for  another  term  as  Moderator.  The  com- 
mittee on  grievances,  which  was  a fixture,  apparent- 
ly, of  the  early  Associational  meetings,  was  much 
in  evidence  at  this  session,  and  reported  on  a num- 
ber of  cases.  In  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
was  the  very  encouraging  announcement  that  the  v- 
last  note,  $7,800,  on  the  property,  had  been  paid  by 
the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society  in  ad- 
dition to  their  usual  contribution  to  the  work. 

The  22nd  annual  session  of  the  General  Associa- 
tion was  held  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Hen- 
derson, August  12-17,  1890,  and  the  23rd  session  in 
Main  Street  Baptist  Church,  Lexington,  August  ium 
16,  1891.  Rev.  J.  K.  Polk  was  elected  Moderator  at  | 
the  Henderson  meeting,  and  presided  at  both  ses- 
sions. There  were  seven  new  churches  admitted  at 
Henderson.  Rev.  G.  H.  Summers  was  among  the 
corresponding  messengers  representing  the  White' 
Baptist  Association.  Rev.  E.  M.  Brawley,  D.D.,^ 
represented  the  American  Baptist  Publication  So- 
ciety. The  serious  illness  of  Rev.  Wm.  J.  Simmons 
was  announced,  and  special 'prayer  services  for  his 
recovery  were  held.  The  report  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  showed  that  Dr.  W.  J.  Simmons  had  ten- 
dered  his  resignation  as  President  of  the  University 
to  engage  in  another  phase  of  educational  work.  Dr. 

C.  S.  Dinkins,  who  had  been  connected  with  the 
University,  was  elected  President,  but  finally  decid-  1| 
ed  that  he  could  not  accept  the  work.  Rev.  R.  L. 
Thurman  was  engaged  in  the  work  of  raising  a fund 
among  the  White  Baptists  for  the  University  this 
year,  and  had  met  with  reasonable  success.  At  the 
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Lexington  meeting,  Rev.  J.  H.  Garnett,  D.D.,  the 
new  President  of  the  University,  was  introduced, 
and  made  a strong  plea  for  that  work.  This  session 
was  distinguished  particularly  for  the  enrollment  of 
a large  number  of  young  men  in  the  Association. 
The  death  of  Dr.  W.  J.  Simmons  at  Cane  Springv 
Ky.,  August  30,  1890,  was  announced,  and  a suitable 
tribute  to  his  memory  was  passed  and  an  offering 
raised  for  the  Simmons'  Memorial  Fund.  Appropri- 
ately the  remains  of  Dr.  Simmons  lay  in  state  in  the 
University  until  the  time  of  his  funeral  in  the  Fifth 
St.  Baptist  Church.  The  funeral  was  preached  by 
Dr.  C.  H.  Parrish,  at  the  request  of  the  deceased. 

The  session  in  1892,  was  held  in  Richmond,  and 
in  1893,  in  Harrodsburg.  Rev.  C.  Smothers  of  Ver- 
sailles, was  elected  Moderator  and  served  at  both 
these  sessions.  Twelve  new  churches  were  admitted 
in  1892,  and  four  in  1893.  The  death  of  Rev.  Isaac 
Slaughter,  assistant  moderator  of  the  General  Asso- 
ciation occurred,  February  6,  1892,  and  that  of  Rev. 
M.  Harding,  a pioneer  minister  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, April  4,  1892.  The  frame  chapel  at  State 
University  burned  in  1891,  and  the  trustees  reported 
that  a new  brick  chapel  had  been  erected  and  com- 
mendable progress  made  in  paying  for  the  same.  L. 
M.  Luke  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  represent- 
ing its  claim;  Rev.  J.  W.  Warder,  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  White  General  Association,  bearing 
greetings  from  that  body,  and  W.  P.  Harvey,  busi- 
ness manager  of  the  Western  Recorder,  were  among 
the  visitors. 

The  General  Association  met  in  Owensboro  in 
1894,  and  the  clamor  for  recognition  among  the 
Western  Kentucky  Baptists  resulted  in  the  election 
of  Rev.  G.  W.  Dupee  as  Moderator  again,  with  C.  C. 


Bates  and  D.  S.  Slaughter  as  assistant  moderators. 
Rev.  F.  D.  Hale,  Rev.  S.  W.  Ryland,  Rev.  W.  J. 
Holzclaw  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Warder,  representing  the 
White  Baptist  Association,  gave  interesting  ad-f 
dresses.  The  Board  of  Trustees  reported  the  resigna- 
tion of  Dr.  J.  H.  Garnett  as  President,  after  four 
years  of  excellent  service.  This  came  as  a surprise 
to  many  of  the  brethren  and  provoked  quite  an  ani- 
mated discussion.  The  death  of  Bro.  Q.  B.  Jones, 
Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Association,  oc- 
curred, September  15,  1894. 

In  1895,  the  Association  met  in  Paducah  again, 
when  three  new  churches  were  admitted.  Dr.  C.  L. 
Puree,  the  new  President  of  State  University,  made 
his  initial  address  and  was  favorably  received.  The 
special  committee  appointed  at  Owensboro  last  year 
to  examine  the  accounts  and  methods  of  business  of 
State  University,  made  a very  satisfactory  report 
and  began  a new  reign  of  peace  in  our  denomination- 
al work. 

The  28th  annual  session  of  the  General  Associa- 
tion met  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  at  Lexington, 
August  1 2,  1896.  Rev.  C.  C.  Bates  was  elected  Mod- 
erator, and  Rev.  R.  H.  C.  Mitchell  and  Rev.  J.  F. 
Hummons  as  assistant  Moderators,  the  other  officers 
being  re-elected.  This  seems  to  have  been  a year  of 
church  troubles,  for  there  was  no  end  to  the  num- 
ber of  objections  to  the  enrolling  of  messengers, 
and  the  appointments  of  committees  to  investigate 
troubles.  The  most  of  them  were  adjusted  amic- 
ably. 

In  1897,  the  experiment  of  holding  the  Associa- 
tion under  a tent  on  the  campus  of  State  University 
was  tried,  and  was  successful  only  in  the  way  of 
being  a novelty.  Among  the  distinguished  visitors 
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present  were:  Rev.  S.  N.  Vass,  representing  the 

American  Baptist  Publication  Society;  W.  B.  John- 
son, representing  the  Baptist  Magazine ; R.  H.  Boyd, 
representing  the  Baptist  Publishing  House,  and  Rev. 
L.  G.  Jordan,  representing  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board. 

The  session  of  the  General  Association  in  1898, 
was  held  in  Frankfort  in  First  Baptist  Church,  Au- 
gust 17.  Rev.  G.  W.  Bowling  was  elected  Modera- 
tor, and  Rev.  John  Johnson  and  Rev.  E.  Williams, 
were  elected  as  assistant  Moderators.  Governor 
W.  O.  Bradley  delivered  the  address  of  welcome  and 
it  was  cordially  received.  The  death  roster  this  year 
was  large,  embracing  such  pioneers  as  Rev.  G.  W. 
Dupee  of  Paducah ; Rev.  M.  Campbell,  Richmond. 
A memorial  serviec  was  held  during  the  session  in 
honor  of  their  memories.  Rev.  W.  H.  Craighead, 
who  had  served  as  corresponding  secretary  since  the 
death  of  Brother  Q.  B.  Jones,  retired  in  order  that 
Dr.  P.  H.  Kennedy,  general  missionary,  could  be 
elected,  following  the  policy  of  the  White  Baptist 
Association.  There  were  four  new  churches  admit- 
ted this  year,  which  brought  the  number  of  churches 
up  to  365,  and  the  membership  to  60,248. 

The  session  of  the  General  Association  in  Paris 
in  1899,  was  a veritable  love  feast,  as  there  was  no 
controversy  about  any  matter,  and  the  officers  were 
re-elected  without  contest,  but  the  program  which 
had  been  prepared  by  the  Executive  Board  was  not 
accepted  by  the  Association  as  it  preferred  to  go 
along  the  well-trodden  paths  which  it  had  follow- 
ed for  years.  Among  the  visitors  at  the  Association 
this  year  was  Rev.  Peter  Johnson  of  Topeka,  Kans., 
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formerly  a treasurer  and  a Moderator  of  the  General 
Association.  He  was  given  a most  cordial  welcome  ^111 
and  extended  every  courtesy. 

The  session  of  1900,  was  held  in  the  First  Baptis 
Church  of  Georgetown,  August  15th.  There  wer 
no  particular  matters  of  controversy,  and  the  officers 
were  easily  elected  and  the  business  transacted.  Rev. 

J.  H.  Frank,  D.D.,  was  elected  Moderator;  Rev.  W. 

H.  Leavell  and  Rev.  G.  M.  Moore,  assistant  Modera- 
tors ; the  other  officers  being  re-elected.  There  were 
two  new  churches  added.  Dr.  Frank,  the  new  Mod- 
erator, immediately  began  a debt  campaign  and 
when  the  Association  met  in  Versailles,  in  1901, 
$2,444.03  were  raised,  which  was  the  highest  amount 
ever  raised  by  the  General  Association  in  any  given 
year  up  to  this  time.  Among  the  visitors  to  this 
session  were:  Rev.  C.  H.  Clark  of  Nashville,  and 
Rev.  J.  M.  Morton  of  Indianapolis,  both  being  for- 
mer Kentucky  pastors. 

The  Association  in  1902  met  with  the  Washing-  / 
ton  Street  Baptist  Church  of  Paducah,  Ky.,  in  its 
34th  annual  session.  The  Association  was  so  well 
pleased  with  the  record  which  Dr.  Frank  had  made 
that  they  broke  the  two-year  unwritten  rule  and  re 
elected  him  Moderator  again';  Rev.  J.  W.  Hawkins 
and  Rev.  J.  E.  Wood,  assistants.  Eighteen  new 
churches  were  admitted  in  this  session.  Not  a single 
objection  being  raised,  there  was  no  grievance  com- 
mittee appointed.  The  banner  for  liberal  giving  to 
the  Association  was  awarded  the  Green  Street  Sun- 
day School  of  Louisville,  which  contributed  $160. 
to  the  Association.  The  monument  which  was  erect 
ed  by  the  Washington  Street  Church  to  the  memory 
of  the  late  Rev.  G.  W.  Dupee  was  dedicated  and  un- 
veiled at  this  session  of  the  Association  and  the  me- 
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morial  sermon  preached  by  Rev.  C.  Smothers,  D.D. 

Almost  invariably  in  the  history  of  the  Associa- 
tion, after  a long  season  of  quietude  and  peace,  there 
comes  a session  full  of  apprehension  and  uneasiness. 
Such  was  the  35th  annual  session  of  the  General 
Association  which  was  held  in  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Danville,  August  12-16,  1903.  There  was 
a feeling  during  that  year  that  there  would  be  seri- 
ous dissensions  when  the  convention  should  meet, 
and  this  fear  was  realized,  at  the  very  opening  of 
the  session.  The  Association  was  divided  upon  one 
general  proposition  and  at  one  time  it  would  seem 
that  one  faction  was  in  the  ascendency,  when  it 
would  turn  and  the  other  faction  carry  the  point. 
There  was  a general  disposition  to  change  officers 
and  while  the  Moderator  was  reluctant  to  serve,  still 
it  seemed  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Association  to 
re-elect  the  entire  corps  of  officers,  and  this  was  fi- 
nally done.  The  wisdom  of  this  action  was  fully  dem- 
onstrated, because  the  next  year  at  Winchester,  the 
Baptists  of  the  State  came  up  again  united,  deter- 
mined that  the  work  should  not  slacken. 

At  Winchester,  in  1904,  Rev.  G.  W.  Ward,  D.D., 
was  elected  Moderator,  and  Rev.  C.  P.  M.  Bigbee 
and  Rev.  H.  D.  Carpenter  a's  assistant  Moderators. 
There  was  some  little  friction  at  the  opening  of  the 
Association,  but  that  was  soon  removed,  and  things 
went  along  quietly.  Dr.  J.  K.  Frank,  Moderator,  was 
detained  at  home  at  the  opening,  and  Rev.  J.  W. 
Hawkins,  D.D.,  called  the  meeting  to  order.  Church 
letters  were  read  as  usual  and  ten  new  churches  were 
enrolled.  Rev.  A.  J.  Barton,  D.D.,  Field  Secretary 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  in  attend- 
ance and  explained  the  co-operative  plans  of  doing 
mission  work  among  the  colored  people  in  the  South. 
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The  report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  showed  the  work  to  be  in  an  encouraging  if; 
condition,  and  the  out-look  for  the  future  bright 
Dr.  C.  H.  Parrish,  fresh  from  the  Holy  Land,  gavfcfl 
the  Association  a most  interesting  account  of  his 
trip  and  observations  in  the  Holy  Land  and  present- 
ed to  Moderator  Ward  a gavel  made  of  olive  wood 
from  the  Holy  Land,  which  was  accepted  in  a fitting 
address  by  Moderator  Ward. 

The  session  of  1905,  was  held  in  the  Lampton 
Street  Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  Ky.,  August  16- 
20.  There  was  no  change  in  the  officers  and  they 
were  promptly  re-elected.  A feeling  of  gloom  and 
sadness  was  thrown  over  the  Association  by  the 
serious  illness  of  President  C.  L.  Puree,  and  his  sub- 
sequent death  while  the  Association  was  in  session. 
Suitable  resolutions  of  sympathy  were  adopted  and 
the  Association  attended  his  funeral  in  a body  at 
the  Fifth  Street  Baptist  Church,  which  was  preached 
by  Rev.  Cary  Smothers,  D.D.  There  were  eight  new 
churches  enrolled  at  this  session  of  the  Association, 
and  no  committees  on  grievances  were  appointed. 
There  was  a large  number  of  visitors  in  attendance 
this  year,  among  whom  were:  Rev.  J.  W.  Carr, 

Savannah,  Ga. ; Rev.  E.  W.SD.  Isaacs ; Rev.  W.  M. 
Beckham;  Rev.  L.  G.  Jordan  and  Rev.  Sutton  E. 
Griggs.  A cablegram  of  greeting  was  received  from 
Dr.  C.  H.  Parrish  who  had  not  returned  from  his 
trip  to  Europe  in  attending  the  World's  Baptist 
Congress  in  London.  The  unfortunate  death  of  the 
lamented  President  Chas.  L.  Puree,  and  the  election 
of  his  successor  furnished  food  for  a needless  con- 
troversy, almost  from  August,  1905,  to  August,  1906, 
and  when  the  General  Association  met  in  its  38th 
annual  session  in  Main  Street  Baptist  Church,  Lex-  ^ 
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ington,  August  15-19,  it  was  feared  that  there  would 
be  an  animated  and  perhaps  exciting  meeting.  This 
proved  to  be  true  and  at  the  very  opening  of  the  ses- 
sion the  reading  of  the  church  letters  and  the  report 
of  the  committee  on  credentials  was  dispensed  with 
in  order  that  the  Association  might  go  into  a com- 
mittee of  the  whole  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
report  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  This  continued  for  almost  two 
days  when  these  reports  were  finally  adopted.  How- 
ever, the  question  of  the  election  of  the  new  Presi- 
dent of  State  University,  was  the  bone  of  contention, 
and  it  was  prolonged  until  the  special  committee  to 
which  the  question  had  been  referred,  reported  on 
Saturday.  It  was  evident  that  the  business  could 
not  be  completed  during  the  allotted  time  and  by 
common  consent  it  was  continued  over  until  Mon- 
day, when  the  roll  of  the  messengers  was  made  up, 
the  report  of  the  committee  heard  and  the  business 
of  the  Association  completed. 

The  election  of  officers  resulted  in  the  choice  of 
Rev.  J.  W.  Hawkins  as  Moderator,  and  Rev.  R.  T. 
Frye  and  D.  W.  Seals  as  assistant  Moderators ; with 
the  re-election  of  W.  H.  Steward  as  secretary,  and 
P.  H.  Kennedy,  corresponding  secretary ; E.  P. 
Marrs,  Treasurer.  v 

The  39th  annual  session  of  the  General  Associa- 
tion was  held  in  Fourth  Street  Baptist  Church, 
Owensboro,  August  15-19,  1907.  All  the  clouds  had 
cleared  away  and  this  was  a most  harmonious  and 
peaceable  session.  During  the  opening  an  enjoy- 
able praise  service  was  conducted  which  was  a new 
feature  of  the  Association.  Mayor  Wm.  O.  Bryan 
welcomed  the  Association.  In  the  educational  col- 
lection a new  feature  was  observed,  that  of  enroll- 
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in g the  contributions  of  the  individuals  under  the 
head  of  the  Association  with  which  they  were  con- 
nected. Each  District  Association  in  the  State  was 
represented  in  this  collection.  Among  the  interesting 
features  of  this  session,  not  on  the  program,  w 
the  presenting  of  a gold  head  umbrella  to  Brother 
W.  H.  Steward,  as  a mark  of  appreciation  of  the 
brethren  of  his  thirty  years  of  service  as  secretary. 
The  new  President,  J.  R.  L.  Diggs,  of  State  Univer-  }• 
sity,  made  an  interesting  address  during  the  session,  4? 
concerning  the  work  of  that  Institution, and  received 
an  encouraging  contribution.  This  year  there  was 
no  contest  for  offices,  and  all  were  re-elected  under 
a suspension  of  the  rules.  The  death  of  Rev.  John 
Johnson,  of  Cynthiana;  Rev.  J.  W.  Lackey,  of  Stan* 
ford ; and  Rev.  A.  Merrifield,  three  of  the  oldest 
ministers  in  the  State,  was  announced  at  this  ses- 
sion,  as  was  that  of  Rev.  S.  E.  Smith  and  Rev.  W;4f| 
E.  Glover,  from  among  the  younger  pastors  and  a 
service  in  honor  of  their  memories  was  held  Sunday*  § 
afternoon. 

The  1908  session  was  held  at  the  Virginia  Street 
Baptist  Church  in  Hopkinsville,  August  12-16. 
Among  the  welcome  addresses  was  one  by  Mayor 
C.  M.  Meacham,  and  amopg  the  visitors  were  noted  : 
Revs.  R.  H.  Boyd,  W.  L.  Craft,  Sutton  E.  Griggs, 

E.  W.  D.  Isaacs,  L.  G.  Jordan,  C.  H.  Clark  and 
Robert  Short.  They  were  all  given  a cordial  wek 
come  and  addressed  the  Association  during  the  ses- 
sion. The  officers  were  elected  without  any  contest/; 
Rev.  E.  Williams  was  elected  Moderator  and  Revs. 
W.  J.  M.  Price  and  W.  H.  Williams  assistant  Mod 
erators.  Rev.  D.  A.  Gaddie,  D.D.,  in  his  memorial 
sermon  paid  a beautiful  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
Rev.  C.  Smothers,  J.  T.  Wheeler,  G.  W.  T.  Russell,  J 
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Primus  Burris,  B.  P.  Bush,  who  had  entered  into 
rest  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Association. 

The  41st  annual  session  was  held  in  the  First 
Baptist  Church  at  Henderson,  Ky.,  August  11-15, 
1909.  Among  the  addresses  of  welcome  was  one  by 
Mayor  S.  G.  Harris,  W.  S.  Forward,  representing 
the  White  Baptist  Church,  and  A.  Foster  of  the 
General  Association  of  White  Baptists.  There  was 
also  present  M.  E.  Dodd,  fraternal  representative 
from  the  White  Baptist  Association,  and  this  in- 
dicated that  the  White  Baptists  were  still  interested 
in  fostering  the  work  among  our  people.  Rev.  J.  R. 
L.  Diggs  after  a service  of  two  years  with  State 
University  decided  to  accept  a call  to  the  Lynchburg 
School,  and  Dr.  W.  T.  Amiger,  who  was  Dean  of 
the  Theological  Department  was  placed  in  charge 
of  the  University.  Dr.  Amiger  made  his  initial  ad- 
dress to  the  Association  at  this  session  and  it  was 
warmly  commended  by  resolution.  The  officers 
were  all  re-elected  under  a suspension  of  the  rule, 
and  a committee  on  obituaries  reported  the  death  of 
Rev.  J.  W.  Hawkins,  Samuel  Mack  and  Moses  Allen, 
all  of  whom  were  well  and  favorably  known  to  the 
denomination.  There  was  only  one  objection  raised 
to  the  admission  of  a new  church  and  it  was  finally 
enrolled.  There  was  a small  increase  in  the  number 
of  churches  to  the  Association  in  the  membership 
and  in  the  amount  of  money  raised. 

The  42nd  session  of  the  General  Association  met 
at  State  Street  Baptist  Church,  Bowling  Green,  Au- 
gust 17-21,  1910.  The  report  of  the  committee  on 
credentials  showed  four  new  churches  enrolled,  in 
addition  to  the  regular  number  of  messengers,  and 
the  officers  elected  this  session  were : Rev.  R.  Mitch- 
ell, Moderator;  W.  T.  Silvey  and  W.  A.  Jones,  as- 
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sistant  Moderators.  There  was  not  the  usual  num- 
ber  of  visitors.  The  death  of  Rev.  R.  H.  C.  Mitchell, 
a member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  which  occurred, 
December  30,  1909,  was  reported,  as  was  that  of  j 
Revs.  R.  H.  Porter,  J.  H.  Lewis,  Wm.  Allen,  J.  WlM 
Chin,  J.  Ewing,  John  Hicks,  all  of  whom  were  prom-  ;| 
inent  in  our  denominational  work.  Rev.  E.  P.  Marrs,  fi 
who  was  elected  treasurer  at  Bowling  Green  in  1886,  /.] 
was  unable  to  attend  this  session  on  account  of  ill-  yi] 
ness,  and  prayer  service  was  offered  for  his  recovery.  1

The  44th  annual  session  of  the  General  Associa-|§i 
tion  was  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Fran^^S 


fort,  August  14-18,  1912.  Rev.  Robert  Mitchell  pre4 
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sided,  and  invited  Revs.  J.  K.  Polk,  S.  P.  Young, 
J.  H.  Frank,  C.  C.  Bates,  G.  W.  Ward,  E.  Williams, 
all  the  living  ex-Moderators,  to  the  platform.  The 
praise  service  was  conducted  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Wil- 
liams. The  addresses  of  welcome  were  delivered  by 
Mayor  J.  A.  Polsgrove,  W.  T.  Silvey,  E.  J.  Jackson, 
Dr.  E.  E.  Underwood.  The  response  in  behalf  of 
the  Association  was  made  by  Rev.  E.  W.  Haw- 
thorne. There  were  three  new  churches  enrolled. 
Dr.  W.  D.  Powell,  representing  the  General  Asso- 
ciation of  White  Baptists  presented  the  greetings 
from  that  body  in  a very  earnest  and  impressive  ad- 
dress. The  death  of  Dr.  D.  A.  Gaddie,  which  oc- 
curred, November  13,  1.911,  and  that  of  Rev.  G.  W. 
Bowling,  and  Mathias  Garner,  were  reported,  and 
suitable  memorial  services  were  conducted  in  their 
memories,  and  those  of  the  other  brethren  who  had 
departed  this  life  during  the  year.  There  were  no 
grievances  to  consider  at  this  session,  consequently, 
no  committee  on  grievance  was  appointed. 

One  of  the  largest  and  most  enthusiastic  sessions 
of  the  General  Association  was  the  45th  annual  ses- 
sion held  in  Emmanuel  Baptist  Church,  Louisville, 
August  IV17,  1913.  Rev.  Robert  Mitchell  presided, 
and  Rev.  r,.  Williams  conducted  the  ^raise  service. 
The  introductory  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  W. 
J.  M.  Price,  who  preached  from  the  text,  John  4:3s, 
it  being  the  same  text  as  the  one  taken  by  Rev.  A. 
Heath  at  the  session  of  the  General  Association  in 
Harrodsburg,  1876.  There  was  one  new  church  en- 
rolled, which  makes  the  number  now  471,  with  75,- 
412  members,  and  $4,001.25  collection,  which  was  the 
largest  collection  in  the  history  of  the  General  As- 
sociation. The  officers  were  re-elected  without  oppo- 
sition. The  Association  appropriated  $50  for  the 
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exhibiting  fund  of  the  National  Baptist  convention, 
to  show  the  progress  of  the  race  in  the  50  years  of 
freedom  since  emancipation ; also  $25  to  pay  the  ex- 
oenses  of  the  State  exhibit  which  was  to  be  arranged 
by  the  State  commissioner.  In  the  banner  contest 
to  encourage  enlarged  contributions,  the  Fifth  St. 
Church  was  awarded  the  banner  for  the  largest  con- 
tribution, $201,  and  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  Louis- 
ville, second  banner,  for  $160.  These  churches  have 
over  1,000  members.  In  the  churches  reporting 
500  or  more  members,  the  first  banner  was  given 
the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Frankfort,  which  report- 
ed $106,  and  the  second  banner  to  State  Street  Bap- 
tist Church,  Bowling  Green,  which  reported  $105. 
In  the  list  of  churches  of  membership  from  250  to 
500,  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Winchester  took  first 
prize,  sending  $100,  and  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
Henderson,  reporting  $53.50.  The  Portland  Baptist 
Church,  Louisville,  of  250  members,  reported  $50. 
Of  the  churches  ranging  250,  the  Main  Street  Bap- 
tist Church,  Hopkinsville,  took  the  banner,  reporting 
$50.  This  was  a new  method  and  proved  quite  suc- 
cessful. 

The  46th  annual  session  of  the  General  Associa- 
tion held  its  meeting  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Winchester,  August  12-^6,  1914.  There  had  been 
some  little  controversy  as  to  the  meeting  being  held 
as  arranged,  but  finally  all  doubt  was  removed  and 
the  session  proved  to  be  a very  harmonious  and 
profitable  meeting.  There  was  the  usual  contest 
whenever  a program  has  been  prepared,  but  this 
time  it  was  adopted  with  the  proviso  that  the  neces- 
sary changes  be  made  as  the  circumstances  would 
suggest.  The  contest  for  officers  was  spirited  and  the 
following  elected.  Rev.  C.  H.  Parrish,  Moderator,  and 
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Revs.  W.  R.  Richardson  and  V.  S.  Smith,  assistant 
Moderators.  The  other  officers  were  elected  as  usual. 
Considerable  attention  was  paid  to  the  matter  of  the 
Jubilee  session  to  be  held  in  1915,  in  compliance  with 
the  recommendations  of  Moderator  Mitchell.  The 
committees  were  appointed  to  arrange  for  the  same. 
The  finance  committee  reported  $3,008.28,  as  the 
amount  raised  during  the  session.  As  a mark  of  the 
approval  of  the  brethren  of  the  work  of  Moderator 
R.  Mitchell,  it  was  voted  to  present  him  a testi- 
monial. Looking  back  through  a half  century  of 
years,  viewing  the  sacrifices  and  achievements  of 
these  sainted  men,  who,  without  training  and  direc- 
tion, had  established  an  organization  for  the  re- 
ligious development  of  their  people  and  had  founded 
an  institution  for  their  intellectual  training,  shows 
that  they  must  have  been  divinely  guided.  Then 
the  younger  men  who  followed  their  leadership  and 
grew  to  the  full  measure  of  manhood  added  to  the 
work  these  pioneers  had  accomplished.  The  young 
men  of  this  day  with  sterner  wills  and  brighter 
hopes  have  a legacy  in  these  experiences  that  should 
add  strength  and  influence  to  this  great  denomina- 
tion. A half  century  of  association  with  the  lead- 
ers of  all  these  classes  adds  a charm  to  a life  which 
is  worth  the  living.  Revere  the  memories  of  those 
who  have  gone  before  and  take  on  fresh  courage  to 
do  more  glorious  things  and  make  a brighter  and  a 
better  future. 
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Historical  Report  of  Educational  Work  of  the 
Baptists  of  Kentucky. 


R.  B.  Butler,  D.D. 

The  Educational  Work  of  the  General  Associa-  . 
tion  of  Colored  Baptists  of  Kentucky  began  in  1879. 
For  several  years  before  this  the  question  was 
warmly  discussed  by  our  great  leaders  of  that  day; 
looking  toward  the  formation  of  the  very  wisest 
plans. 

At  first  it  was  proposed  to  establish  the  school 
at  Frankfort.  For  said  purpose,  fifty  acres,  more  or 
less,  were  purchased  from  Peter  and  Tab  Smith,  who 
were  at  that  time  prominent  members  of  the  First 
Baptist  Church  at  Frankfort.  This  purchase  went 
into  history  known  as  the  “Hill  Property  at  Frank- 
fort.^ After  much  careful  thought  and  wise  de- 
liberation with  respect  to  a more  permanent  loca- 
tion for  the  school,  and  a location  that  would  be 
more  suitable  in  every  respect,  the  “Hill  Property” 
was  disposed  of,  and  a site  was  purchased  in  the  I 
city  of  Louisville.  This  property  consisted  of  two 
and  one-half  acres  with  a large  brick  building  com- 
modious and  roomy.  Upon  this  spot,  the  school 
was  opened  in  1879,  with  Rev.  E.  P.  Marrs  as  prin- 
cipal. In  1880,  the  next  year,  Rev.  Wm.  J.  Simmons, 
who  was  at  that  time  pastor  of  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church,  Lexington,  was  elected  to  the  presi- 1 
dency.  President  Simmons  resigned  his  pastorate 
and  took  charge  of  the  work  under  flattering  pros- 
pects, but  had  very  little  financial  resources  from  \ 
which  to  draw.  But  he  started  out  in  the  work,  be- 
ing very  optimistic  and  hopeful  of  the  future.  He  f 
was  in  a field  of  which  he  was  justly  proud,  and  for 
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which  he  felt  himself  fully  prepared  and  compe- 
tent, and  one  which  he  felt  was  the  great  need  for 
the  race  and  the  denomination.  The  field  was  a new 
one  as  an  experiment  for  the  Colored  Baptists  of 
the  South.  The  General  Association  of  Colored 
Baptists  of  Kentucky,  was  the  first  to  lead  off  in  the 
work  of  establishing  a high  grade  college  for  the 
special  training  of  preachers  and  teachers.  In  this 
special  line  of  work,  President  Wm.  J.  Simmons  felt 
that  he  could  master  the  situation  and  bring  things 
to  pass  for  Kentucky  Baptists.  With  Simmons  at 
the  head  the  school  began  where  Rev.  Marrs  left 
off.  In  those  days  it  was  known  as  the  “Kentucky 
Normal  and  Theological  Instituted 

In  1884,  the  Institution  was  made  a university — 
hence  the  name  was  changed  to  its  present  name. 
State  University.  The  first  college  class  was  gradu- 
ated in  May,  1886.  The  class  consisted  of  Rev.  C. 
H.  Parrish,  Dr.  C.  F.  Sneed  and  Miss  Sarah  E.  Nel- 
son. Since  that  time  young  men  and  young  women 
have  graduated  from  its  courses  at  each  annual  clos- 
ing. Since  that  time  the  theological,  normal  and 
college  courses  have  been  developed  and  enlarged, 
and  other  courses  have  been  added  so  that  in  its  cur- 
ricula it  ranks  as  one  of  the  leading  universities 
of  this  country.  Hundreds  of  men  and  women  in 
these  years  have  finished  the  several  courses,  one  or 
more,  and  have  gone  out  to  bless  the  world.  And, 
too,  there  have  been  hundreds  who  by  force  of  cir- 
cumstances, could  not  finish,  but  were  trained, 
helped  and  strengthened  by  the  Institution;  they 
too  are  now  out  in  the  world  bringing  things  to  pass. 

Dr.  Simmons  served  the  institution  ten  years. 
He  was  followed  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Garnett.  Dr.  Garnett 
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served  from  January  I,  1891,  to  May,  1894.  Dr.  C. 
L.  Puree  succeeded  Dr.  Garnett  and  served  until  his 
death,  which  occurred  in  August,  1905. 

Rev.  J.  E.  Ford  was  elected  to  succeed  Dr.  Puree, 
but  owing  to  the  discord  and  lack  of  harmony  among 
the  brotherhood  of  the  State,  he  would  not  serve. 
Dr.  J.  R.  L.  Diggs  followed  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Ford.  Dr.  Diggs  served  acceptably  from  1906  to 
May,  1908.  Dr.  W.  T.  Amiger  was  chosen  to  fol- 
low Dr.  Diggs.  Dr.  Amiger  is  yet  in  the  position 
and  fills  it  with  honor  and  dignity  to  himself  and  to 
the  State. 

By  constitution  and  charter  this  branch  of  the 
work  of  Kentucky  Baptists  is  under  the  special  and 
direct  control  of  a Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of 
twelve  of  the  ablest  and  wisest  men  in  the  denomi- 
nation. Brother  Wm.  H.  Steward  the  efficient  Re- 
cording Secretary  of  the  General  Association,  is  the 
chairman  of  this  board,  and  has  held  this  position 
since  the  work  began.  Even  as  it  is  not  possible  to 
write  the  history  of  this  work  without  the  names 
of  its  presidents,  so  indeed  is  it  not  possible  to 
write  it  without  the  name  of  Wm.  H.  Steward,  who 
has  been  all  these  years  of  its  history,  and  who  is 
now  the  efficient  Chairmanhof  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Because  of  his  long,  close,  continuous  and  most 
vital  relation  with  the  work,  we  believe  that  Bro. 
Steward  knows  more  about  it  than  any  other  man 
living.  In  this  place,  he  has  served  the  Baptists 
well.  We  pray  that  our  brother  Steward  may  live 
long  and  depart  in  the  peace  and  hope  of  the  faith 
and  in  the  love  and  confidence  of  his  brethren.  Re- 
turning to  the  question — The  Educational  Work  of 
the  General  Association,  what  can  we  say  more? 
This  paper  must  not  be  too  long,  but  some  other 
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things  ought  to  be  said ; and  they  ought  to  be  said 
with  emphasis.  We  know  that  it  is  not  possible  nor 
even  a mark  of  wisdom  to  give  every  detail  and  item 
of  the  university's  history.  Thirty  and  six  years  of 
the  doings  and  deeds  of  this  great  institution  are 
too  much  to  be  put  in  a paper  of  this  kind.  Rather 
than  attempt  this,  we  shall  state  several  other  little 
items  and  then  we  shall  close. 

In  the  thirty-six  years  that  the  institution  has 
been  in  operation,  much  of  worth  has  been  done, 
and  much  remains  to  be  done.  The  grounds  have 
been  improved  and  renovated,  the  old  buildings 
have  been  kept  in  repair  and  several  new  buildings 
have  been  constructed.  There  is  the  new  chapel, 
which  was  built  under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Garnett’, 
and  the  new  Dormitory  and  Domestic  Science  Build- 
ing, which  was  erected  by  the  Baptist  Women's 
Educational  Convention.  This  building  was  per- 
haps planned  by  Dr.  Diggs,  but  erected  under  the 
presidency  of  Dr.  Amigcr.  We  are  not  sure,  but 
think  that  the  idea  to  have  this  new  building  origi- 
nated and  was  put  into  operation  under  the  presi- 
dency of  Dr.  Puree.  Our  Baptist  Women's  Conven- 
tion, under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Wm.  H.  Steward, 
deserves  all  praise  for  taking  the  initiative  in  this 
task  and  we  feel  that  they  have  done  themselves 
honor,  and  have  brought  credit  to  the  race  and  de- 
nomination, and  have  made  for  themselves  a name 
that  can  never  die.  This  Convention  was  organized 
at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Simmons  to  assist  the  Gen- 
eral Association  in  this  special  line  of  work.  It  has 
been  in  the  field  now  thirty-two  years.  How  well  it 
has  done  may  be  seen  by  its  records  and  reports 
during  these  years.  This  Convention  has  raised 
*ach  year  for  the  university  a sum  ranging  from  a 
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few  hundred  to  twenty-one  hundred  dollars.  The 
time  is  not  far  ahead,  when  this  Convention  will 
raise  five  thousand  a year,  and  the  General  Associa- 
tion will  come  through  with  not  less  than  ten  thou- 
sand. O happy  thought,  and  God  speed  the  day ! 

The  courses  of  study  in  the  university  are  such 
as  are  given  in  other  colleges  of  its  nature.  . But  for 
the  present  we  will  pass  over  the  courses  of  study ; 
the  philosophical,  scientific  and  general  literary  fea- 
tures, and  will  give  a short  statement  as  to  the  re- 
ligious life  of  the  school. 

The  school  proposes  to  educate  and  train  for  the 
churches.  It  was  not  established  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  making  mere  classical  scholars,  but  for  the 
express  purpose  of  giving  to  our  churches  and  to 
our  race  and  to  our  country  a trained  soldiery  of 
men  and  women,  well  prepared  and  fully  equipped 
for  Christian  service.  The  University  makes  much 
of  classical  and  intellectual  training,  but  it  makes 
much  more  of  religious  training.  Hence,  its  faculty 
of  instructors  from  the  president  down  are  men  and 
women  who  are  supposed  to  know  the  Christ  and 
who  are  not  ashamed  to  own  their  Lord  nor  to  de- 
fend His  cause.  The  faculty  of  the  Institution  so 
teach,  so  work  and  so  live  that  at  certain  times  of 
every  school  year  special  revivals  are  held  in  the 
chapel  and  the  class  rooms  for  such  as  are  out  of 
Christ.  In  many  instances  students  have  entered 
the  University  unconverted,  but  before  leaving  they 
have  embraced  the  hope  and  professed  faith  in 
Christ,  and  thus  have  left  the  institution  a blessing 
to  themselves,  and  prepared  to  render  the  needed 
service  to  others.  If  the  institution  had  rendered 
and  was  rendering  to  the  Baptists  in  particular  and 
to  the  race  in  general  no  other  service  than  this  one — 
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that  is  being  the  agency  by  which  students  are  con- 
verted to  Christ — indeed  it  would  be  worthy  of  our 
most  loyal  support.  Then,  again,  the  University 
has  made  the  present  leadership  in  Kentucky  Bap- 
tist pulpits  what  it  is  today. 

What  is  true  of  the  pulpit,  is  true  largely  of  all 
of  our  Baptist  bodies  in  the  State.  Go  into  any  of 
the  Associations  or  Conventions,  and  you  will  see 
evidences  of  the  great  work  which  this  institution 
has  accomplished  in  the  thirty  and  six  years  of  its 
history.  If  the  institution  has  a past  record,  which 
is  splendid  and  worthy,  it  indeed  has  a future,  which 
is  both  hopeful  and  encouraging. 

In  writing  this  short  history  we  feel  that  it  is 
not  out  of  place  to  speak  of  the  aid  which  we  have 
received  from  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission 
Society,  New  York.  Through  the  aid  and  influence 
of  this  society  our  institution  has  received  thousands 
of  dollars.  We  also  acknowledge  aid  from  several 
organizations,  Baptist  women  (white)  and  other 
white  friends  North  and  South.  We  also  appreciate 
the  help  and  encouragement  which  the  white  Bap- 
tists of  Kentucky  have  given  us.  But  we  feel  to 
say  that  the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  So- 
ciety has  ever  stood  by  us  in  this  work,  and  in  all 
these  years  it  has  not  left  us.  If  the  institution  has 
been  able  to  do  anything  for  the  race  and  denomina- 
tion, it  is  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  this  great  So- 
ciety, which  has  for  its  motto,  “North  America  for 
Christ,”  has  helped  us  to  “bear  the  burdens  and  the 
heat  of  the  day.”  In  short,  we  appreciate  the  aid 
that  has  come  to  us  from  any  source.  The  institu- 
tion is  what  it  is  today  because  our  friends  have 
helped  us.  Just  this  word  and  we  shall  close  this 
paper.  The  life  of  the  Baptists  in  particular  and  of 
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the  race  in  general  is  in,  and  very  largely  rests  in, 
the  well  conceived  principles  of  a Christian  educa- 
tion. A trained  leadership  for  the  churches,  and 
trained  leadership  for  the  race  is  the  great  need.^j 
The  Negro  Baptists  of  Kentucky  should  not  be 
satisfied  nor  rest  until  the  University  has  a half  a 
million  dollars  of  endowment.  This  should  be  the 
next  great  task  to  claim  our  attention.  It  is  such  a 
legacy  and  trust  committed  to  us,  that  we  must  now 
awake,  arise  and  bestir  ourselves  to  make  the  work 
of  the  fathers  what  it  ought  to  be,  and  what  the 
present  age  demands.  So  feeling  and  so  praying,  we 
hope  that  the  Jubilee  Meeting  of  the  General  Asso- 
ciation will  not  adjourn  without  taking  some  steps 
looking  toward  the  raising  of  a permanent  fund  for 
the  special  endowment  of  the  Institution.

Missionary  Work 


MISSIONARY  WORK  OF  THE  COLORED 
BAPTISTS  OF  KENTUCKY. 


By  Rev.  P.  B.  Kennedy,  D.D. 

The  gauge  of  any  church  is  its  missionary  spirit 
and  activity.  The  study  of  missions  is  the  study  of 
the  life,  spirit,  activity,  method,  and  object  of  the 
church,  and  the  means  for  the  establishment  of  the 
kingdom.  If  we  would  pray  “Thy  kingdom  come" 
with  sympathetic  intelligence  we  must  have  a 
knowledge  of  what  the  petition  implies. 

We  are  patriotic  and  manly  when  we  love  our 
country,  but  we  are  God-like  when  we  love  the 
world,  for  “God  so  loved  the  world  that  He  gave 
His  only  begotten  Son  that  whosoever  believeth  in 
Him  should  not  perish  but  have  everlasting  life.” 
The  study  of  God's  plan  and  purpose  to  extend 
His  kingdom,  as  revealed  in  the  Bible  should  be  il- 
lustrated, supplemented  and  enforced  by  the  study 
of  the  development  of  God's  I^ingdom,  as  it  is  being 
wrought  out  through  Christian  missions. 

Our  church  members,  especially  the  young  peo- 
ple, should  receive  definite  instruction  in  systematic 
and  proportionate  giving  as  they  do  in  any  of  the 
other  exact  sciences.  Christ  said  “Give  and  it  shall 
be  given  unto  you,  for  with  what  measure  ye  mete, 
it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again." 

We  should  be  led  to  recognize  that  we  are  called 
of  God  for  service,  commissioned  to  be  evangels  of 
Jesus  Christ  as  opportunity  offers.  Serviceableness 
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is  the  divine  idea  and  measure  of  true  culture.  Op- 
portunity is  obligation.  Sympathy  is  the  motive 
power  of  ministry.  If,  therefore,  our  church  members, 
young  and  old,  are  to  have  the  true  education  for 
Christian  service,  they  must  be  brought  to  the 
knowledge  of  God's  revealed  will  through  study  of 
the  Bible,  to  the  vision  of  human  need  and  to  per- 
sonal sympathy  through  the  study  of  Christian  mis- 
sions, and  to  efficient  personal  ministry  through  the 
study  and  practice  of  systematic  and  proportionate 
giving  to  the  missionary  activity  of  the  church. 

The  early  Christian  Church  was  a witness-bearing 
church.  Its  marvelous  success  was  largely  due  to 
the  fact  that  every  Christian  was  a missionary.  The 
church  of  today  strongly  demands  personal  Chris- 
tian service  in  the  community  and  the  dedication  of 
the  life  to  the  various  forms  of  missionary  work.  In 
order  to  realize  this  there  must  be  an  enlistment  and 
training  of  leaders  and  workers  for  all  the  depart- 
ments of  the  local  church.  This  lies  at  the  founda- 
tion of  all  missionary  endeavor  and  Christian  activ- 
ity. A presentation  of  the  call  to  Christian  service 
as  a life-work  must  be  made  to  the  young  people, 
emphasizing  the  ministry  and  the  work  of  missions. 

The  first  appointment  of  missionaries  by  the 
General  Association  of  Colored  Baptists  of  Ken- 
tucky was  made  in  1868.  Since  that  time,  with  the 
exception  of  '78,  ’82,  ’83,  and  ’85,  missionary  work 
has  been  continually  done  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Association,  as  may  be  easily  seen  from  the  follow- 
ing table :

Thus  it  may  be  seen  that  for  twenty-seven  years 
Dr.  P.  H.  Kennedy  has  been  the  Supt.  of  Missions, 
and  for  most  of  that  time  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary of  the  General  Association. 

In  addition  to  the  General  Missionary  the  follow- 
ing brethren  have  beenvemployed  as  District  Mis- 
sionaries :

CONVENTION 

Mrs.  M.  E.  Steward 

Was  organized,  Tuesday,  September  18,  1883,  in* 
the  Fifth  Street  Baptist  Church,  by  Rev.  Wm.  Jf. 
Simmons,  D.D.,  carrying  out  a resolution  adopted 
by  the  General  Association  in  August  of  the  same 
year. 

Mrs.  Amanda  Redd  of  Georgetown  was  made 
temporary  President  and  Mrs.  Lucy  W.  Smith  of 
Lexington,  temporary  Secretary.  With  only  a 
month's  notice  a large  delegation  was  present. 

The  Convention  was  composed  of  delegates  from 
College  Societies  and  Children's  Bands,  Life  and 
Annual  members.  Object — First  to  encourage  the 
attendance  of  the  youth  of  our  State  at  the  State 
University,  that  they  may  receive  a Christian  edu- 
cation; second,  to  contribute  to  the  funds  for  the 
payment  of  the  debt  on  the  property  of  State  Uni- 
versity, to  build  a Girls'  Dormitory  and  to  do  such 
other  things  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Convention 
shall  seem  best.  Third — To  develop  in  its  members 
a greater  Missionary  spirit.  The  following  appeared 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees'  Report  the  next  year: 

“The  experiment  oLan  organized  work  among 
our  women  last  year,  resulted  in  the  organization  i 
of  the  'Baptist  Women's  Educational  Convention' 
at  Louisville,  last  September,  and  it  was  a most 
gratifying  success.  Meeting  only  one  month  after 
the  adjournment  of  the  General  Association,  it  was 
hardly  expected  to  do  so  well,  but  when  it  placed 
$711.15  in  the  hands  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
the  result  of  its  efforts,  it  speaks  volumes  for  the 
zeal  and  devotion  of  its  members.  They  deserve 
success  and  we  hope  the  brethren  will  see  to  it  that 
they  are  amply  assisted  and  encouraged."

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For  twenty  years  this  Convention  worked  faith- 
fully trying  to  discharge  the  duty  assigned  it  by 
the  General  Association,  turning  over  into  the  hands 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  thousands  of  dollars  to  as- 
sist in  the  prosecution  of  the  educational  work.  In 
1901,  when  Rev.  John  H.  Frank,  D.D.,  then  Modera- 
tor of  the  General  Association,  marshaled  his  forces 
to  such  great  success,  that  the  old  debt  known  as 
the  Floating  Debt  was  removed,  the  sisters  decided 
that  after  all  the  Convention's  expenses  had  been 
paid,  the  remaining  amount  be  placed  in  the  bank  as 
the  beginning  of  a fund  to  erect  a Girl's  Dormitory. 
Directly  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  met  the  Board  of  Managers 
and  said,  “If  you  will  let  us  have  the  money  raised 
for  the  dormitory,  it  will  pay  the  last  dollar  of  all 
indebtedness  on  the  University."  It  was  given  un- 
der conditions,  that  if  it  failed  to  be  enough  to  wipe 
out  the  debt,  they  would  consider  it  a loan.  After 
five  years  hard  work,  with  much  prayer  and  many 
sacrifices  through  the  influence  of  Dr.  H.  L.  More- 
house and  G.  Sale,  the  General  Educational  Board 
appropriated  $5,000  for  the  erection  of  and  equip- 
ment of  a Woman's  Industrial  Building.  This  gift 
was  secured  through  the  direct  instrumentality  of 
the  representatives  of  the  Hoifte  Mission  Society  on 
condition  that  we  raise  $10,000  in  stead  of  $5,000. 
After  a conference  with  President  J.  R.  L.  Diggs 
and  the  Trustees,  they  decided  to  begin  at  once  to 
formulate  plans  for  the  erection  of  the  Girls'  Dormi- 
tory and  Domestic  Science  Building.  The  ground 
breaking  took  place,  Tuesday,  April  14,  1908,  when 
Mrs.  Mamie  E.  Steward,  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion, to  whom  that  honor  had  been  given,  raised  the 
first  spade  of  dirt,  followed  by  the  members  of  the 
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Board  of  Managers,  Executive  Board,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  President  of  the  University. 

The  corner-stone  was  laid  during  the  commence- 
ment week,  May  21,  1908,  with  appropriate  services 
by  the  Moderator  of  the  General  Association,  Rev. 
J.  W.  Hawkins,  D.D.  The  Dedicatory  Exercises 
took  place,  Sunday,  February  7,  1909.  This  build- 
ing is  a handsome  pressed  brick  structure,  with  all 
the  modern  improvements,  heated  with  steam  heat 
and  lighted  by  electricity.  The  following  persons 
have  served  the  Convention  as  President :

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HISTORY  OF  ORGANIZATION  OF  BAPTIST 
WOMEN’S  MISSIONARY  CONVENTION. 

Official  Call — Organization. 

The  object  of  this  organization  is  as  follows,  viz. ; 
—(Call),  1903: 

To  the  Baptist  Women  of  Kentucky — Greeting: 

Dear  Sisters : — By  direction  of  the  General  Asso- 
ciation of  Kentucky  Baptists,  a Missionary  Confer- 
ence was  held  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  December  18,  1902. 

That  Conference,  after  due  deliberation,  request- 
ed the  Executive  Board  to  use  its  good  offices  in 
aiding  the  Baptist  Women  of  Kentucky  to  take  a 
more  active  part  in  missionary  work  in  an  organized 
and  systematic  way.  The  Board  has  considered  the 
matter  for  three  months.  Its  consideration  has  been 
prayerful,  thorough  and  without  prejudice.  We 
have  earnestly  sought  to  shelter  the  phases  of  mis- 
sionary work  desired  under  the  benignant  wing  of 
the  Baptist  Women’s  Educational  Convention. 

Various  efforts  in  this  direction  for  different  rea- 
sons have  been  declined.  The  Board  is  decidedly  || 
of  the  opinion,  as  was  the  Missionary  Conference, 
that  the  time  is  already  overdue  for  the  Baptist  wo- 
men to  put  themselves  in  line  with  the  advance  mis- 
sionary movements  of  the  age.  The  specific  work 
designed  by  the  Board  for  our  women  and  children  | 
in  an  organized  way  may  be  briefly  states  as  follows : % 

To  spread  the  Gospel  and  Christianize  homes,  by  | 
means  of  missions.  By  house-to-house  visitation 
and  interchange  of  thought  and  experience.  By 
women’s,  mothers’,  and  children’s  meetings  at  stated 
periods  for  missionary  training  and  instruction,  thus 
gathering  the  children  from  the  streets  and  alleys 
and  directing  their  minds  heavenward. 

■ 
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To  seek  the  purification  and  elevation  of  the  peo- 
ple in  general. 

To  work  distinctively  by,  for  and  with  women 
and  children,  especially  wives,  mothers  and  girls, 
but  reaching  the  family,  the  churches,  the  commu- 
nity and  the  country. 

To  publish  and  disseminate  missionary  informa- 
tion. 

Said  organization  shall  look  out  for  women  pos- 
sessing qualifications  of  body,  mind  and  spirit,  cal- 
culated to  insure  successful  service  as  missionaries. 

It  shall  seek  to  aid  women  in  the  development  of 
their  natural  missionary  gifts.  It  shall  support  such 
women  missionaries  in  accomplishing  said  specific 
aims  in  every  rural  district,  city,  town,  village,  and 
county  in  the  State,  or  wherever  the  people  are  in 
need  of  Christianized  homes. 

It  shall  seek  to  co-operate  with  similar  societies 
North  and  South.  The  need  of  such  work  is  appar- 
ent to  all.  It  is  therefore  requested  that  all  Baptist 
women  interested  in  missions  meet  in  Louisville  on 
Tuesday,  May  26,  1903,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing 
a Missionary  Convention  charged  to  carry  out  said 
designated  work  in  co-opera/tion  or  auxiliary  to  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  General  Association. 

Any  Baptist  sister  may  take  part  in  the  delibera- 
tion of  said  meeting. 

She  may  come  as  an  individual  or  as  a messenger 
from  any  Baptist  church,  should  any  church  desire 
to  send  her. 

Should  it  be  impossible  for  you  to  attend,  send 
letter  asking  that  your  name  be  enrolled. 
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Done  by  the  unanimous  order  of  the  Executive 
Board  at  its  regular  meeting,  April  13,  1903.

State  University  is  located  in  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville, on  West  Kentucky  Street,  between  7th  and 
8th  streets.  It  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  General 
Association  of  Colored  Baptists  in  Kentucky. 

Property  and  Equipment. 

(1)  — The  Grounds : — The  campus  contains  about 
four  acres  fronting  on  West  Kentucky  Street  and 
Zane  Street. 

(2)  — The  Buildings : — There  are  four  buildings, 
known  as  the  Recitation  Building,  the  Chapel  and 
Boys'  Dormitory,  the  Girls'  Dormitory  and  Domes- 
tic Science  Building  and  the  Central  Heating  and 
Laundry  Building. 

Description  of  Buildings. 

The  Recitation  Hall  is  a three-story  brick  struc- 
ture with  ten  class  rooms  on  first  and  second  floors. 
The  third  story  affords  dormitory  accommodations 
for  thirty  young  men. 

The  Chapel  and  Boys'  Dormitory  is  a two-story 
brick  building.  The  Chapel  iS'On  the  first  floor  and 
two  Theological  class  rooms.  On  the  second  floor 
there  are  rooming  accommodations  for  fifty  young 
men. 

The  Girls'  Dormitory  and  Domestic  Science  Hall 
is  a four-story  brick  structure.  It  was  erected  by 
the  Baptist  Women's  Educational  Convention  of 
Kentucky,  at  a cost  of  $25,000.00.  Completed  in 
1909.  The  building  contains  thirty  living  rooms, 
which  will  accommodate  sixty  girls.  Four  class 
rooms  are  used  for  teaching  music,  Domestic  Sci- 
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ence,  Plain  Sewing,  Dressmaking  and  Millinery. 
An  assembly  room  in  which  the  girls  study  between 
classes  during  the  day,  coming  together  for  study 
during  stated  hours  every  night. 

The  Central  Heating  Plant  and  Laundry  Build- 
ing is  a brick  structure  erected  in  1915. 


The  Student  Body. 

There  are  accommodations  for  about  200  stu- 
dents. A call  is  being  made  for  immediate  enlarge- 
ment, so  that  the  student  body  can  be  increased  to 
500.

The  Faculty. 

The  teaching  force  consists  of  fourteen  men  and 
women. 

External  Relations. 

For  nearly  half  a century  the  American  Bap- 
tist Home  Mission  Society  of  New  York  has  given 
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substantial  and  general  financial  support  without 
which  State  University  could  not  have  done  what  it 
has,  nor  could  it  be  what  it  is. 

The  attitude  of  the  white  citizens  of  Louisville, 
toward  the  school,  is  very  friendly.  The  White 
Baptists  of  Louisville  and  Kentucky  have  always 
given  moral  and  financial  help,  but  recently  special 
financial  support  has  come  from  our  white  Baptist 
brethren,  and  with  the  proffered  assistance  it  will 
not  be  long  before  the  Colored  Baptists  of  Kentucky 
can  boast  of  a first-class  college  and  seminary  sec- 
ond to  none  in  the  country. 

The  Future. 

We  are  often  asked,  What  of  the  future?  What 
is  the  future  of  State  University?  It  is  like  asking. 
What  future  has  the  church  and  denomination? 
when  no  one  questions  that  the  local  work  of  the 
churches  and  the  work  of  the  Institution  are  one 
and  the  same,  except  in  proportion  or  extent  of  the 
work  to  be  done.  The  churches  co-operate  togeth- 
er in  providing  ways  and  means  to  do  a work  which 
the  churches  cannot  do  individually,  and  yet  it  is  a 
work  which  the  churches  can  not  do  without,  and 
obey  the  order  of  the  commission.  Therefore,  we 
must  recognize  more  clearly  "the  vital  connection 
between  our  spiritual  life  and  our  educational  op- 
portunity and  enthusiasm.  We  must  correlate  our 
educational  work  with  our  missionary  work.  We 
must  conduct  a missionary  educational  work. 

Our  ministers  must  cultivate  the  educational 
ideal  in  the  pulpit.  Our  zeal  and  religious  fervor 
must  be  anchored  in  God  and  tethered  to  education. 
As  Dr.  Mullins,  upon  one  occasion,  fitly  said,  “If 
the  lamp  of  learning  burns  low  the  spirit  will  grow 
dumb  in  its  effort  to  speak  for  God.” 
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State  University  must  be  adequately  endowed 
and  no  longer  must  we  give  to  education  a second- 
ary place.  If  we  do  the  above  we  shall  have  every 
reason  to  look  for  a prosperous,  bright  and  blessed 
future.

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Heroes  of  the  Past 


William  J.  Simmons,  A.B.,  A.M.,  D.D. 

In  the  introductory  remarks  of  the  “Men  of 
Mark”  written  by  Dr.  Simmons  are  these  words  by 
Bishop  Turner:  “It  is  a historic  fact  that  Virginia 
has  been  rife  with  Presidents,  but  truly  South  Caro- 
lina has  given  to  the  world  more  men  of  note  than 
any  other  State  in  the  Union.”  In  Charleston,  S.  C., 
June  29,  1849,  William  J.  Simmons  was  born  of  slave 
parents — Edward  and  Esther  Simmons.  In  his  early 
life  his  parents  moved  to  Philadelphia.  These  were 
the  days  of  slavery  and  they  were  compelled  to  re- 
main in  hiding.  Many  days  his  only  food  was  milk 
and  mush.  He  never  attended  a nublic  school,  but 
was  taught  privately  by  his  uncle  who  was  a very 
good  scholar,  and  laying  a foundation  so  broad  and 
exact  that  college  studies  were  comparativelv  easy. 
In  1862,  he  was  apprenticed  to  Dr.  Leo.  H.  DeLange, 
a dentist  in  Bordentown,  N.  J.,  He  learned  the  pro- 
fession so  thoroughly  that  in  the  absence  of  the 
Dentist  he  operated  on  some  of  the  best  families  in 
the  citv.  He  tried  to  enter,  a dental  school  at  Phila- 
delphia, but  was  refused  on  account  of  color.  Be- 
ing ill-treated  by  the  doctor,  he  ran  away,  September 
16,  1864,  and  enlisted  in  the  41st  United  States  Col- 
ored troops.  He  took  part  in  the  battles  around 
Petersburg,  Hatches  Run,  Appomattox  Court  House 
and  was  present  at  Lee's  surrender.  He  was  con- 
verted in  1867.  and  joined  the  white  Baotist  Church 
in  Bordentown,  N.  J.,  being  the  only  colored  mem- 
ber of  the  church.  When  he  made  known  his  call 
to  the  ministry  these  white  friends  rallied  to  his 
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support  and  paid  his  schooling  for  three  years.  The 
New  Jersey  State  Educational  Society  aided  him  to 
attend  Madison  University  of  New  York  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1868.  September,  1868,  he  entered 
Rochester  University.  On  account  of  trouble  with 
his  eyes  brought  on  by  hard  study  he  was  compelled 
to  stop  school  until  1871,  when  he  entered  Howard 
University,  Washington,  D.  C.,  graduating,  1873, 
with  the  title  of  A.B.  By  his  frugality  he  had  saved 
$300.  He  taught  school  at  a place  called  Bunker 
Hill  and  his  success  as  a teacher  was  so  great  that  he 
was  given  the  principalship  of  the  Hillsdale  Public 
School,  D.  C.  He  went  to  Arkansas  with  the  idea  of 
making  it  his  home,  but  returned  to  Washington 
and  again  taught  at  Hillsdale  until  June,  1874.  He 
married  Josephine  Silence  at  Washington,  D.  C., 
August  25,  1874.  He  then  went  to  Florida  in  Sep- 
tember, 1874.  He  invested  in  lands  and  oranges  but 
found  it  was  not  a paying  investment.  He  was  or- 
dained, 1879,  in  which  year  he  was  called  to  the 
pastorate  of  First  Baptist  Church,  Lexington,  Ky. 
September,  1880,  he  was  called  to  the  Presidency  of 
the  Normal  and  Theological  Institution,  as  State 
University  was  then  called.  At  that  time  the  school 
had  13  pupils,  two  teachers  and  an  empty  treasury. 
September  29,  1882,  he  was  elected  editor  American 
Baptist.  Dr.  Simmons  has  been  honored  by  winning 
many  honors  in  journalism.  He  wrote  a pamphlet 
on  “Industrial  Education”  which  had  a wide  circu- 
lation. He  became  a member  of  the  National  Con- 
vention of  Colored  Men  held  at  Louisville,  Septem- 
ber, 1883.  He  delivered  many  addresses  before  the 
American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society.  At  the 
fiftieth  anniversary  held  in  New  York,  May  24,  1872, 
his  oration  “What  Are  the  Colored  People  Doing?” 
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was  published  in  the  Jubilee  Volume.  In  1883,  Dr. 
Simmons  called  together  and  organized  the  Baptist 
women  in  a convention,  for  the  purpose  of  raising 
money  for  the  educational  work  of  the  denomina- 
tion in  the  State.  This  body  is  known  as  the  “Bap- 
tist Women’s  Educational  Convention.”  The  title 
of  D.D.  was  conferred  on  him  by  Wilberforce  Uni- 
versity. On  August  25,  1886,  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  Dr. 
Simmons  organized  the  American  National  Baptist 
Convention  and  was  unanimously  elected  as  its  first 
President.  In  1881  he  received  the  degree  of  A.M. 
from  Howard  University.  Dr.  Simmons  has  de- 
livered some  of  the  most  able  addresses  before  prom- 
inent audiences  of  both  color.  Many  literary  works 
are  attributed  to  his  pen.  He  was  a friend  to  the 
poor  student  and  infused  inspiration  in  many.  His 
name  will  ever  live  among  Negro  Baptists.  He 
died,  October  30,  1890.  Just  before  his  death  he  or- 
ganized Eckstein-Norton  Institute  at  Cane  Spring, 
Ky.,  which  has  since  been  connected  with  Lincoln. 

Rev.  Charles  Lee  Puree,  A.B.,  A.M.,  D.D. 

Charles  Lee  Puree  was  born  at  Charleston,  S.  C., 
1856,  of  slave  parentage,  William  and  Ellen  Puree. 

He  attended  the  schools  of  Charleston,  Benedict 
College,  Columbia,  S.  C.,  and  Richmond  Theological 
Seminary,  Richmond,  Va. ; also  taking  a post-course 
in  Hebrew  through  the  Correspondence  Bureau.  He. 
was  baptized  in  1875,  by  Rev.  Jacob  Legare,  the  first 
licensed  colored  minister  in  the  State  of  South  Caro- 
lina. In  1883  he  was  called  to  the  Baptist  Church 
at  Society  Hill,  S.  C.,  a church  having  eleven  hun-  | 
dred  members.  He  resigned  this  church  to  take  the  | 
chair  of  Greek  and  Latin  at  Selma  University,  Sel-  § 
ma,  Ala.  In  June,  1884,  he  delivered  the  Bacca-  | 
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laureate  Sermon  at  Lincoln  Normal  University, 
State  Normal,  at  Marion,  Ala.  It  was  the  best  ever 
delivered  there.  The  chairman  of  the  Board  compli- 
mented him  by  saying  it  was  “Bullion's  Grammar," 
meaning  that  it  was  a specimen  of  grammatical  and 
literary  excellence.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Char- 
lotte Cooper  Sinkler,  Charleston,  S.  C.,  in  Philadel- 
phia, by  Rev.  William  C.  Dennis,  January  7,  1885. 
On  the  resignation  of  Rev.  E.  M.  Brawley,  he  was 
unanimously  elected  to  the  presidency  of  Selma  Uni- 
versity, where  he  served  ten  years.  Resigning  the 
presidency  he  traveled  one  year  under  the  American 
Baptist  Mission  Board.  He  was  then  elected  as 
president  of  the  Langrige  School,  Montgomery,  Ala., 
from  which  school  he  was  called  to  take  the  presi- 
dency of  State  University,  Louisville,  Ky.,  1894.  He 
served  the  Baptists  of  Kentucky  as  president  of 
State  University  until  his  death  which  occurred, 
August,  1905.  The  life  of  this  great  man  has  been 
exemplary.  Many  are  the  men  and  women  who 
bless  his  name  and  memory.  He  was  a man  of 
strictly  temperate  habits,  very  quiet  in  his  demeanor, 
earnest  in  his  purposes  and  devoted  to  the  causes 
which  were  just  and  right.  He  had  good  influence 
over  the  students  who  admired  him  for  his  many 
good  qualities.  There  are  many  useful  men  and 
women  in  the  State  of  Kentucky  who  followed  Dr. 
Puree  from  the  Southern  States  whose  influences 
are  being  felt  throughout  this  and  other  states. 
Though  cut  off  in  the  prime  of  life  he  still  lives  in 
the  heart  and  memory  of  thousands.  His  wife,  Mrs. 
C.  C.  Puree,  who  was  also  connected  with  State 
University,  died  November,  1912.  There  are  three 
children  living,  William  J.,  Paris  Sinkler,  and 
Phoebe  Ellen  Puree. 
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Rev.  George  Washington  Dupee,  D.D. 

Rev.  George  W.  Dupee  was  born,  July  24,  1826, 
Gallatin  County,  Kentucky,  of  slave  parents — Cuth- 
bert  and  Rachael  Dupee.  His  mother  died  when  he 
was  two  weeks  old.  She  asked  the  people  to  raise 
him  right,  for  he  was  for  God’s  own  purpose  and 
that  he  would  be  useful  and  live  to  an  old  age.  In 
early  days  he  worked  at  a bagging  and  rope  factory. 
In  1841,  he  worked  on  the  court  house  in  Versailles, 
and  was  brought  under  the  preaching  of  old  “Father 
David  Woods”  a Baptist  preacher.  He  was  convert- 
ed, August,  1842.  He  was  baptized  by  Pastor  Ken- 
ny in  South  Elkhorn  Creek.  He  felt  that  he  was 
called  to  preach  but  refused  to  answer  the  call.  He 
learned  the  alphabet,  1844.  The  first  thing  he  read 
was  the  Third  Chapter  of  John.  It  was  a mystery 
how  he  learned  to  read  it,  for  at  that  time  he  could 
not  spell  a word.  He  went  to  Frankfort,  1848,  and 
in  November  of  the  same  year  he  married  Mrs.  Ma- 
tilda Green  at  the  Governor’s  Palace.  He  accepted 
a call  to  the  Georgetown  Baptist  Church,  January, 
1851.  He  was  assisted  in  a protracted  meeting  by 
Elder  James  Monroe.  The  second  Sunday  in  March, 
1851,  he  was  ordained  by  Rey.  Reynolds,  D.D.,  presi- 
dent of  Georgetown  College,  and  Rev.  J.  M.  Frost, 
pastor  white  Baptist  Church.  The  next  Sunday  he 
baptized  28  persons.  In  1853,  he  organized  a church 
at  the  Old  Big  Spring,  Woodford  County.  1855,  he 
organized  one  at  Paris,  Ky.,  and  preached  at  many 
other  places.  Being  called  to  the  Pleasant  Green 
Church,  Lexington,  he  divided  his  time  between 
the  two  churches.  He  received  a second  call  in  De- 
cember at  the  same  time  he  was  advertised  for  sale, 
he  therefore  reconsidered  his  call  not  knowing  what 
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would  be  his  fate.  He  was  not  sold  and  reconsider- 
ing his  declination  he  accepted  the  call  to  Pleasant 
Green  Church  and  remained  there  until  1864.  In 
1858,  he  was  called  to  Paducah  Washington  Street 
Church,  as  visiting  pastor  and  baptized  81  persons 
in  14  minutes.  1867,  he  organized  a church  at  Cyn- 
thiana.  1861,  organized  first  Ministers  and  Deacons 
meeting  ever  held  by  Colored  people  in  the  South  or 
Southwestern  states  at  Versailles,  in  Elder  Armisted 
Steele's  church.  1862,  was  called  to  the  Versailles 
church.  The  same  year  he  baptized  Rev.  Reuben 
Lee,  who  had  been  a Presbyterian,  and,  together 
with  others,  ordained  him.  He  organized  a church 
in  Covington  also  erecting  a building.  1864,  he  de- 
clined the  eleventh  call  as  pastor  of  Pleasant  Green 
Church  and  accepted  the  call  to  Paducah  in  1865, 
visiting  very  often  the  Covington  Church.  In  Sep- 
tember, 1867,  with  the  aid  of  Elder  S.  Underwood 
and  others,  he  organized  the  First  District  Baptist 
Association  in  the  Washington  Baptist  Church  and 
was  elected  the  first  Moderator,  which  position  he 
held  for  years.  He  assisted  in  the  organization  of 
the  General  Association  in  August,  1865.  He  was 
elected  Moderator  of  the  General  Association  in 
Danville,  August  16,  1871,  a<nd  retained  the  position 
until  August  17,  1881.  He  was  a member  of  the 
American  Baptist  Consolidated  Convention  which 
met  first  at  Nashville,  1867.  He  was  moderator  of  the 
General  Association  13  years;  baptized  10,000  per- 
sons; pastored  14  churches;  married  15,000  couples; 
preached  15,000  funerals;  a Baptist  preacher  55 
years  and  pastored  the  Washington  Street  Baptist 
Church,  Paducah,  38  years.  Died,  September  5, 
1897.  A fitting  token  of  esteem  and  appreciation,  a 
monument  15  feet  high,  was  erected  at  Paducah  by 
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the  Baptists  of  Kentucky  to  mark  the  last  resting 
place  of  this  great  man. 


Rev.  London  Ferrill. 

Born  in  Hanover  Co.,  Va.  In  “Men  of  Mark” 
Rev.  Ferrill  is  mentioned  as  one  of  the  most  won- 
derful men  who  ever  lived  on  the  soil  of  Kentucky. 
He  was  a slave,  and  in  early  life  became  a Christian 
and  was  baptized.  He  felt  that  he  was  called  to 
preach  the  gospel,  but  was  disobedient  to  the 
promptings  of  his  heart.  As  no  slaves  were  or- 
dained then  the  brethren  permitted  him  “To  go 
forth  and  preach  the  gospel  wherever  the  Lord 
might  cast  his  lot,  and  the  door  should  be  opened  to 
him.”  Fifty  persons  were  soon  converts.  When 
his  Master  died  he  became  free  and  he  and  his  wife 
moved  to  Kentucky.  He  located  at  Lexington.  At 
the  death  of  the  preacher  called  “Old  Captain”  the 
people  called  Rev.  Ferrill  to  take  charge.  He  re- 
fused as  the  organization  was  not  in  fellowship  with 
the  Baptist  denomination,  although  they  held  the 
faith  and  general  practice  of  Baptists.  The  colored 
people  applied  to  the  white  church  for  his  services. 
The  church  being  in  doubt  as  what  to  do,  proposed 
to  the  Elkhorn  Association  in  1821,  the  following 
queries:  “First — Can  persons  baptized  on  a con- 

fession of  faith  by  an  administrator  not  ordained  be 
received  into  our  churches  under  any  circumstances 
whatever  without  being  baptized?  Second — Is  it 
admissible  for  the  Association  to  ordain  free  men  of 
color  ministers  of  the  gospel?  The  queries  were 
taken  up  by  the  following  men:  Jeremiah  Varde- 
man,  James  Fishback,  John  Edwards,  Edmund  Wal-

Elder  R.  Sneethen, 

Died,  1872.  Former  Pastor  Green 
St.  Church,  Louisville,  Ky. 
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ler  and  Jacob  Creath,  who  reported  as  follows: 
First — That  it  is  not  regular  to  receive  such  mem- 
bers. Second — That  they  knew  no  reason  why  free 
men  of  color  could  not  be  ordained  as  ministers  of 
the  gospel,  the  gospel  qualification  being  possessed 
by  them.  Rev.  Ferrill  was  ordained,  being  the  sec- 
ond pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Lexington, 
and  serving  it  thirty-two  years,  during  which  time 
the  membership  was  increased  from  280  to  1,820  and 
became  the  largest  church  in  Kentucky.  His  wife 
died  in  1833,  during  the  time  the  cholera  was  raging 
in  Lexington.  It  is  stated  that  he  baptized  220  per- 
sons in  85  minutes  at  one  time  and  at  another,  60  in 
45  minutes.  Rev.  Ferrill  died,  October  12,  1854.  He 
was  a remarkable  man.  His  influence  was  so  great 
that  the  “Kentucky  Gazette”  as  late  as  1878  referred 
to  his  life.  He  left  as  a legacy  for  Kentucky  a pray- 
er which  will  be  found  in  “Men  of  Mark.” 


Rev.  Andrew  Heath. 

Born  in  Henderson  Co.,  Kentucky,  February  20, 
1832.  Died,  February  19,  1887,  at  the  age  of  fifty- 
five  years.  Forty  years  of  his  life  was  spent  in  serv- 
ice for  his  Master.  1851,  he  married  Miss  Lucy 
Hamilton,  who  worked  bravely  by  his  side.  1867, 
he  was  ordained;  1868  he  became  assistant  pastor 
of  Fifth  Street  Baptist  Church,  Louisville.  On  the 
death  of  Rev.  Henry  Adams,  1872,  Rev.  Heath  be- 
came the  pastor.  He  was  a member  of  the  First 
Baptist  Convention  held  in  the  State,  1863.  Served 
the  General  Association  as  chairman  of  executive 
board  16  years.  He  baptized  about  1,500  persons. 
No  minister  in  the  State  held  a higher  place  in  the 
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estimation  of  the  people.  His  character  was  pure; 
his  reputation  never  received  a blur  in  all  the  years 
of  his  ministry. 


Rev.  Elijah  P.  Marrs. 


Born  in  Shelby  Co.,  Kentucky,  January,  1840. 
His  mother  and  father  were  Virginians  by  birth. 
His  father  was  given  his  freedom  when  he  was  thirty 
years  old.  When  quite  young  he  portrayed  such 
qualities  that  he  was  called  a “little  preacher.” 
Although  an  education  was  denied  a negro,  Mr. 
Robinson,  his  owner,  being  a Christian,  secretly 
taught  him  so  that  he  could  read  the  Scriptures.  At 
eleven  he  was  converted  and  baptized  at  Simpson- 
ville  by  Rev.  Charles  Wells.  Sunday  night,  Septem- 
ber 25,  1864,  he  with  others,  walked  a distance  of 
22  miles  to  Louisville  and  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Army.  He  was  made  sergeant  of  Company 
L,  Twelfth  U.  S.  Heavy  Artillery.  August  3,  1871, 
he  married  Miss  Julia  Gray,  Shelbyville,  who  died 
in  1876.  He  taught  successfully  in  Shelbyville,  La- 
Grange,  Louisville,  Beargrass  and  other  places.  1873, 
he  was  licensed  to  preach  at  New  Castle  Baptist 
Church  and  was  ordained,  August  22,  1875.  He 
has  served  several  times  as  delegate  to  both  educa- 
tional and  political  conventions.  He  was  a member 
of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Central  District  As- 
sociation, 6 years;  a member  and  secretary  of  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  Central  District  Association, 
and  treasurer  of  the  General  Association.  1879  to 
1880  he  was  business  manager  of  State  University. 
March  16,  1880,  he  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of 
Beargrass  Church  which  position  he  held  until  his 
death,  August  30,  1910.  His  funeral  was  preached 
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by  Dr.  D.  H.  Gaddie,  his  pastor  and  friend,  at  the 
Green  St.  Church.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  State 
University,  the  Executive  Board  of  the  General  As- 
sociation and  other  bodies  attended  the  funeral  in 
a body.  Hundreds  assembled  in  the  church  to  pay 
the  last  tribute  of  respect  to  his  memory.  Dr.  Marrs 
was  the  first  President  of  State  University. 


Rev.  Daniel  Abraham  Gaddie,  D.D. 

Rev.  Daniel  Abraham  Gaddie  was  born,  May  21, 
1836.  Rising  from  a blacksmith  he  became  one  of 
the  strongest  ministers  in  Kentucky.  He  was  a 
great  temperance  advocate.  Converted  at  the  age 
of  23,  he  commenced  in  earnest  to  serve  Him  who 
ruleth  the  hearts  of  all  men.  He  was  ordained,  1865, 
being  then  a member  of  Green  St.  Church.  Revs.. 
Henry  Adams,  Richard  Sneethen  and  Charles  Ed- 
wards and  Solomon  Patterson  taking  part  in  his 
ordination.  He  pastored  several  churches  in  the 
State,  among  them  may  be  mentioned  Elizabeth- 
town, Greensburg,  Campbellsville,  Rude’s  Creek, 
Glendale  and  Green  St.  Baptist  Church,  having  pas- 
tored the  latter  to  the  time  x)f  his  death.  He  has 
been  honored  by  the  Baptists  of  the  State  in  holding 
various  offices  in  the  General  Association.  He  was 
assistant  Moderator  for  years.  At  the  meeting  in 
Bowling  Green,  August  11,  1886,  he  was  elected 
Moderator.  He  was  elected  treasurer  of  the  Na- 
tional American  Baptist  Convention,  August  25, 
1886.  He  was  vice-president  of  what  was  known 
as  the  American  Consolidated  Baptist  Convention. 
He  was  a member  of  the  Trustee  Board  of  State 
University  ; member  of  the  Executive  Board;  secre- 
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tary  of  the  Ministers'  and  Deacons'  meeting,  Louis- 
ville, and  Moderator  of  the  Central  District  Asso- 
ciations. Each  office  he  held  for  years  and  wielding 
such  influence  that  few  men  in  the  State  had  more 
earnest  supporters  and  well  wishers  than  he.  The 
title  of  D.D.  was  conferred  upon  him.  May  17,  1887, 
by  State  University. 

Dr.  Gaddie  died,  November,  1911. 


Rev.  Henry  Adams. 

Rev.  Henry  Adams  was  a native  of  Franklin  Co., 
Georgia,  and  was  born,  December  17,  1802.  Being  J 
early  converted,  about  the  age  of  eighteen,  he  was  f 
permitted  to  exercise  his  gifts  as  a preacher  within 
the  bounds  of  his  church.  In  1825,  he  was  ordained. 
After  preaching  a few  years  in  Georgia  and  South 
Carolina,  he  came  to  Kentucky  and  settled  as  pas- 
tor of  First  Baptist  Church  in  Louisville  in  1829. 

He  was  very  proficient,  not  only  in  the  English 
branches,  but  even  in  the  dead  languages.  In  1842, 
the  First  Church,  which  was  a branch,  was  set  apart 
with  475  members  as  a separate  organization.  Out 
of  this  church  many  churches  in  Louisville  have  | 
grown.  In  the  first  20  years  of  his  pastorate  he  bap- 
tized over  1,300  people,  and  through  his  influence 
the  conversion  of  over  10,000  souls  during  his  life. 
After  freedom,  he  was  very  zealous  in  educational 
work  in  the  State.  Through  his  instrumentality  the 
General  Association  was  organized,  August  3,  1879,  f 
Lexington,  in  the  First  Baptist  Church.  From  its 
organization,  August  15,  1865,  it  was  known  as  the 
Baptist  Convention,  Rev.  Adams  having  served 
from  its  organization  as  president  and  being  elected 
first  moderator  of  the  Association.  At  that  time  the 
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Association  numbered  fifty-five  churches  and  12,620 
members.  To  him  is  largely  due  the  credit  for  es- 
tablishing State  University.  While  others  may  have 
been  instrumental  in  suggesting  the  beginning  and 
promoting  its  progress,  yet  no  one  can  doubt  that 
Rev.  Henry  Adams  contributed  very  largely  to  the 
ultimate  success  of  the  work.  He  did  not  live  to  see 
his  object  fully  accomplished.  He  died,  November 
3,  1873.  A tablet  to  his  memory  is  placed  in  the 
Fifth  St.  Baptist  Church.  He  was  a man  who  was 
beloved  by  all  who  knew  him.  His  name  is  a con- 
stant reminder  of  his  faithfulness.  A very  fitting 
tribute  of  respect  was  paid  to  Rev.  Adams  at  one  of 
the  exercises  of  State  University  by  Dr.  C.  H.  Par- 
rish, who  was  the  first  college  graduate  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Said  he : 

Verily  he  was  a lover  of  his  people;  deeply  im- 
pressed with  the  worth  of  souls ; an  earnest  and 
humble  man.  A man  of  faith  and  prayer,  and  above 
all,  a man  of  pure  life.  No  ministerial  defection  ever 
stained  his  garment;  a true  leader  of  his  people  in 
practice  as  well  as  doctrine,  his  own  bright  life  il- 
lumined the  path  in  which  he  would  have  the  people 
to  walk. 


Rev.  John  Johnson,  D.D. 

Was  born  in  Clark  County,  Ky.,  March  10,  1837. 
April  12,  1855,  he  was  married,  to  which  union  three 
children  were  born.  April  10,  1867,  Rev.  Johnson 
came  to  take  charge  of  the  Cynthiana  Baptist 
Church.  To  1903,  the  record  gives  Rev.  Johnson  as 
having  built  three  churches,  baptized  1,415  persons; 
married  345  couples,  and  ordained  7 preachers  to 
the  work  of  the  Gospel  ministry.  Rev.  Johnson 
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pastored  the  church  four  years  longer,  or  to  the  time 
of  his  death,  which  makes  him  40  years  as  the  pas- 
tor of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Cynthiana. 


Rev.  Allen  Allensworth,  A.M. 

Born,  April  3,  1843,  Louisville,  Ky.,  of  slave  par- 
ents, Levi  and  Phyllis  Allensworth.  He  attributes 
most  of  his  success  in  life  to  the  training  of  his 
mother,  who  took  special  pains  to  send  him  to  Sun- 
day School.  He  had  a great  thirst  for  knowledge 
and  his  advancement  was  so  rapid  that  his  owners 
became  alarmed  and  thought,  in  order  to  quench  his 
thirst  he  should  be  sent  to  work  on  a tobacco  farm 
in  Henderson,  Ky.  His  mother  belonging  to  anoth- 
er family,  knew  nothing  of  this  contemplated  change 
until  he  was  sent  to  bid  her  good-bye.  She  was 
sick  at  the  time,  but  in  her  feebleness  she  arose  and 
asked  God's  blessing  to  rest  upon  him.  He  parted 
from  his  mother  in  1853  an(^  they  did  not  meet  again 
until  1861.  Finding  that  the  tobacco  farm  did  not 
quench  his  thirst  he  was  sold  South.  In  1861  he 
was  in  a negro  mart  in  New  Orleans  and  was  sold 
for  $1,000  to  ride  race-horses.  In  the  summer  of  1861 
he  was  brought  to  Kentucky  by  his  new  owner, 
where  he  met  his  mother.  In  the  fall  of  1862  he  left 
Louisville  with  the  soldiers  and  obtained  his  free- 
dom in  1863.  After  the  battle  of  Stone  River  he 
went  to  Ohio.  April  3,  1863,  he  entered  the  United 
States  Navy  and  was  soon  advanced  from  a seaman 
to  a petty  officer,  serving  till  April  3,  1865.  He  re- 
turned to  Louisville  where  he  was  converted  and 
joined  Fifth  Street  Baptist  Church,  of  which  Rev. 
Henry  Adams  was  pastor.  When  the  Ely  Normal 
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School  was  established  in  Louisville,  he  was  its  jani- 
tor and  among  its  first  pupils,  it  being  the  first  regu- 
lar school  he  ever  entered  to  study.  He  was  select- 
ed by  the  principal  to  teach  under  the  Freedman 
Bureau.  Finding  that  the  more  he  taught  the  less 
he  knew,  he  entered  the  Nashville  Institute,  now 
known  as  Roger  Williams  University.  After  pur- 
suing the  Normal  and  preachers’  courses  he  stopped 
and  went  to  teaching  in  Georgetown,  Ky.,  and 
taught  there  until  appointed  by  the  General  Associa- 
tion as  its  financial  agent,  from  which  he  was  called 
to  the  pastorate  of  the  Elizabethtown  church.  Be- 
ing very  successful  as  a pastor,  his  leadership  was 
courted  by  the  churches  and  he  served  at  Franklin, 
Louisville  and  Bowling  Green.  Being  a successful 
Sunday  School  worker,  he  was  appointed  State  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Sunday  Schools  by  the  State 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Convention,  and  field  mis- 
sionary by  the  American  Baptist  Missionary  So- 
ciety. He  was  known  every  where  as  the  “Great 
Children's  Preacher."  After  four  years'  service  in 
this  field,  he  was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  the  Union 
Baptist  Church,  Cincinnati,  where  he  met  with  great 
success.  While  pastoring  here  he  was  appointed  by 
President  Grover  Cleveland  to  the  chaplaincy  of  the 
Twenty-fourth  United  States  infantry.  During  his 
service  in  Kentucky  he  held  the  position  of  State 
Secretary  of  the  Sunday  School  Convention  for 
years,  Moderator  State  Ministers'  Meeting,  secre- 
tary for  several  years  of  the  General  Association, 
and,  besides,  filled  many  offices  of  trust  and  honor. 
He  had  some  success  as  a lecturer.  Among  some 
of  his  lecture  subjects  are,  “Masters  of  the  Situation" 
and  “Humbugs."  His  ability  as  a speaker  was 
recognized  by  the  Republicans  of  Kentucky,  who 
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selected  him  as  an  elector  for  the  State-at-large  on 
the  Garfield  and  Arthur  ticket.  He  was  the  first 
colored  man  in  Kentucky  sent  to  the  Presidential 
nominating  convention.  Recognizing  his  success  in 
life,  and  appreciating  his  course  as  a Christian  gen- 
tleman and  a man  of  scholastic  habits  Roger  Wil- 
liams University  conferred  upon  him  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts.  As  chaplain  of  the  24th  Infantry 
he  had  the  highest  esteem  and  respect  of  both  white 
and  colored.  He  served  in  the  Spanish-American 
War.  He  organized  first  Christian  Endeavor  So- 
ciety in  the  Philippines.  Upon  advice  of  Judge  Ad- 
vocate General  Davis,  Chaplain  Allensworth  was 
given  the  title  of  major  and  his  name  being  the  first 
on  the  list  making  him  senior  chaplain.  He  was  re- 
tired also  with  the  title  of  Lieutenant-Colonel.  After 
his  retirement  Colonel  Allensworth  moved  to  Cali- 
fornia, where  a settlement  was  made  and  named  in 
his  honor.  There  he  spent  the  last  days  of  his  life, 
being  highly  thought  of  and  esteemed  for  his  ster- 
ling worth  and  character.  He  died,  1914.  A life 
well  crowded  with  usefulness. 


REV.  MATTHEW  CAMPBELL. 

Born,  September  1,  1823,  in  Madison  Co.,  Ky. 
He  was  converted,  September  16,  1841,  under  Rev. 
Edmund  Martin,  the  first  colored  pastor  of  the  Bap- 
tist church  at  Richmond.  At  the  time  of  his  con- 
version he  wanted  to  join  the  Baptist  church,  but 
his  Master,  being  a Methodist,  would  not  permit  him 
to  do  so.  He  began  preaching  in  August,  1842. 
January  21,  1843,  he  married  Polly  Woods  Ballard. 
1844,  he  was  licensed  to  preach  in  the  Methodist 
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Church.  His  Master  died,  1851,  and  in  1856,  he 
joined  the  Baptist  Church,  and  was  baptized  by  Rev. 
Jacob  Bush,  second  pastor  of  the  Richmond  Baptist 
Church.  August,  1857,  he  was  ordained  in  Lincoln 
County,  Ky.,  in  the  Tates  Creek  Association  of 
white  Baptists.  The  council  consisted  of  Rev.  G. 
W.  Broadus,  and  the  Rev.  Andrew  Broadus  of  Lou-', 
isville.  Rev.  John  Higgins  of  Lincoln,  and  others  all 
of  whom  were  white.  In  June,  1858,  he  was  called 
to  the  pastorate  of  Richmond  Baptist  Church  hold- 
ing that  charge  to  the  time  of  his  death.  He  organ- 
ized the  following  churches.  New  Liberty  Baptist 
Church  in  1869,  and  preached  there  seven  years.  The 
Mount  Pleasant  church,  1875;  the  Church  at  Otter 
Creek  and  one  at  Mt.  Nebo.  When  he  was  con- 
verted, he  knew  nothing  but  his  alphabet ; he  learned 
from  an  elementary  speller,  getting  the  white  child- 
ren to  teach  him.  He  never  attended  school  until 
freedom  and  he  was  then  a man  40  years  old.  He 
died  in  1903. 


REV.  CHARLES  C.  BATES,  D.D. 

Was  born  at  Midway,  Ky.,  April  11,  1848.  Died, 
June  3,  1914.  He  became  a Qhristian  in  1872,  and 
was  baptized  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Pilgrim  Bap- 
tist Church  by  Rev.  James  K.  Polk,  D.D.  He  was 
the  first  person  baptized  by  Rev.  Polk  into  the  fel- 
lowship of  Pilgrim  Church,  having  been  instrument- 
al in  its  organization.  He  served  in  every  office  of 
the  church  and  in  1873  made  known  to  the  church 
his  call  to  the  gospel  ministry.  In  1874,  he  was  li- 
censed to  preach  and  in  October  of  the  same  year 
was  united  in  marriage  to  Miss  Lizzie  Green.  Short- 
ly after  he  was  ordained  and  immediately  was  called 
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to  the  pastorate  of  the  churches  at  Watkinsville, 
Clifton  and  White  Sulphur.  He  continued  to  pastor 
these  churches  until  in  September,  1881,  when  he 
was  called  to  the  pastorate  of  Lampton  St.  Baptist 
Church.  He  remained  pastor  of  this  church  until 
his  death,  and  during  his  pastorate  paid  off  a debt 
of  $2,800  that  was  hanging  over  it  when  he  was  call- 
ed; repaired  and  rebuilt  the  old  church  and  in  1904 
purchased  the  present  site  on  Hancock  St.  at  a cost 
of  $9,700.  In  about  two  years  this  building  was  de- 
stroyed by  a storm  and  had  to  be  repaired  at  a cost 
of  more  than  $8,000.  All  of  which  was  paid  in  less 
than  six  years. 

During  his  ministry  he  baptized  over  3,000,  mar- 
ried over  600  couples,  preached  over  2,000  funerals, 
caused  19  persons  to  be  liberated  from  state  prison, 
saved  four  from  the  gallows  and  helped  as  many  as 
came  to  him  for  help  which  was  a great  number.  He 
was  a great  man  for  his  race  and  a true  and  devoted 
husband,  father,  pastor  and  friend. 


REV.  ELISHA  W.  GREEN 

Was  born  in  Bourbon  County,  near  Paris,  Ky. 
1828,  he  went  to  Mayslick,  Ky.,  and  remained  there 
until  1832.  He  was  converted  one  morning  while 
plowing:  he  was  baptized  by  Mr.  Walter  Warder, 
the  Baptist  preacher  and  husband  of  his  mistress. 
1835,  he  married  Miss  Susan  Young.  According  to 
the  customs  of  the  times  she  and  children  were  sold 
several  times.  Finally,  through  contributions  made 
by  the  white  friends,  he  was  enabled  to  buy  his  wife 
and  children  for  $850,  thirteen  white  men  standing 
security  for  the  money  with  the  understanding  that 
if  he  could  not  pay  them  back  that  they  would  never 
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bother  him  nor  his  family.  After  paying  for  his 
family  he  bought  a home  paying  $500  for  it.  In 
1838,  he  went  to  Maysville.  Prayer  meetings  were 
conducted  in  the  homes  of  different  ones  until  the 
congregation  grew  to  such  proportions  that  a house 
had  to  be  rented  which  stood  for  years  by  the  side 
of  the  present  church  building  in  Maysville.  The 
following  form  of  license  was  granted  Rev.  Green 
May  10,  1845,  by  the  white  church  of  Maysville: 
Resolved,  That  Elisha  Green,  the  property  of  John 
P.  Dobbyns,  of  this  city,  has  full  liberty  and  per- 
mission from  this  day  to  exercise  his  gifts  in  public 
before  the  colored  population  of  this  city  or  any  oth- 
ers before  whom  in  the  providence  of  God  he  may 
be  cast. 

E.  F.  Metcalf,  Church  Clerk. 

Rev.  Green  was  ordained  two  years  after  this, 
1851 ; the  friendship  of  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Dupee  was 
formed  and  lasted  during  the  life  of  these  two  men. 
1855,  begun  preaching  in  Paris.  Very  interesting 
are  the  accounts  of  Rev.  Green’s  ministerial  work 
during  the  trying  days  of  slavery.  When  freedom 
was  declared  it  was  by  his  business  tact  that  fifty 
or  sixty  lots  were  purchased  by  colored  families  at 
Paris.  Rev.  Green  was  very  prominent  among  the 
denomination.  His  first  associates  were:  Revs. 

Charles  Threlkeld,  Maysville ; London  Ferrell,  Lex- 
ington; Henry  Adams,  Louisville;  George  W.  Du- 
pee, Paducah ; Henry  Green,  Danville ; Matthew 
Campbell,  Richmond ; Henry  Evans,  Lexington ; R. 
Lee,  Georgetown ; Isaac  Slaughter,  Danville ; R. 
Martin,  Frankfort;  Tobias  Smith,  Stamping 
Ground ; Garrett  Reid,  Paris.  September,  1880,  his 
wife  died.  Rev.  Green  successfully  pastored  the 
churches  at  Maysville  and  Paris  until  his  death  and 
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was  held  in  high  esteem  by  both  races.  He  was  hon- 
ored by  the  following  positions : One  of  the  found- 
ers of  the  Kentucky  Normal  and  Theological  Insti- 
tute, now  State  University ; eleven  years  Moderator 
of  the  Mount  Zion  Baptist  Association;  five  years 
Moderator  of  the  Consolidated  Baptist  Educational 
Association  and  over  forty  years  pastor  of  the  Mays- 
ville  and  Paris  churches.  He  died,  1889,  fully  confi- 
dent that  he  had  lived  to  realize  his  youthful  aspira- 
tion of  doing  something  for  his  Heavenly  Master.

Sketches 

REV.  R.  B.  BUTLER. 

Rev.  R.  B.  Butler  was  born  in  Paris,  Bourbon 
county,  Ky.,  and  received  his  early  training  in  the 
public  school  of  that  place.  He  was  converted  un- 
der the  preaching  of  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Dupee  in  March, 
1881,  and  united  with  the  High  St.  Baptist  Church, 
which  was  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  E.  G.  Green 
of  Maysville,  Ky. 

He  was  called  and  licensed  to  preach  the  same 
year.  Rev.  J.  Thomas  was  assistant  pastor  and 
clerk  of  the  church  at  that  time.  But  Rev.  Thomas 
being  called  to  another  field,  Bro.  Butler  was  elected 
to  succeed  him.  He  served  the  church  as  clerk  for 
several  years  and  also  as  deacon  and  a teacher  in  the 
Sunday  School.  In  October,  1882,  he  entered  State 
University  under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  W.  J.  Sim- 
mons. At  that  time  the  school  was  known  as  the 
Kentucky  Normal  and  Theological  Institute.  He 
spent  eight  years  of  study  in  this  school,  graduating 
from  the  theological  and  normal  courses  in  1886,  and 
from  the  college  classical  course  in  1890. 

He  received  his  first  call  to  the  pastorate  in 
August  of  1888,  from  the  church  at  Junction  City, 
Ky.,  and  was  ordained  for  that  church  in  September 
of  the  same  year  at  Paris,  Ky.  Upon  recommenda- 
tion of  President  Simmons,  he  was  elected  to  the 
Chair  of  Latin  and  Greek  by  Trustees  of  Natchez 
Baptist  College,  Natchez,  Miss.,  in  1890.  He  re- 
signed this  position,  however,  after  five  months  to 
give  himself  to  the  pastorate  at  Junction  City,  his 
first  church.  But  upon  returning  to  Kentucky,  he 
was  elected  to  take  the  Chair  of  Latin  and  French 
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at  State  University.  Rev.  Butler  has  served  the 
First  Baptist  Church  at  Winchester,  and  also  a sec- 
ond time  at  the  University. 

He  has  taught  several  years  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  State.  In  1898,  he  was  elected  as  District 
Missionary  for  Eastern  Kentucky,  in  which  place  he 
served  for  ten  years.  In  1908,  he  took  charge  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Versailles,  which  was  left 
vacant  by  the  death  of  Rev.  C.  Smothers. 

Rev.  Butler  is  still  serving  this  church  and  is  also 
instructing  a class  of  young  preachers  at  Lexington. 
In  recognition  of  his  ability  and  worth,  State  Uni- 
versity conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  degree  of 
D.D.,  in  1914.  Rev.  Butler  has  been  married  twice ; 
the  first  time  to  Miss  Amelia  Clay  Hughes  at  Paris 
in  1891.  Four  children  were  born  of  this  union. 
Delphia  C.,  Rice  B.,  Anna  Amelia  and  Geo.  W.  All 
are  living  but  Anna  Amelia,  who  died  in  infancy. 

His  first  wife  died  the  18th  of  May,  1907,  and  in 
April,  1909,  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Fannie  E.  Camp- 
bell of  Peytontown,  Madison  county,  Kentucky. 
Rev.  Butler  has  been  in  the  service  of  the  denomina- 
tion for  30  years  and  has  served  the  Consolidated 
Association,  as  Secretary,  since  1894. 


THE  FIRST  COLORED  BAPTIST  CHURCH 
OF  VERSAILLES,  KY. 

The  present  house  of  worship  was  erected  under 
Rev.  R.  Lee  (deceased),  of  Georgetown,  Ky.  This 
church  and  the  church  at  Georgetown  were  under 
his  care  at  the  same  time,  but  it  is  said  the  church 
had  two  pastors  before  Rev.  Lee.  They  were  Rev. 
Almsted  Steel  and  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Dupee.  But  prob- 
ably the  church  as  an  organized  force,  began  to  be 
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felt  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  Lee.  Bro.  Lee 
preached  at  Versailles  two  Sundays  and  at  George- 
town two  Sundays.  This  method  was  kept  up  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  February  of  1876.  Up- 
on the  death  of  Rev.  Lee,  Rev.  Cary  Smothers  took 
charge  and  continued  in  the  service  until  his  death 
in  1907.  So,  under  the  31  or  32  years'  service  of 
Rev.  Smothers,  the  church  prospered  and  increased 
to  a membership  of  nearly  twelve  hundred.  Its 
present  membership  is  approximately  estimated  at 
about  one  thousand.  Rev.  R.  B.  Butler  succeeded 
Dr.  Smothers,  and  is  getting  things  well  in  hand  and 
striving  to  develop  the  forces  upon  all  lines  of  de- 
nominational work.  300  added  to  the  church  under 
Rev.  Butler's  pastorate,  several  new  church  auxilia- 
ries have  been  effected,  and  upon  the  whole  the  old 
church  is  moving  steadily  forward.  The  church  has 
a live  Sunday  School  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  contrib- 
utes directly  and  through  all  her  auxiliaries  regular- 
ly to  missions  and  to  Christian  education  and  to  be- 
nevolence and  charity.  Under  the  leadership  of  the 
present  pastor,  Rev.  R.  B.  Butler,  the  church  has 
purchased  and  paid  for  a nice  parsonage  house  and 
lot  worth  $3,000.  The  next  great  task  that  will 
claim  their  attention  is  the  purchase  of  a cite  for  the 
erection  of  a new  church  buHding. 


REV.  L.  A.  OFFUTT,  A.  B.,  B.  Th. 

Born  in  Logan  County,  Ky.  Attended  school  at 
State  Uuiversity.  Ordained  Oct.  10,  1907.  Pastor- 
ed  one  church  and  baptized  thirty-souls.  Rev.  Of- 
futt  is  pastoring  Bethel  First  Church  at  Anchorage 
and  is  also  instructor  in  State  University. 
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BETHEL  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  FOREST, 
ANCHORAGE,  KY. 

This  church  was  organized,  July,  1900,  with  a 
membership  of  eight.  It  held  services  in  different 
homes.  A lot  was  donated  by  Sister  Birdie  Haskins,  | 
on  which  the  present  edifice  was  erected.  It  has  had 
four  supplying  ministers  and  two  regularly  called 
pastors.  The  following  have  served  the  church: 
Revs.  A.  G.  Hall,  Charles  Wallace,  J.  W.  Mitchell, 

G.  W.  Floyd,  R.  J.  Terrell  and  the  present  pastor, 
Rev.  L.  A.  Offutt,  who  took  charge,  September,  1910. 
Under  Rev.  Offutt  the  membership  has  doubled  it- 
self. The  church  is  alive  to  all  denominational  l 
work ; is  a beautiful  church,  has  a membership  of  49 ; 
a good  Sunday  School,  Missionary  Society  and 
Children's  Band. 


Mrs.  Lucy  Reed,  better  known  as  Mother  Reed,

Mrs.  Maggie  M.  Steed  was  born  in  the  state  of 
Tennessee,  in  the  year  of  1877.

Being  economical 
and  having  a business  mind  she  saw  the  need  of  a 
modern  hotel  in  the  city  to  accommodate  her  people. 
She  is  now  owner  and  operator  of  the  Hotel  Metro- 
politan. It  is  the  leading  colored  hotel  of  the  city, 
and  doing  a prosperous  business.  724  Jackson  St., 
Paducah,  Ky. 


WM.  STEWART  NELSON. 

Son  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  W.  H.  Nelson,  was  born, 
October  15,  1895,  at  Paris,  Ky.  When  he  was  10 
months  old  his  parents  moved  to  Paducah  where 
his  father  established  a flourishing  and  lucrative 
practice  as  surgeon  and  physician.  He  attended  the 
Garfield  Public  and  Lincoln  High  Schools,  Paducah, 
graduating  with  first  honors  as  valedictorian  of  his 
class.  Possessing  oratorical  ability,  he  won  many 
oratorical  honors  in  the  contests  he  entered.  At  the 
age  of  twelve  he  professed  (Christ  and  united  with 
the  Washington  St.  Baptist  Church.  He  has  served 
his  church  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Sunday 
School,  as  teacher  and  as  clerk.  He  represented  his 
Sunday  School  at  the  Congress  at  Tuskegee,  Ala., 
June,  1912,  delivering  an  oration  on  “The  Relation  of 
Home  and  Church.,,  He  entered  Howard  Univer- 
sity, September  29,  1914.

Paducah,  Ky. 

In  August,  1894,  A.  W.  Watkins,  seeing  the  need 
of  a colored  undertaker  for  his  people  in  Paducah, 
established  such  a firm  at  221  So.  7th  Street.  Success 
was  instantaneous.  The  honest  and  efficient  serv- 
ice which  had  characterized  his  carriage  and  express 
business  previously,  was  made  a potent  factor  in 
the  undertaking  effort;  and  the  confidence  of  the 
people  was  manifested  strongly  even  in  the  days  of 
later  competition.  Mr.  Walker's  success  enabled 
him  to  place  his  business  in  a first  class  condition, 
second  to  none  in  the  State,  and  also  purchase  a two- 
story  brick  building  at  701  Washington  St.  for  the 
business,  with  an  office,  funeral  chapel,  morgue, 
store  and  trimming  room.  Mr.  Watkins  died,  June 
5,  1915,  after  many  years  of  useful  and  serviceable 
endeavor  among  his  people.  He  left  a nephew,  G. 
D.  P.  Rucker,  whose  life  has  been  spent  in  gaining 
experimental  knowledge  of  this  profession.  His 
working  co-operatively  with  his  uncle  these  many 
years,  fits  him  admirably  for  taking  up  the  work  of 
the  business  which  he  ha§  managed  for  nine  years. 

His  inclination  and  intention  is  to  strictly  carry 
out  the  policies  of  his  deceased  uncle  in  honest  deal- 
ing, courteous  treatment  and  efficient  service. 


LAD  YE  ETHEL  CORINE  HELM 

Was  born  in  Owensboro,  Ky.,  May  24,  1894. 
Her  early  training  was  received  in  the  Western 
School,  Owensboro.  Her  parents  moving  to  Indian- 
apolis, Ind.,  she  entered  the  schools  there  attend- 
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ing  the  Summer  Public  School,  Public  School  No. 
24  for  Domestic  Science,  Manual  Training  High 
School,  keeping  abreast  of  her  white  classmates.  Re- 
turning to  Kentucky  she  completed  her  High  School 
education  at  the  Western  High  School,  Owensboro, 
where  she  finished  with  honors.  Passing  creditable 
city  and  county  examinations  she  taught  at  Green 
Chapel,  Yelvington,  Ky.  After  her  term’s  work  she 
entered  State.  Normal  and  Industrial  Institute, 
where  she  graduated  with  honors  as  valedictorian 
in  the  class  of  1914.  She  has  won  oratorical  honors. 
Her  early  religious  training  was  received  in  the  4th 
St.  Baptist  Church  of  which  she  is  a member,  being 
a teacher  in  the  Sunday  School,  a worker  in  the 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  and  a member  of  the  choir.  She  is  now 
a member  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Western  High 
School,  Owensboro. 


REV.  CHARLES  P.  M.  BIGBEE,  D.D. 

Born  at  Crossplains,  Robertson  Co.,  Tenn.,  June 
24,  1866.  Attended  school  at  Springfield,  Tenn.,  and 
Roger  Williams,  Nashville,  Tenn.  Was  ordained 
in  1888.  Pastored  nine  churches,  erected  five  and 
baptized  1,275  souls.  Wrote  two  annual  addresses 
in  pamphlet  form.  He  has  been  successful  as  a 
school  teacher,  having  taught  in  many  of  the  schools 
of  Tennessee.  He  served  as  Missionary  for  the  Mid- 
dle Fork  District  Association  of  Tennessee  for  two 
years,  during  which  time  he  built  the  First  Baptist 
Church  at  Greenbrier,  Tenn.  He  came  to  Kentucky 
in  1892.  He  has  served  as  Moderator  of  the  Con- 
solidated Association,  as  Vice  Moderator  of  the  Gen- 
eral Association  of  Kentucky,  has  served  on  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  of  General  Association  since  1900; 
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been  serving  as  President  of  State  B.  Y.  P.  U.  for 
five  years.  Rev.  Bigbee  is  now  pastoring  First  Bap- 
tist Church,  Russellville,  Ky.,  to  which  he  was 
called,  January  2,  1914. 


HISTORY  FIRST  CHURCH,  RUSSELLVILLE, 

KENTUCKY. 

First  Baptist  Church,  Russellville,  was  organ- 
ized, 1866,  in  the  basement  of  the  white  church  by 
Rev.  William  Gardener  (white).  Services  were  held 
after  the  white  congregation  was  dismissed  and  Rev. 
Gardener  would  come  down  and  assist  Rev.  Gilbert 
Graham,  the  first  pastor.  They  continued  to  wor- 
ship in  the  white  church  for  quite  awhile  until  they 
bought  the  ground  where  the  present  building  now 
stands.  Sister  Bettie  Myers,  the  only  one  of  its 
first  members  who  is  now  living,  is  one  of  the 
active  members  of  the  church.  Two  houses  of  wor- 
ship have  been  built  on  the  same  spot  of  ground. 
Fourteen  pastors  have  served  this  church  who  are 
the  leading  ministers  of  the  State.  The  excavation 
for  a new  building  was  begun,  May  10,  1915.  The 
building  is  in  erection  and  is  hoped  to  be  occupied 
by  the  members  for  worship  by  winter. 


STATE  B.  Y.  P.  U.  CONVENTION. 

By  provisions  of  the  General  Association  this 
Convention  was  organized,  August,  1891,  at  Ver- 
sailles, Woodford  Co.  For  five  years  the  annual  ses- 
sions were  held  in  connection  with  the  General  As- 
sociation which  proved  to  be  a hindrance.  After 
prayer  and  deliberation,  the  time  of  meeting  was 
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changed,  which  proved  to  be  a wise  step  as  at  that 
time  there  were  only  62  local  unions  where  now 
nearly  every  church  in  the  State  has  this  organiza- 
tion doing  effective  work  along  lines  designated. 
Thousands  of  young  lives  have  been  and  are  still 
being  benefited  by  this  organization.  The  annual 
meetings  are  held  the  last  week  in  May.  The  Dis- 
trict meetings  are  held  quarterly  in  small  places 
where  the  State  meetings  could  not  be  accommodat- 
ed. Large  cities  have  City  Unions  that  meet  month- 
ly. The  Juvenile  Department  hasn't  taken  on  ex- 
pected growth.  We  look  forward  to  the  time  when 
the  annual  meetings  of  this  organization  together 
with  the  State  Sunday  School  Convention  will  ex- 
cel all  other  bodies  in  their  annual  gatherings.  Ken- 
tucky enjoys  the  distinction  of  having  the  best  or- 
ganized and  systematized  young  people's  work  in 
America  and  our  work  is  seven  years  older  than  the 
State  organized  work  among  the  whites.  Its  officers 
are : Rev.  C.  P.  M.  Bigbee,  Russellville,  State  Presi- 
den,  B.  Y.  P.  U. ; Rev.  J.  Francis  Wilson,  Harrods- 
burg,  State  Organizer,  B.  Y.  P.  U. ; Rev.  A.  H.  Shu- 
make,  Louisville,  President  of  Board ; Rev.  W.  J.  M. 
Price,  Henderson,  President^  State  Sunday  School 
Convention,  and  Rev.  J.  E.  Wood,  Danville,  Presi- 
dent State  Sunday  School  Board. 


REV.  WM.  YOUNG. 

Born  in  Mississippi.  Ordained  in  Kansas  City, 
Mo.  Has  been  in  the  ministry  38  years.  Now  pas- 
tor of  Pleasant  Grove  Baptist  Church,  Paducah,  Ky. 
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REV.  GEORGE  WILLIAM  HAMPTON,  D.D. 


Born  in  Woodford  Co.,  Kentucky.  Attended 
school  at  Berea,  Ky.,  and  Roger  Williams,  Nash- 
ville, Tenn.  Ordained,  February  21,  1881.  Pastored 
six  churches  and  erected  nine.  Was  State  Organizer 
of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  two  years.  Appointed  Mis- 
sionary for  Central  Kentucky  in  1903,  by  the  Execu- 
tive Board  of  the  General  Association,  in  which  ca- 
pacity he  is  still  serving.  Received  title  D.D.  from 
State  University. 


REV.  WILLIAM  JAMES  MONROE  PRICE, 
D.D.,  LL.D. 

Born  in  Nicholasville,  Ky.,  October  8,  1867.  At- 
tended the  public  schools  of  Nicholasville.  Painter 
and  barber  by  trade.  Ordained,  March  9,  1893.  Pas- 
tored  nine  churches  and  baptized  about  1,000  souls. 
The  First  Baptist  Church,  Henderson,  Ky.,  of  which 
Rev.  Price  is  pastor  was  organized  about  sixty-five 
years  ago  in  the  basement  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  (white),  and  worshipped  there  for  some 
time.  The  present  location  was  purchased  after 
freedom  and  a frame  builditig  erected  which,  in  1879, 
was  replaced  by  a brick  edifice.  It  is  the  oldest  col- 
ored congregation  in  Henderson  county,  and  may 
properly  be  styled  the  “Mother  Church.”  The  fol- 
lowing churches  have  been  the  outgrowth  of  this 
church:  Corydon,  St.  John,  Race  Creek,  Zion,  Rob- 
ards,  Walnut  Hills,  Basket  and  Lick  Creek.  The 
following  have  served  as  pastors:  Revs.  Chas.  Jen- 
kins,   Chessware,  Louis  Norris,  H.  H.  White, 

P.  H.  Kennedy,  R.  H.  C.  Mitchell,  N.  E.  Clark,  S.  L . 
M.  Francis  and  W.  J.  M.  Price.  The  church  has  a 
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membership  of  about  700.  Rev.  Price  also  enjoys 
the  distinction  of  being  the  first  President  of  the 
State  Baptist  Sunday  School  Convention,  a newly 
organized  body. 


REV.  DANIEL  RICE. 

Born  in  Taylor  Co.,  Ky.  Age  67.  Attended  the 
common  school  of  Taylor  Co.  Ordained,  October, 
1879.  Pastored  10  churches  and  erected  four. 
Preached  in  46  revivals.  Rev.  Rice  is  now  pastor- 
ing  the  Columbia  and  Pleasant  Union  churches.

Organized  for 
the  benefit  of  District,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions 
and  Education.  Number  of  churches  in  the  Associa- 
tion 29,  number  of  members  3,490.  Monies  collected 
and  donated  for  all  causes  $2,700. 


REV.  C.  H.  FENTRESS, 

Born  in  Tennessee,  Rolling  Mill,  Ky,  Took  a 
course  in  the  Corresponding  {School,  Danville,  N.  Y. 
Successful  as  a teacher.  Ordained,  1897.  Pastored 
eight  churches  and  baptized  over  300  souls.  Rev. 
Fentress  now  has  charge  of  a Mining  Camp  Church 
at  Clay,  Ky.,  which  is  doing  well. 


HISTORY  OF  FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH, 
GEORGETOWN,  KY. 

This  church  was  established  during  the  days  of 
slavery.  Rev.  Reuben  Lee,  its  first  pastor,  rebuilt 
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it  in  1870.  He  pastored  until  his  death,  February  26, 
1876,  having  served  as  pastor  18  years.  The  follow- 
ing have  served  as  pastor:  Rev.  R.  T.  Huffman, 
two  years  one  month ; Rev.  J.  L.  Dudley,  five  years ; 
Rev.  E.  J.  Anderson,  12  years,  9 months ; Rev.  G.  M. 
Moore,  five  years,  one  month ; Rev.  R.  H.  Porter,  six 
years,  two  months,  dying  at  his  post;  Rev.  T.  L. 
Ballou,  two  years,  and  Rev.  A.  W.  Nix,  present  pas- 
tor, took  charge,  April  10,  1914,  and  is  leading  this 
people  by  the  help  of  God.  This  church  has  a mem- 
bership of  550  with  property  valued  at  $10,000. 


REV.  GEORGE  WILLIAM  FLOYD,  B.  Th. 

Born  in  Fisherville,  Jefferson  Co.,  Ky.  Attend- 
ed school  at  State  University,  Louisville,  Ky.  Con- 
verted, March  20,  1890.  Ordained,  November  16, 
1904.  Pastored  seven  churches,  erected  two  and 
baptized  126  souls.  Rev.  Floyd  is  now  pastoring 
First  Baptist  Church,  Lebanon,  Ky. 


REV.  B.  L.  IVORY,  D.D.,  B.  Th. 

Born  in  Brownville,  Haywood  Co.,  Tenn.  At- 
tended school  at  Brownville  and  Roger  Williams 
University,  Nashville,  Tenn.  Ordained,  1892.  Pas- 
tored four  churches,  erected  two  and  baptized  2,500 
souls.  Rev.  Ivory  is  now  pastoring  the  Harrison  St. 
Baptist  Church,  Paducah.  He  has  written  one  book, 
“Sketch  History  and  Sermons.” 


REV.  WILLIAM  BRADFORD  HALL,  B.D. 

Born  near  Georgetown,  Scott  Co.,  Ky.  Attended 
school  at  Roger  Williams  University,  Nashville,

Rev.  J.  E.  Wood 
Danville,  Ky. 
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Tenn.  Ordained,  1883.  Pastored  eight  churches, 
erected  two  and  baptized  over  800  souls.  Rev.  Hall 
has  two  charges,  Ghent  and  New  Liberty.  The  New 
Liberty  church  was  established,  1875.  Rev.  Hall 
has  pastored  the  church  eight  years,  having  in- 
creased its  membership  to  205,  the  church  now  be- 
ing in  a healthy  condition  spiritually  and  financially.

Attended  com- 
mon school  of  Woodford  Co.,  and  Correspondent 
Course  in  Theology.  Ordained  in  1897.  Pastored 
nine  churches  and  erected  three.  Rev.  Mack  is  now 
pastoring  at  Hodgenville  and  Richpond,  Ky. 


REV.  JAMES  M.  MOORE,  D.D. 

Born  in  Franklin,  Simpson  Co.,  Ky.,  1866.  At- 
tended school  at  Franklin,  Ky.  Barber  by  trade. 
Was  ordained,  1888.  Pastored  eight  churches,  erect- 
ed four  and  baptized  890  souls.  Rev.  Moore  is  pas- 
toring Mt.  Lebanon  Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  with 
a membership  of  600  and  property  valuation  of 
$7,000.

Born  in  Versailles,  Woodford  Co.,  Ky.  Attend- 
ed the  public  schools  of  Versailles  and  State  Uni- 
versity, Louisville.

Farmer  and  carpenter  by 
trade.  Ordained,  1882.  Pastored  nine  churches; 
erected  one ; finished  and  dedicated  one ; baptized 
about  500  souls.  Rev.  Sailes  is  not  pastoring  now. 


REV.  JAMES  BERRY  SMITH. 

Born  in  Lexington,  Fayette  Co.,  Ky.  Attended 
High  School  at  Lexington,  Ky.  Ordained,  May, 
1885.  Pastored  eight  churches,  erected  two  and  bap- 
tized about  1200  souls.  The  church  Rev.  Smith  is 
pastoring  at  Jacksonville,  Bourbon  Co.,  was  organ- 
ized, 1881. 


REV.  ANDERSON  M.  SAMUELS. 

Born  in  Trenton,  Todd  Co.,  Ky.  Attended  the 
Pembroke  and  Henderson  ^High  Schools.  Was  or- 
dained, January  1,  1900.  Pastored  five  churches, 
erected  one  and  baptized  five  hundred  souls.  Wrote 
one  book.  The  church  of  which  Rev.  Samuels  is 
pastor  at  Fulton  has  a membership  of  238  and  prop- 
erty valued  at  $9,000. 

REV.  CHESTER  A.  HUTCHINSON,  Th.  B. 

Born  in  Auburn,  Ala.  Attended  the  common 
schools  of  Auburn,  Ala.,  and  State  University,  Lou- 
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isville,  Ky.  Carpenter  and  real  estate  agent.  Pas- 
tored  two  churches  and  baptized  fifteen  souls.  Rev. 
Hutchinson  is  now  pastoring  Shiloh  Baptist  Church, 
South  Louisville. 


REV.  MATTHEW  LAWRENCE  PORTER. 

Born  in  Ohio  County,  Ky.  Received  his  educa- 
tion in  the  Owensboro  High  School  and  Eckstein 
Norton  University,  Cane  Spring,  Ky.  Taught  ten 
years  in  M.  & F.  College,  Hopkinsville,  and  Owens- 
boro High  School.  Was  converted,  November,  1889, 
and  ordained,  July  10,  1901.

Attended  the  public 
schools  of  Woodford,  Fayette  and  Jessamine  Coun- 
ties. Blacksmith  by  trade.  Was  ordained  in  1882. 
Pastored  the  following  churches : South  Elk  Horn, 
Nicholasville  and  Paris.  Baptized  1050.  Wrote 
“Principles  and  Practices  of  Baptists”  and  pamph- 
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lets.  The  African  Baptist  Church,  Paris,  of  which 
Rev.  Webster  is  pastor  was  organized  out  of  the 
First  (white)  Baptist  Church  of  Paris,  in  1855,  by 
Revs.  E.  W.  Green  and  G.  W.  Dupee.  Rev.  Green 
pastored  from  1855  to  1893.  Rev.  John  Fisher  pas- 
tored  one  year.  Rev.  Webster  was  called  in  1896 
and  is  the  present  pastor.  The  present  house  of  wor- 
ship was  erected  in  1858  and  is  about  60  years  old. 
The  present  membership  is  about  500.  Rev.  Web- 
ster has  been  in  the  ministry  31  years. 


REV.  JAMES  M.  WILLIAMS. 

Born  in  Louisville,  Ky.  Attended  the  city  schools 
of  Louisville.  Has  served  as  mail  carrier.  Or- 
dained, August,  1914.  Pastored  one  church  and  bap- 
tized 16  souls.  The  Lampton  Church,  Louisville,  of 
which  Rev.  Williams  is  the  pastor,  is  enjoying  the 
50th  year  of  its  organization. 


REV.  THOMAS  HOWARD  BROADDUS,  D.D. 

Born  in  Madison  County,  Ky.  Attended  school 
at  Camp  Nelson,  Ky.  Was  ordained  in  1873.  Pas- 
tored five  churches,  erected  three  and  baptized  3,000 
souls.  The  Baptist  Church  at  Richmond,  of  which 
Rev.  Broaddus  is  pastor,  was  organized  in  1844.  The 
following  pastors  have  served : Revs.  Edward  Mar- 
tin, Jacob  Bush,  John  Land,  M.  Campbell  and  the 
present  pastor  who  has  served  for  nineteen  years. 
The  church  property  is  valued  at  $10,000. 


MT.  PLEASANT  ASSOCIATION 

Organized,  June  30,  1876,  at  Kirksville,  Madison 
County,  Ky.  Rev.  M.  Campbell  was  elected  Moder- 
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ator  and  served  until  1892,  when  Rev.  T.  H.  Broad- 
dus  was  elected  as  Moderator.  1893,  Rcv-  Campbell 
was  again  elected  Moderator  and  served  until  1898, 
when  Rev.  T.  H.  Broaddus  was  again  elected  Moder- 
ator and  is  still  serving.  The  Association  is  com- 
posed of  28  churches  with  a membership  of  4,425  and 
property  valuation  of  $48,600.  According  to  com- 
putation the  Association  has  raised  $5,628.84. 


REV.  JOHN  HENRY  EDMUNDS,  D.D. 

Born  in  Paris,  Tenn.  Attended  school  in  the 
common  schools  of  Paris,  Tenn.,  and  State  Univer- 
sity, Louisville,  Ky.  Was  ordained,  April  5,  1899. 
Has  pastored  three  churches,  erected  two  and  bap- 
tized several  hundred  souls.  He  taught  school  for 
several  years.  He  pastored  New  Hope  Baptist 
Church,  Louisville,  for  fourteen  years.  He  is  now 
pastoring  the  Second  Baptist  Church,  Bloomfield, 
Ky.,  which  he  has  pastored  for  seven  years  with 
much  success. 


REV.  W.  H.  CRAIGHEAD,  A.B.,  A.M.,  D.D. 

Born  in  West  Point,  Oldham  Co.,  Ky.  Attended 
school  at  State  University,  Louisville,  Ky.  Was  or- 
dained, June,  1890.  Pastored  two  churches,  Clay 
St.  and  Zion  Baptist  Church,  serving  three  and  one- 
half  years  at  Clay  St.  and  twenty-one  years  at  Zion 
where  he  is  now  pastoring.  Baptized  945  souls.  The 
Zion  Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  was  built  38  years 
ago  by  Rev.  M.  M.  Bell.  The  following  pastors  have 
served : Revs.  R.  T.  Huffman,  W.  R.  Davis,  G.  E. 
Scott  and  W.  M.  Jamison. 
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REV.  RICHARD  REYNOLDS,  D.D. 

Born  in  Jefferson  Co.,  Ky.  Attended  public 
schools  at  Louisville.  Broom  maker  and  barber  by 
trade.  Ordained  in  1879.  Pastored  seven  churches, 
erected  four  and  baptized  1200  souls.  The 
church  of  which  he  is  pastor  at  Jeffersontown, 
Ky.,  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  oldest  one  out 
in  Jefferson  Co.  It  was  organized  in  1830  by  Rev. 
Henry  Adams  who  was  pastor  of  Fifth  St.  Church, 
Louisville.  The  first  pastor  was  Rev.  Summerfield, 
a slave  who  bought  his  freedom  that  he  might  preach 
the  Gospel.  The  church  has  had  about  8 pastors. 
Rev.  Reynolds,  the  present  pastor,  has  been  serving 
27  years.  Is  Trustee  of  State  University  and  Ex- 
Moderator  of  The  Central  District  Association. 


REV.  H.  D.  COLERANE. 

Born  in  Jessamine  Co.,  December  23,  1857.  At- 
tended the  common  schools  of  Lexington  and  Har- 
rodsburg.  Was  licensed,  October,  1895,  and  or- 
dained, November,  1898.  Served  in  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church,  Winchester,  for  twenty-five  years  as 
Chorister  and  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School. 
He  is  now  pastoring  the  Baptist  Church  at  Fal- 
mouth, Ky.,  which  church  he  has  served  three  differ- 
ent times  as  pastor.  In  1900,  he  erected  a new  edi- 
fice at  Falmouth  and  remained  with  the  church  until 
the  whole  debt  was  paid.  He  was  called  for  the 
third  time  in  1914.  He  has  baptized  37  souls.  He 
has  served  on  the  Executive  Board  of  the  General 
Association  and  is  serving  on  the  Executive  Board 
of  the  Consolidated  Educational  District  Associa- 
tion. 
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REV.  LLOYD  THOMAS  BUCKLER. 

Born  near  Elizabethtown,  Hardin  Co.,  Ky.  At- 
tended the  common  schools  of  Hardin  Co.  Was  or- 
dained in  1885.  Pastored  seven  churches,  erected 
two  and  baptized  nearly  800  souls.  Now  pastoring 
Tucker's  Chapel,  Lebanon,  Ky.  which  was  organized 
in  1908  with  few  members.  Rev.  John  Hardin  and 
Solomon  Smith  were  respectively  the  first  pastors, 
each  serving  a short  time  when  death  called  them. 
During  this  period  services  were  held  either  in  the 
school  house  or  barns.  In  the  autumn  of  19x1,  Rev. 
Buckler  was  called  as  pastor.  Land  was  purchased 
and  in  1912  a building  was  erected  at  a cost  of  sev- 
eral hundred  dollars.  The  building  is  near  comple- 
tion, forty  souls  have  been  added  and  the  church  is 
in  a prosperous  condition. 


REV.  WILLIAM  TAYLOR. 

Born  in  Woodford  Co.,  Ky.,  October  22,  1872. 
Attended  school  at  State  University,  Louisville,  Ky. 
Was  licensed,  April  9,  1896,  grid  ordained,  April  19, 
1900.  Pastored  eight  churches,  erected  two  and  bap- 
tized 1,000  souls.  Has  been  pastoring  twenty  years. 
Had  been  missionary  for  the  Howard  Creek  Educa- 
tional District  Association  four  years.  Now  pastor- 
ing Ninth  St.  Baptist  Church,  Covington,  Ky.,  where 
he  has  been  for  four  years.  This  church  was  organ- 
ized in  1869,  the  first  pastor  being  Rev.  Randolph 
Campbell.  The  membership  of  the  church  is  350. 
In  1914,  a new  edifice  was  erected  at  a cost  of  $8,000 
(eight  thousand  dollars). 
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REV.  PAUL  VAUGHN. 

Born  at  Dixon  Springs,  Tenn.  Attended  school 
at  Roger  Williams  University,  Nashville,  Tenn. 
Was  ordained,  October  4,  1912.  Pastored  three 
churches  and  baptized  42  souls.  Now  pastoring  the 
church  at  New  Castle,  Ky.,  which  is  forty,  years  old. 


REV.  WATSON  T.  JONES,  D.D. 

Born  in  Ballard  Co.,  Ky.  Attended  the  common 
schools.  Was  ordained,  December  28,  1890.  Pas- 
tored fourteen  churches,  erected  three  and  baptized 
1000  souls.  Now  pastoring  St.  Paul's  Baptist 
Church,  Louisville,  Ky. 


REV.  NATHANIEL  CALDWELL. 

Born  in  Louisville,  Ky.,  1845.  Bricklayer  by 
trade.  Ordained,  1881.  Pastored  nine  churches; 
erected  four  and  baptized  460  souls.  Now  pastoring 
Fox  Run  Baptist  Church  of  which  he  has  been  pas- 
tor twenty-eight  (28)  years. 


REV.  CHARLES  BELL  SMILEY. 

Born  in  Louisville,  Ky.  Attended  the  city 
schools.  Was  ordained  in  1895.  Pastored  one 
church,  erected  one  and  baptized  145  souls.  He  is 
pastoring  the  Hill  St.  Baptist  Church  which  was  or- 
ganized and  built  in  1896  with  a membership  of 
seven.  This  church  membership  is  now  about  200 
and  expecting  to  soon  erect  a new  building. 
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REV.  ANDREW  J.  MOORE,  D.D. 

Born  at  Steel  Springs,  Montgomery  Co.,  Tenn. 
Attended  the  Clarksville  Normal  and  Theological 
School.  Was  ordained,  1892.  Has  been  pastoring 
25  years,  during  which  time  he  has  pastored  six 
churches,  erected  three  and  baptized  876  souls. 
Wrote  one  book,  “ Justification  by  Faith.”  The  Al- 
lensville  Baptist  Church,  Allensville,  of  which  he  is 
pastor,  was  organized  by  Rev.  Moses  Harding.  This 
edifice  was  burned  and  another  was  erected  by  Rev. 
C.  C.  Vaugh,  Russellville,  and  completed  by  Rev. 
M.  W.  Tyler,  Clarksville,  Tenn.,  who  pastored  the 
church  for  21  years.  Rev.  Moore  was  called  to  the 
pastorate,  June,  1914.  The  church  is  worth  about 
$15,000  with  a membership  of  350  members. 


REV.  JOHN  DANIEL. 

Born  in  Jessamine  Co.,  Ky.  Attended  school  at 
State  University,  Louisville,  Ky.  Was  ordained, 
November  10,  1911.  Has  pastored  two  churches, 
erected  one  and  baptized  eleven  souls.  He  is  now 
pastoring  the  Highland  Park  ^Baptist  Church,  which 
was  organized,  September  3,  1907,  with  seven  mem- 
bers. Not  having  a house  of  worship  a room  was 
rented  in  which  services  were  held  until  1912  when 
the  present  edifice  was  erected  at  a cost  of  $1030. 
The  plot  of  ground  was  given  by  Brother  and  Sister 
McGavock.  The  first  pastor  was  Rev.  Simon  Suggs. 
Rev.  Daniel  was  called  to  the  pastorate,  November 
2,  1913.  Under  his  pastorate  the  church  has  grown 
spiritually  and  financially;  its  membership  has  in- 
creased and  the  debt  has  been  paid  down  to  $131.95, 
with  some  money  in  bank. 
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REV.  HENRY  DAVID  CARPENTER,  D.D. 

Born  in  Allen  County,  near  Scottsville,  Ky.  At- 
tended the  public  schools  and  Simmons  Memorial 
College.  Was  ordained  in  1889.  Pastored  six 
churches,  erected  two,  baptized  700  souls.  Wrote 
one  book,  “Eagle  Eye.,,  New  Bethel  Baptist  Church, 
of  which  he  is  now  pastor,  was  organized  in  1889. 
Has  had  only  two  pastors,  Rev.  J.  B.  Jones  and  the 
present  pastor.  Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Car- 
penter the  church  has  increased  its  membership  over 
700  members.  The  church  is  noted  for  its  rapid 
growth  in  membership ; its  loyalty  to  the  doctrine ;

REV.  JAS.  L.  ALLENWORTH,  D.D. 

Born  in  Hopkinsville,  Ky.,  August  2,  1845.  At- 
tended the  common  schools  of  Christian  Co.  Painter 
and  paperhanger  by  trade.  Ordained,  October,  1870. 
Pastored  seven  churches,  organized  ten  churches, 
built  five,  and  baptized  1500  souls.  Now  pastoring 
Forston  Hill  Baptist  Church,  which  he  organized  in 
1899.  He  is  one  of  the  pioneer  preachers  of  Western 
Kentucky.  He  joined  the  General  Association  in 
1869  at  Paducah  and  has  been  honored  by  that  body 
in  being  appointed  to  serve  in  different  ways.  He 
has  served  as  first  president  of  First  District  Sunday 
School  Convention ; as  Coroner  of  Christian  County 
for  four  years ; as  trustee  of  M.  & F.  College  since 
its  organization;  as  Moderator  of  the  M.  and  D. 
meeting  of  the  General  Association  and  as  a mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  General  Associa- 
tion. 
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REV.  GEORGE  F.  WATSON,  D.D. 

Born  at  Auburn,  Logan  Co.,  Ky.  Attended  the 
public  schools  of  Logan  Co.  and  State  University, 
Louisville.  Was  ordained,  1899,  pastored  two 
churches,  erected  one  and  baptized  500  souls.  Wrote 
one  book  of  Sermons  and  Sketches.  The  Antioch 
Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  Ky.,  of  which  he  is  now 
pastor,  was  organized,  1873,  by  Rev.  Chas.  Oldham. 
It  has  had  20  pastors.  Its  name  was  St.  John.  The 
name  was  changed  in  1896  under  the  pastorate  of 
Rev.  Wm.  Johnson.  Rev.  Watson  took  charge  of 
Antioch,  September,  1898.  In  1901,  erected  the  pres- 
ent edifice  and  is  on  the  verge  of  erecting  a $12,000 
edifice. 


REV.  WILLIAM  HENRY  WILLIAMS,  D.D. 

Born  in  Lexington,  Fayette  Co.,  Ky.  Attended 
common  schools  of  Jessamine  Co.,  and  State  Uni- 
versity, Louisville.  Was  ordained,  September,  1900. 
Pastored  two  churches ; baptized  600  souls.  The 
present  church  he  is  now  pastoring,  4th  St.  Baptist 
Church,  Owensboro,  was  organized,  1830.  It  was 
the  first  house  of  worship  in  Owensboro  and  was 
built  of  logs.  The  present  structure  is  of  brick  and 
was  erected  at  a cost  of  $30,000.  The  following  have 
pastored : Revs.  Isom  Howard,  Stephen  Griffith,  G. 
W.  Dupee,  S.  Berry,  Caldwell  E.  Newsom,  Mosses 
Harding,  C.  H.  Clark,  S.  E.  Smith,  A.  D.  Hurt.  Rev. 
W.  H.  Williams  was  called  to  this  church,  1910.  It 
is  in  a prosperous  condition. 

REV.  LORENZO  DOW  WINKFIELD. 

Born  in  Irvine,  Estill  Co.,  Ky.  Attended  night 
school  at  Richmond,  Ky.  Carpenter  by  trade.  Li- 
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censed,  June,  1899.  Doing  Sunday  School  and  Evan- 
gelistic work.  Present  field,  Farristown,  Ky. 


REV.  PAUL  D.  DENNIS,  D.D. 

Born  in  Montgomery  Co.,  Tennessee.  Attended 
school  at  hjew  Providence,  Tenn.,  and  Roger  Wil- 
liams University.  Was  ordained  in  1894.  Has  pas- 
tored  seven  churches;  erected  three,  and  baptized 
1256  souls.  Rebuilt  the  church  on  modern  plan  at 
Elkton,  Ky.,  and  the  church  he  is  now  pastoring  at 
Providence,  Ky.,  known  as  the  Pleasant  Hill  Bap- 
tist Church,  at  a cost  of  $7,000.  Also  pastor  of  the 
Guilfield  Baptist  Church,  Guthrie,  Ky.,  and  Modera- 
tor of  the  Cumberland  River,  Middle  Tennessee  and 
South  District  Association. 


REV.  WILLIAM  THOMAS  SILVEY,  D.D. 

Born  in  Xenia,  Ohio.  Attended  the  common 
schools.  Carpenter  and  blacksmith  by  trade.  Was 
ordained  in  1875.  Pastored  ten  churches;  erected 
fourteen  and  baptized  2500  souls.  Was  called  to  his 
present  charge,  First  Baptist  Church,  Frankfort, 
Ky.,  June,  1905.  Under  his  pastorate  the  present 
edifice,  costing  $40,000,  was  erected.  The  building 
is  nearly  paid  for  and  the  church  is  alive  to  all  the 
interests  of  the  denomination. 


REV.  HARRISON  KENNEDY. 

Born  at  Brandenburg,  Ky.  Was  ordained,  No- 
vember, 1913.  Pastored  one  church  and  erected  one. 
The  Harrods  Creek  Baptist  Church,  of  which  he  is 
pastor,  was  organized  in  May,  1891,  by  Rev.  Miller 
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During  the  twenty-four  years  it  has  been  pastored 
by  the  following  ministers:  Revs.  John  Roddy, 

Jesse  Stewart,  A.  Harris,  E.  T.  Offut,  Robt.  Butler, 
Jackson  Riley  and  Ben  Welch.  The  edifice  was 
blown  down  in  1913  and  re-erected  the  same  year 
with  a beautiful  building  costing  $3,000.  It  is  free 
from  all  debts  and  has  a membership  of  90. 


REV.  WM.  FOSTER,  B.D. 

Born  in  Todd,  Ky.,  November,  1857.  Received  a 
common  school  education  and  taught  in  the  schools 
of  Todd  and  Logan  counties  four  years.  Entered 
the  ministry,  1886,  and  pastored  the  following 
churches:  Mt.  Zion  Baptist  Church,  Earlington, 

served  12  years;  Corinth  Baptist  Church,  served  8 
years.  Pastoring  at  present  the  7th  St.  Baptist 
Church,  Paducah.  Served  as  president  of  the  First 
District  Sunday  School  Convention  12  years.  At 
present  Moderator  First  District  Association;  has 
already  served  two  years. 


CLAY  ST.  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  SHELBY- 
VILLE,  KY. 

The  Clay  Street  Baptist  Church  was  organized 
by  Rev.  W.  J.  Brown,  1859,  who  served  two  years. 
Rev.  Grigsby  preached  to  this  body  before  its  or- 
ganization. The  following  have  pastored  this  con- 
gregation: Revs.  Clark,  10  years;  M.  Allen,  12 

years,  by  whom  the  present  building  was  erected; 
A.  A.  Russell,  six  years;  T.  Huffman,  a very  short 
time;  H.  W.  Jones,  three  years.  Rev.  Wm.  Brown, 
the  present  pastor  was  called  to  this  charge,  1907. 
He  remodeled  the  church,  making  it  quite  attractive. 
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Members  added  since  his  pastorate,  215.  The  church 
is  well  organized  and  doing  a great  work;  is  wide- 
awake to  education  and  mission  work.  Rev.  Brown 
has  been  in  the  ministry  twenty-three  years  and  pas- 
toring  for  twenty  years. 


WALTER  PHILIP  OFFUTT,  A.B.,  B.  Th. 

Born  in  Logan  County,  Ky.  Attended  school  at 
State  University,  Louisville,  Ky.  Converted,  Sep- 
tember 23,  1897.  Ordained,  June  4,  1912.  Pastored 
two  churches  and  baptized  56  persons.  Rev.  Offutt 
is  now  pastoring  Second  Baptist  Church,  Lagrange, 
Ky. 


SECOND  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  LAGRANGE, 
KENTUCKY 

Was  organized  about  the  year  1870,  by  Rev.  War- 
ren Lewis.  Rev.  Lewis  was  succeeded  by  Rev. 
James  Mortin,  under  whose  administration  the 
church  was  divided.  After  his  resignation.  Rev.  N. 
Caldwell  took  charge  and  succeeded  in  bringing  the 
factions  together  and  moved  to  the  present  location.

The  son  of  William  and  Louisa  Clements,  was 
born  in  Nortonsville,  Ky.,  1869.  He  is  now  a citizen 
of  Morton's  Gap,  Ky.,  where  he  has  lived  for  several 
years.  Being  a coal  miner,  by  thrift  and  economy, 
he  has  accumulated  property  to  the  value  of  more 
than  $2,000. 
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REV.  C.  D.  BLAKEMORE. 

Born  in  Oldham  Co.,  Ky.  Attended  the  Com- 
mon Schools  and  took  a course  in  the  American  Col- 
lege, Chicago,  111.  Ordained,  June,  1892.  Pastored 
seven  churches,  erected  two ; and  baptized  450  souls. 
Rev.  Blakemore  is  pastoring  the  Second  Baptist 
Church,  Campbellsburg,  which  was  organized,  1872, 
by  Rev.  P.  O.  Bannon,  who  was  its  first  pastor.  Rev. 
Blakemore  has  been  pastor  of  above  church  for  more 
than  twenty  years.  It  has  a membership  of  175 
and  property  valued  at  $1,000  with  no  indebtedness.

Born  in  Boyle  Co.,  Ky.  Attended  school  at 
Berea.  Ordained,  Nov.  22,  1888.  Pastored  one 
church  and  erected  one.  Rev.  Adams  is  pastoring 
the  Baptist  Church  at  Atoka,  Ky.,  which  was  or- 
ganized, May  18,  1890,  by  himself,  assisted  by  Revs. 
C.  C.  Bate  and  Wallace  Fisher  and  which  he  has 
pastored  ever  since.  He  has  kept  it  in  the  front 
rank  along  all  lines  of  Denominational  duties.  Mem- 
bership, 60. 


NEW  MISSION  BAPTIST  CHURCH, 
DANVILLE,  KY. 

Organized,  1892,  by  Rev.  Wallace  Fisher,  with 
14  members.  Thirteen  from  the  old  Green  St.  Bap- 
tist Church  and  one  from  the  Centennial  Baptist 
Church,  Harrodsburg.  The  following  were  in  the 
organization:  Wallace  Fisher,  Horace  Nelson,  Ed- 
ward Miller,  Josie  Miller,  Jesse  Jones,  Louis  Buster, 
Polly  Davis,  Jacob  Frye,  Hannah  Davis,  Lucinda 
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Gregory,  Horace  Fox,  Elijah  Frye,  Washington 
Hunn  and  Ella  Smith.  They  worshipped  in  a hall 
until  they  were  able  to  purchase  the  present  lot  and 
erect  a frame  building.  Rev.  Wallace  Fisher,  the 
first  pastor,  served  for  16  years,  increasing  the  mem- 
bership and  erecting  the  first  building.  He  also 
started  the  present  concrete  building  which  neared 
completion,  under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  J.  N. 
Smothers,  The  following  have  served  this  church 
as  pastor:  Rev.  W.  Fisher,  16  years;  Rev.  A.  A. 

Russell,  9 months;  Licentiate,  Jas.  Gilbert,  supplied 
7 or  8 months ; Rev.  J.  N.  Smothers,  4 years,  and  the 
present  pastor,  Rev.  Melville  M.  D.  Perdue,  Louis- 
ville, took  charge,  June  13,  1915.  Church  member- 
ship, 350.  Valuation  of  church  property,  $15,000.

Pastored  the  following  churches : Owen- 
ton  Second  Baptist  Church,  Clay  St.,  Shelbyville,! 
Ky. ; Second  Baptist,  Shelbyville,  Ind. ; Pleasant! 
Green,  Lexington,  and  Green  St.  Louisville.  Built 
one  church  at  Owenton.  Remodeled  the  churches! 
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at  Shelbyville,  Ky.,  Shelbyville,  Ind.,  and  Green  St., 
Louisville,  Wrote  one  book,  “Heart  to  Heart  Talk 
to  Men.”

REV.  J.  FRANCIS  WILSON. 

Born  Harrodsburg,  Mercer  Co.,  Ky.,  October, 
1870.

REV.  WALLACE  FISHER. 

Born  at  Danville,  'Boyle  Co.,  Ky.  A slave  and 
owned  by  the  late  John  Craig.  He  remained  a slave 
up  to  the  age  of  sixteen  when  he  joined  the  Union 
Army  to  fight  for  his  freedom.  He  served  three 
years  during  which  time  he  was  converted.  Rev. 
Fisher  preached  47  years,  during  which  time  he  pas- 
tored  the  following  churches : Perryville,  7 years ; 
Junction  City,  2 years;  Mount  Salem,  4 years,  and 
New  Mission,  Danville,  16  years.  Baptized  and  ad- 
ded to  different  churches  nearly  3500  souls.  He  also 
served  as  an  evangelist.  Taught  school  eleven  years 
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and  served  as  councilman  of  Danville  two  years. 
Although  Rev.  Fisher  is  not  pastoring  he  is  still 
active  in  church  work.

Born  at  Trenton,  Todd  Co.,  Ky.  Attended  Roger

25,  1885.  Pastored  five  churches,  erected  one  and 
baptized  1369  souls. 


VIRGINIA  AVE.  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  LOUIS- 
VILLE, KY. 

The  Nebulan  Baptist  Church  was  organized  in 
1892,  by  Revs.  C.  C.  Bate,  J.  H.  Mitchell,  Richard 
Hyman,  and  John  Jackson,  in  a school  house  on 
Orleans  Ave.  The  following  have  pastored  the 
church:  Revs.  J.  H.  Mitchell,  Washington;  J.  R. 
Simmons,  C.  H.  Sands,  W.  A.  Jones  under  whose 
charge  the  church  was  moved  from  Orleans  Ave.  to 
36th  St.  and  Virginia  Ave.  He  reorganized  the 
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church  and  gave  it  the  name  of  Virginia  Ave.  Bap- 
tist church.  He  erected,  in  1901,  the  present  house 
of  worship.  Then  came  Revs.  T.  L.  Ballon,  G.  J. 
Sebree  and  the  present  pastor,  Rev.  A.  H.  Shumake, 
who  took  charge,  July,  1913,  under  whose  leader- 
ship the:  membership  has  increased  over  100.  Each 
man  served  well  in  his  time. 


REV.  A.  H.  SHUMAKE. 

Ordained,  1902.  Pastored  the  following  church- 
es: WarsawT,  serving  5 years;  Second  Baptist 

Church,  Rushville,  Ind.,  remodeled  the  church  at  an 
expense  of  $600,  served  5 years ; Virginia  Ave  Bap- 
tist Church,  taking  charge,  July  18,  1913.  Faithfully 
has  he  served  the  people  of  these  places.  Since  pas- 
toring  the  Virginia  Ave.  Church  he  has  added  102 
by  baptism.  He  has  married  in  the  12  years,  33 
couples.  Rev.  Shumake  possesses  fine  executive 
ability  and  is  successful  in  all  his  undertakings. 


THE  COLUMBIA  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Of  which  Rev.  D.  A.  Rice  is  pastor,  was  organ- 
ized 38  years  ago.  The  following  have  pastored: 
Revs.  George  Stone,  Peter  Vinegar,  Henry  Brown, 
G.  S.  Goodloe,  L.  Z.  Buckler  and  present  pastor. 
Pleasant  Union  Church  also  is  pastored  by  Rev. 
Rice.  Since  its  organization  the  following  ministers 
have  served : Revs.  Sam  Carter,  T.  Durbit,  George 
Gaddie,  J.  J.  Brown,  P.  H.  Cowherd  and  D.  A.  Rice. 
This  church  has  a membership  of  300.  Both  church- 
es are  strong  in  the  Bible  doctrine. 
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REV.  JOHN  HENRY  PERDUE,  D.D. 

Born  16  miles  north  of  Gallatin,  Sumner  Co., 
Tenn.  Attended  the  common  schools.  Carpenter 
by  trade.  Ordained,  October  20,  1881.  Pastored  six 
churches;  erected  the  following  churches:  White 

Hill  and  Middletown,  Simpson  Co. ; Auburn  and 
Friendship,  Logan  Co.  Baptized  about  4,000  souls. 
Rev.  Perdue  is  now  pastoring  Emmanuel  Baptist 
Church,  Louisville,  Ky.  He  accepted  this  charge, 
August,  30,  1898,  having  served  here,  as  pastor,  sev- 
enteen years.  When  he  accepted  the  charge  there 
was  an  indebtedness  of  $20,000  on  the  property.  This 
has  been  entirely  canceled  and  the  current  expenses 
of  the  church  kept  up.  During  these  seventeen 
years  800  persons  have  been  added  to  the  member- 
ship.

It  was  removed  from  Needmore  to  Greenville, 
its  present  location.  It  was  organized  with  56  mem- 
bers, by  Rev.  Ben  Rogers,  assisted  by  Rev.  Musel, 
Secretary  G.  W.  Stark.  Rev.  Rogers  pastored  the 
church  from  its  organization  to  1897.  Eev.  C.  Dav- 
idson pastored  ten  years.  Revs.  G.  R.  Ford  is  the 
present  pastor. 
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REV.  JOHN  ABERNATHY. 

Born  in  Giles  Co.,  Tenn.  Attended  State  Uni- 
versity, Louisville,  Ky.  Plasterer  by  trade.  Or- 
dained, May  12,  1914.  Pastored  one  church  and  bap- 
tized five  persons. 


JUNCTION  CITY  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Was  organized  by  Rev.  Wallace  Fisher,  1872, 
with  a few  members,  among  whom  were  Brother 
Joe  Ball  and  wife  and  Rosie  Ball  Carpenter.  Sister 
Rosie  Carpenter  is  the  only  living  member  of  this 
organization.  She  is  the  wife  of  Rev.  S.  Carpenter, 
who  is  the  present  pastor.  Rev.  Wallace  Fisher  be- 
came the  pastor  and  served  several  years.  Services 
were  conducted  under  trees.  The  first  building  be- 
ing a log  cabin  too  dark  to  see  how  to  read  or  write. 
Others  in  the  organization  were:  Jack  May  Owen 
and  wife,  Peter  Douglas,  Lewis  Harris  and  wife, 
Wm.  McFarren,  Jordan  Wallace  and  wife,  Amanda 
Able. 


HISTORY  OF  MAIN  STREET  BAPTIST 
CHURCH,  LEXINGTON,  KY. 

In  the  year  of  1854,  the  Rev.  F.  Braxton  took 
charge  of  First  Baptist  Church  on  Deweese  and 
Short  Streets  and  built  the  present  house  of  worship 
and  remained  with  them  until  1862.  There  was  a 
dissension  growing  out  of  their  political  views  and 
Rev.  Braxton  with  500  persons  took  letters  in  a 
coffee  sack  and  with  Samuel  Johnson  brought  them  ? 
to  the  present  site  on  Main  and  Locust  Streets.  The 
Independent  Baptist  Church  was  organized,  Rev. 
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Braxton  was  its  first  pastor.  This  property  having 
been  owned  by  Miss  Todd.  She  married  Abraham 
Lincoln  in  the  adjoining  building.  He  conveyed  the 
property  through  John  D.  Garis  and  his  wife  to  F. 
Braxton,  Trustee  of  the  Independent  Congregation. 
This  was  in  1863.  The  following  constituted  the 
Deacon  Board:  Nelson  Maxwell  (till  the  rest  came 
from  the  war),  John  Graham,  Paul  Lewis,  Jack 
Jonson,  Geo.  Lewis,  Charles  Oldham,  John  Ethic 
Brown.  At  the  age  of  19  Willis  Coles  joined  the 
church  and  at  the  age  of  24  years  was  added  to  the 
Board.  The  church  prospered  and  many  were  added  ; 
he  often  boasted  of  having  baptized  3,000  persons 
and  adding  a membership  of  2,000  to  this  one 
Church. 

It  was  here  the  first  Colored  school  was  organ- 
ized and  conducted  by  a man  by  the  name  of  Rogers. 

During  the  funeral  of  Brother  Benjamin  Taylor 
the  building  fell  in.  This  was  in  1869,  and  in  1870, 
he  built  the  present  house  of  worship,  which  stands 
to  bless  his  memory  with  the  coming  years.  He 
pastored  them  until  his  death,  or  13  years. 

Rev.  Wm.  Gray  was  the  next  pastor  for  six  years. 
Under  his  administration  it  seemed  for  a while  that 
new  light  had  come  with  thisjntellectual  giant,  but 
after  a short  time  internal  dissensions  began  and 
Lansomboro  Baptist,  now  known  as  Liberty  Baptist 
Church,  was  born;  this  church  also  gave  birth  to 
Mt.  Gilead,  Houston,  Braxtown,  Madoxtown,  Ft. 
Springs,  Shiloh. 

Rev.  Eugene  Evans  was  the  next  pastor  and  re- 
mained two  years.  He  was  indeed  an  organizer ; he 
at  once  restored  order  and  did  much  good. 

Rev.  G.  M.  Moore  was  the  next  pastor;  he  re- 
mained with  them  twelve  years,  paid  the  debt  and 
made  another  improvement.  Was  very  successful. 
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Rev.  Robt.  Mitchell  was  the  next  pastor  for  two 
years.  About  the  time  he  might  have  been  of  great 
service  he  was  called  to  another  charge.  Rev.  A.  E. 
Edwards,  succeeded  him  and  remained  two  years. 
Rev.  C.  D.  Douglas  followed  him  and  remained  four 
years ; was  a good  pastor.  Rev.  R.  T.  Frye  was  the 
next  pastor  for  six  years.  This  was  his  first  charge. 

He  did  much  constructive  work  and  paid  on  the  old 
debts,  etc.  Rev.  N.  L.  Cheek  was  the  next  pastor, 
three  years.  He  did  a great  work  in  reconstructing 
the  church  and  paid  on  the  old  debt.  On  account 
of  his  invincible  stand  he  was  not  so  much  admired, 
but  he  will  stand  out  in  history  as  one  of  the  great 
pastors  of  this  church. 

Rev.  J.  J.  McCutchen,  D.D.,  the  present  pastor 
was  born  in  Logan  Co.,  at  Shakertown.  Brought 
up  on  the  farm,  enjoyed  the  common  schools  and 
converted  at  the  age  of  15  years.  Began  teaching 
at  the  age  of  sixteen  or  before  he  had  reached  his 
17th  year.  Attended  the  academy  at  Bowling  Green 
and  graduated  in  1891,  with  honors.  Took  a post 
course.  Also  Scientific  Course  from  the  Corre- 
spondence School  in  Danville,  N.  Y.  Shorthand  and 
typewriting,  etc.  First  bharge,  Bristow,  Ky.,  from 
there  to  Mt.  Zion,  Russellville,  Ky.,  to  Fairview,  | 
Mayfield,  remained  in  charge  ten  years ; resigned  to 
take  up  Mission  work  in  Western  Kentucky,  1905.  $ 
On  the  Field  till  October,  1913.  During  these  years  § 
he  demonstrated  unusual  ability  as  an  evangelist  | 
and  church  builder  and  financier.  Received  the  de-  g 
gree  of  D.D.  at  Eckstein  Norton  Institute,  1909. 

Was  called  from  the  field  to  the  Main  Street  | 
Baptist  Church  and  has  been  pastor  about  18 
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months,  during  which  time  183  persons  have  been 
added  to  the  membership  and  $5,000  improvement 
has  been  made  on  the  property.

JOSEPH  FRANKLIN  GREEN,  LL.B. 

Born  at  Corydon,  Ky.  Attended  the  Public 
Schools,  State  University  and  Central  Law  School, 
Louisville.  Converted,  1908.  Baptized  by  Rev.  Wm. 
Dickerson.  Ordained,  1912.  Pastored  one  church. 
Rev.  Green  is  the  assistant  pastor  of  Calvary  Baptist 
Church,  Louisville. 


SECOND  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  BLOOMFIELD 

Was  organized,  1869,  by  Rev-  Simon  Grigsby. 
There  were  about  ninety  members  who  drew  out 
from  the  white  Baptist  Church.  Rev.  Grigsby  held 
a revival  meeting  the  same  year  and  added  about  68 
converts.  He  pastored  this  church,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  one  year,  until  his  death,  1887. 


REV.  GRAHAM  FORD. 

Born  at  Smith  Grove,  Warren  Co.,  Ky.,  Rpril  5, 
1870.  Attended  the  common  county  schools.  Car- 
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penter  by  trade.  Ordained,  June  26,  1896.  Pastored 
eight  churches ; erected  three  and  baptized  275  per- 
sons. Taught  school  about  six  years.  Rev.  Ford 
pastors  the  following  churches:  Green  Hill,  War- 

ren Co. ; Caney  Fork,  Allen  Co. ; Greenville,  Allen 
Co.;  Jim  Town,  Barren  Co.  He  is  moderator  of  the 
Liberty  Baptist  Association  and  chorister  of  the 
Liberty  Sunday  School  Convention. 


REV.  JOHN  FISHER,  D.D. 

Born  in  Shelby  Co.,  Ky.  Attended  the  public 
school  at  Hatten,  Ky.  Converted,  1873.  Ordained, 
January  10,  1884.  Pastored  the  following  churches: 
Oakland,  Maria  Grove;  Hopewell  Baptist  Church, 
Glasgow;  South  Union,  Middletown,  Indiana  Ave- 
nue, Jeffersonville,  Ind. ; Rose  Hill,  Jeffersonville, 
Ind. ; Main  St.  Baptist  Church,  Covington,  Ky. ; New 
Castle,  Ky. ; Brownsborough,  Ky. ; First  Baptist 
Church,  Paris,  Ky. ; First  Baptist  Church,  Nicholas- 
ville,  Ky. ; Pleasant  View,  Evergreen  Church,  Law- 
renceburg,  Ky. ; Madoxtown ; Centennial,  Harrods- 
burg,  Ky. ; First  Baptist  Church,  Winchester. 
Churches  erected : Camp  Branch  and  Woodburn. 
Baptized  1,500  persons.  Rev.  Fisher  is  now  pastor- 
ing  the  Little  Flock  Baptist  Church,  Hancock  St., 
Louisville.  This  is  the  fourth  oldest  church  in  Lou- 
isville. Rev.  Fisher  has  been  serving  this  church, 
as  pastor,  three  years,  during  which  time  over  200 
have  been  added  to  the  church.  He  is  ex-Moderator 
of  the  Consolidated  Association  and  member  of  the 
Executive  Board  of  the  General  Association. 
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A SHORT  HISTORY  OF  THE  PLEASANT 
GREEN  BAPTIST  CHURCH, 
LEXINGTON. 

When  the  African  Baptist  Church,  which  was 
organized  in  the  year  of  1801,  was  split  under  the 
pastorate  of  its  organizer,  Rev.  Captain,  the  Rev. 
London  Ferrill  took  a part  of  the  congregation, 
which  is  now  known  as  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Lexington,  Ky.,  and  the  other  part  of  the  congrega- 
tion, which  is  now  the  Pleasant  Green  Church,  re- 
mained loyal  to  its  pastor,  who  at  the  time  was  close 
to  ninety  years  of  age,  a spirit  which  has  character- 
ized the  church  until  the  present  time.  The  church 
continued  to  worship  at  Maxwell  and  South  Lime- 
stone for  some  time  afterward,  when  the  church  is 
said  to  have  moved  its  place  of  worship  to  Speigil’s 
Hill,  and  from  thence  to  a point  near  Second  and 
North  Upper  Sts.,  where  it  seems  to  have  remained 
until  it  removed  to  its  present  place  of  worship  at 
Maxwell  and  Patterson  Streets.  Brother  Captain 
died  in  the  year  1823,  with  the  happy  distinction  of 
being  the  organizer  of  the  first  Baptist  church  on 
this  side  of  the  Alleghanies,  which  according  to  the 
claims  of  this  pioneer  of  Kentucky  Baptists  and 
host  of  his  followers,  both  dead  and  living,  is  now 
the  Pleasant  Green  Baptist  Church  of  Lexington, 
Ky.  The  church  believing  its  claim  to  be  well  found- 
ed, dates  its  organization  from  the  year  of  our  Lord, 
1801,  yet  it  is  thought  by  some  to  have  been  organ- 
ized in  the  year  of  1790.  The  records  of  the  Fayette 
County  Court  show  that  the  church  continued  to 
wear  the  name  of  African  Church  until  about  the 
year  of  1829.  The  present  property  was  bought 
from  Dr.  Frederick  Ridgeley,  August  the  27,  1822; 
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one  month  from  the  date  (July,  1822),  when  Rev. 
FerriH’s  congregation  was  received  in  the  fellowship 
of  the  white  Baptist  church  of  this  city.  The  deed 
is  made  to  Harry  Quills,  Benjamin  Admon  and  Sol- 
omon Walker,  trustees  of  the  African  Church  of 
Fayette  County,  Lexington,  Ky.  Because  of  an  er- 
ror in  describing  the  property,  Dr.  Ridgeley,  made 
a second  deed,  May  28,  1823,  in  which  the  names  of 
Harry  Quills,  Joseph  Preston,  Thomas  Christian 
and  William  McDowell  are  mentioned  as  trustees. 
Since  that  time  the  church  has  erected  three  church 
houses.  The  first  being  a small  frame  house,  which 
in  order  to  erect  and  to  make  last  payment  on 
church  lot,  the  church  was  forced  to  sell  one-half  of 
said  property  to  Harry  Quills,  one  of  the  trustees 
of  the  church.  This  building  is  said  to  have  been 
destroyed  by  fire;  then  a small  brick  building  was 
built  in  its  stead  which  remained  until  the  present 
house  was  erected  under  the  pastorate  of  the  Rev. 
Morris  Bell,  in  1872.  It  has  since  been  remodeled 
and  enlarged  until  it  is  now  one  of  the  most  hand- 
some buildings  in  the  State. 

The  church  has  played  a large  part  in  saving  and 
developing  the  city  of  Lexington  for  God  and  His 
Christ.  As  an  evidence  of  her  interest  in  the  edu- 
cation of  the  race,  she  points  with  pride  to  the  fact 
that  the  city  school  was  for  a long  time  conducted 
within  her  walls.  She  has  been  no  less  active  in  the 
spread  of  the  gospel  and  points  with  equal  pride  to 
the  fact  that  she  is  the  foster  mother  of  the  Ever- 
Green  Baptist  Church  of  the  city,  and  has  done  and 
is  doing  much  to  encourage  the  smaller  churches  in 
the  community. 

The  following  is  a list  of  succeeding  pastors  since 
its  organization : First,  Rev.  Captain,  from  the  year 
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1801  to  1823,  who  according  to  Spencer's  history  of 
Kentucky  Baptists,  was  born  in  Caroline  County, 
Virginia,  about  1733.  He  came  to  Lexington  be- 
tween the  years  1790  and  1797,  where  he  soon  began 
to  exhort  from  house  to  house  among  his  own  peo- 
ple, which  in  short  resulted  in  fifty  or  more  conver- 
sions, who  applied  to  him  for  baptism.  Not  being 
ordained,  he  refused  their  request  until  he  could  visit 
the  South  Kentucky  Association  accompanied  by 
his  converts,  where  he  applied  for  ordination.  The 
Association  did  not  consider  it  proper  to  ordain  him, 
since  he  was  limited  in  his  scholastic  attainments, 
but  gave  the  right  hand  of  Christian  affection,  and 
directed  him  to  go  in  the  name  of  their  common 
Master.  Returning  home,  Brother  Captain  immersed 
this  little  band  of  believers  and  organized  them  into 
a church  about  the  year  of  1801.  He  continued  to 
pastor  this  church  with  a great  degree  of  success 
until  the  day  of  his  death.  After  the  death  of  Broth- 
er Captain,  a Rev.  Brother  January  was  elected  as 
his  successor,  the  nature  of  which  work  and  the 
length  of  his  pastorate  we  are  unable  to  give  at  this 
time.  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  Rev.  George 
Brents,  who  is  said  to  be  a possible  successor  of 
Rev.  January.  In  the  year  of  1855,  the  church  called 
the  immortal,  George  W.  Dupee,  as  its  pastor,  who 
at  that  time  was  a slave.  On  January  1,  1856,  he 
was  sold  at  public  auction  at  the  court  house  door 
to  Rev.  Wm.  Pratt  and  some  others  who  allowed 
him  to  purchase  his  freedom.  A large  part  of  the 
money  needed  for  this  purpose  was  given  by  the 
Pleasant  Green  Baptist  Church,  an  act  to  which  the 
older  members  of  the  church  often  point  with 
pride.  Rev.  Dupee  resigned  in  1864,  and  was  suc- 
ceeded by  Rev.  Morris  Bell.  The  other  pastors  since 
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the  days  of  Bell  are,  Jacobs,  J.  M.  Parrish,  Lyons, 
Manuel,  Howard,  O.  Durrett,  J.  B.  Anderson,  E.  W. 
Hawthorne,  H.  W.  Jones,  and  the  present  pastor,  E. 
T.  Offutt,  who  acepted  the  church,  August  6,  1912, 
and  since  that  time  200  or  more  members  have  been 
added  to  the  church,  and  a collection  of  about  $10,- 
000  has  been  raised  and  expended.  The  church 
building  has  been  renovated  and  one  of  the  best  pipe 
organs  in  the  city  has  been  installed.  It  has  recently 
purchased  two  houses  and  lots  adjacent  to  the 
church  property.  The  church  has  a splendid  Sunday 
School,  B.  Y.  P.  U.,  and  a Missionary  and  Educa- 
tional Society.  It  has  a membership  of  about  one 
thousand  which  consists  of  some  of  the  leading  citi- 
zens of  Lexington. 


REV.  ELMORE  THEVALL  OFFUTT, 

A.B.,  B.Th. 

Born  in  Logan  Co.,  Ky.  Attended  the  common 
schools  of  Logan  and  Simpson  counties  and  State 
University.  Tanner  by  trade.  Ordained,  1896.  Pas- 
tored  six  churches  and  baptized  about  500  persons. 
Rev.  Offutt  is  pastor  of  the  Pleasant  Green  Baptist 
Church,  Lexington. 


MRS.  FANNIE  R.  GIVENS 

An  artist  of  national  repute,  who  painted  the 
picture  of  Hon.  John  R.  Waller,  Minister  to  Mada- 
gascar. It  was  presented  to  President  Harrison  and 
hung  in  the  White  House.  She  also  painted  a pic- 
ture of  the  home  of  a millionaire  which  called  the  at- 
tention of  the  art  lovers,  for  which  she  was  paid  the 
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sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.  Another  work  of  note 
was  a painting  of  Countess  Modjeska,  the  noted  ac- 
tress. 

She  was  the  principal  of  the  art  department  at 
the  State  University  for  some  years.  From  that  de- 
partment exhibits  were  sent  to  the  World's  Fair, 
Chicago,  St.  Louis  and  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  by  her  pupils 
and  found  space  with  other  art  schools  of  the  world. 

“Spring  Time”  painted  by  Mrs.  Givens  took  first 
place  in  an  exhibition  given  by  the  white  artists  of 
Kentucky,  where  artists  from  New  York  and  for- 
eign countries  exhibited.  The  painting  of  Dr.  Book- 
er Washington  was  so  life-like  that  it  caused  Mr. 
Trotter  of  Boston,  to  lose  his  temper  and  demand 
that  it  be  removed  from  “The  Council”  when  it  met 
at  Louisville,  Ky. 

Mrs.  Givens  was  the  president  of  the  Baptist 
Women's  Missionary  Convention,  for  some  years,  of 
the  State  of  Kentucky.  Is  now  field  missionary  for 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  National  Baptist 
Convention.  She  was  a delegate  to  the  World's  Con- 
gress, 1905,  that  met  in  London,  England.  Mes- 
senger to  the  World's  Missionary  Conference, 
Edinburgh,  Scotland,  1910.  Author  of“  Glimpses 
of  the  Old  World”  and  music  and  words 
of  “Hallelujah,  He  Is  Risen,”  also  a num- 
ber of  poems  that  have  been  printed.  Appeared 
as  one  of  Dunbar's  supporters  and  read  her  own 
poems  in  what  Mr.  Dunbar  called  “The  Feast  of 
Poetry,”  on  the  launching  of  his  first  book  at  the 
State  University. 

Head  of  the  Art  Department  of  State  Federated 
Colored  Women's  Clubs  of  Kentucky,  and  the  au- 
thor of  “The  National  Historical  Art  Institute.” 
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FIRST  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  DANVILLE,  KY. 

The  First  Baptist  Church,  Danville,  one  of  the 
strongest  and  most  influential  churches  in  the  State, 
was  organized  the  first  Saturday  in  August,  1846, 
with  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  members.  It 
was  set  apart  by  the  white  Baptists  of  Danville  as 
an  independent  church,  and  the  recognition  services 
were  held  the  following  Sunday. 

The  Rev.  Jordan  Meaux  was  its  first  pastor.  He 
was  noted  for  his  piety,  godliness  and  deep  spiritual 
life.  He  was  succeeded  as  pastor  by  the  Rev.  Henry 
Green.  Rev.  Green  was  never  a slave  and  was  well 
educated  for  a man  of  his  day.  He  was  recognized 
as  an  able  preacher  and  was  a leader  among  his 
people. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Slaughter  was  the  third  pastor 
of  this  historic  church  and  for  twenty-six  years 
stood  as  a cedar  of  Lebanon  among  his  people.  He 
was  a great  Bible  student  and  a fearless  defender  of 
the  faith. 

At  his  death  Rev.  Wallace  Fisher,  a young  man 
who  had  been  trained  in  the  church  under  the  pas- 
torate of  Rev.  Slaughter,  supplied  the  pulpit  for  five 
months.  He  added  over  "two  hundred  to  its  mem- 
bership. , 

In  August,  1892,  Rev.  David  S.  Slaughter  as- 
sumed the  pastorate  of  the  church  and  served  the 
same  until  the  spring  of  1898.  He  was  succeeded 
by  Rev.  J.  E.  Wood,  D.D.,  the  present  pastor. 

The  church  has  had  marked  success  under  the 
pastorate  of  Rev.  Wood.  One  of  the  most  modern 
and  attractive  church  edifices  in  the  State  has  been 
erected  and  paid  for.  Over  seven  hundred  members 
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have  been  added  to  the  church  and  its  contribu- 
tions to  missions,  Christian  education  and  benevo- 
lences have  been  doubled. 

This  church  operated  a school  in  Danville  for  a 
number  of  years,  known  as  the  Baptist  Academy. 
Mrs.  Mary  Bell  Wallace  was  the  teacher  in  this  in- 
stitution and  many  of  the  foremost  citizens  in  Boyle 
county  owe  their  training  and  intellectual  acquire- 
ments to  her  tutorage. 

The  church  has  a present  membership  of  over 
nine  hundred,  a live  Sunday  School,  Missionary  So- 
ciety and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Society.  Its  present  edifice  is 
located  at  the  corner  of  Second  and  Walnut  streets; 
and  this  property  and  furniture  are  easily  worth 
$30,000.00.  Its  membership  is  composed  of  intelli- 
gent, progressive  and  spiritual  men  and  women  and 
exerts  a strong  influence  for  good  in  the  community. 


DEACON  P.  L.  PARRISH 

Of  the  Pleasant  Green  Baptist  Church,  Lexing- 
ton, is  a prosperous  Baptist  in  real  estate,  amounting 
to  $25,000.00.  He  is  prominent  in  local,  civic  and 
secret  society  work. 


REV.  THOS.  H.  SMITH 

Born,  June  2,  1882,  in  Fayette  County.  Baptized, 
1891 ; ordained,  1910.  Pastored  four  churches.  Bap- 
tized 62  persons  and  is  now  the  pastor  of  Zion  Bap- 
tist Church,  Georgetown,  Ky. 
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B.  Y.  P.  U.  CITY  UNION

The  Baptist  Young  People's  Union  in  the  city 
of  Louisville,  crystallized  in  the  organization  of  the 
city  union  at  the  Calvary  Baptist  Church  in  the 
spring  of  1901,  representatives  of  Zion,  Ninth  St., 
Lampton  St.,  Centennial  and  Antioch  unions  par- 
ticipating. 

Rev.  C.  M.  Hammonds  was  chosen  president; 
Prof.  G.  E.  Carter,  Recording  Secretary ; Rev.  J.  L. 
Mason,  Vice-President.  Mrs.  Vienna  Parker  was 
the  first  missionary  and  began  her  remarkable  ca- 
reer as  a city  mission  worker  in  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  field. 
Prof.  G.  E.  Carter  and  Mrs.  Mattie  E.  Carter,  as 
chorister  and  soloist  began  their  career  about  this 
time  in  the  city  union.  Voice  culture  and  singing 
were  at  once  made  a prominent  feature  of  the  work. 
The  present  B.  Y.  P.  U.  chorus  has  charmed  thou- 
sands and  carried  away  laurels  wherever  they  have 
gone. 

Christian  culture  work  was  and  is  now  a special 
feature  of  our  work.  The  city  union  has  trained 
and  developed  more  Christian  workers  than  any 
other  society  in  our  churches*  We  were  the  first  to 
take  up  organized  mission  work  among  colored  peo- 
ple in  this  city  and  nearly  every  one  of  our  trained 
workers  received  their  inspiration  from  the  city 
union.  Two  of  our  ex-presidents  are  prominent 
ministers  and  all  our  membership  are  prominent 
workers  in  their  churches.  The  city  union  is  at  pres- 
ent under  the  direction  of  President  George  Swani- 
gan,  who  is  doing  a great  work  in  developing  our 
young  people  and  preparing  them  for  Christian  ser- 
vice.. The  present  organization  is  composed  of  the 
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following  local  unions:  Calvary,  Green  St.,  Lamp- 
ton  St.,  Ninth  St.,  Zion,  Portland,  Centennial,  New 
Hope,  Antioch,  N St.,  Mt.  Lebanon,  Little  Flock, 
Hill  St.,  Virginia  Ave.,  Beargrass,  State  University. 

The  B.  Y.  P.  U.  service  is  held  in  all  these 
churches,  Sunday  evening,  7 to  8 p.m. 


REV.  MILTON  CALBERT  McINTYRE. 

Born  at  Wakeeney,  Kansas,  Trego  County.  At- 
tended State  University.  Farmer.  Converted,  1902. 
Baptized  by  Rev.  John  Brock  and  was  ordained, 
1914. 


LAMPTON  BAPTIST  CHURCH. 

This  church  was  organized,  1866,  under  the  lead- 
ership of  Rev.  Spencer  Caldwell.  It  was  then  situ- 
ated on  Caldwell  Street  between  Preston  and  Jack- 
son  and  was  called  Caldwell  Street  Baptist  Church. 
Rev.  Spencer  served  six  years  before  his  death.  Rev. 
P.  Simco  succeeded  him  and  served  6 months.  Rev. 
J.  M.  Harris  was  the  next  pastor  under  whose  ad- 
ministration the  church  moved  to  Caldwell  and 
Chestnut  and  from  there  to  Hancock  and  Roselane, 
and  then  to  Third  between  Breckinridge  and  Ken- 
tucky— then  from  there  to  Lampton  St.  While  wor- 
shipping on  Third  Street  in  a carriage  shop,  they 
purchased  the  church  on  Lampton  Street  and  called 
it  Lampton  Street  Church.  In  1881,  Rev.  Harris  re- 
signed and  Rev.  C.  C.  Bates  was  called.  The  church's 
membership  increased  so  rapidly  it  became  neces- 
sary to  have  a larger  building;  therefore,  an  addi- 
tion was  made  to  the  church. 
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Again  in  1904,  the  membership  had  increased  to 
such  proportions  that  more  room  was  needed  and 
the  present  commodious  building,  on  Hancock  be- 
tween Madison  and  Chestnut  was  purchased  at  a 
cost  of  $9,000.00  and  the  name  changed  to  Lampton 
Baptist  Church.  In  1907,  the  building  was  dam- 
aged by  a storm.  There  was  no  tornado  insurance 
on  the  building,  but  by  December  of  the  same  year 
repairs  were  completed  at  a cost  of  $8,000.  Rev. 
Bate  pastored  successfully  until  his  death,  June  3, 
1914,  having  given  33  years  of  service  to  this  con- 
gregation, finishing  a brilliant  career  for  the  Lord. 
Rev.  J.  M.  Williams,  the  present  pastor,  was  called, 
December,  1914.  He  is  one  of  Lampton’s  own  sons. 
May  success  crown  his  labors. 


REV.  P.  H.  KENNEDY 

Rev.  P.  H.  Kennedy,  D.D.,  was  born  September 
1st,  1848,  in  Hardin  county,  Kentucky,  two  miles 
from  Elizabethtown,  Ky.  Was  converted  in  the 
year  1873,  and  was  baptized  in  the  fellowship  of  the 
First  Baptist  church  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Seales,  Clarks- 
ville, Tenn.,  and,  in  a way,  entered  the  ministry  at 
once — the  same  day.  His  fftst  call  was  to  the  Bap- 
tist church  at  Leitchfield,  Ky.,  jointly  with  the  Bap- 
tist church,  Greenville,  Ky.  He  was  next  appointed 
Missionary  for  the  First  District  Association  joint- 
ly with  the  then  State  Sunday  School  Convention. 

He  also  enjoyed  the  following  calls  and  appoint- 
ments but  did  not  serve:  Baptist  churches,  New- 

port, Ky.,  and  South  Carrollton ; Missionary  for  the 
what  is  known  now  as  the  Consolidated  Educational 
Association  at  Covington,  Ky.  He  afterward  ac- 
cepted an  appointment  as  State  Missionary.  Back 
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to  the  pastorate,  Poplar  Street  Baptist  church,  Pa- 
ducah, Ky. ; First  Baptist  church,  Henderson,  Ky. ; 
Morgan  Street  Baptist  church,  Boonville,  Mo. ; Cor- 
rinthian  Baptist  church,  Indianapolis,  Ind. 

Back  to  the  Missionary  work,  for  the  last  twenty- 
seven  years  he  has  served  the  State  of  Kentucky  as 
General  Missionary.  He  has  entered  upon  his  twen- 
ty-eighth  year's  service.  A systematic  history  of 
the  Missionary  work  can  be  had  by  getting  one  of 
Dr.  Kennedy's  late  charts. 


"N”  ST.  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Was  organized  in  1899,  in  the  Fifth  St.  Baptist 
Church.  The  following  ministers  have  pastored  in 

their  order:  Revs.  S.  Whallen, Jewell,  T.  J. 

Lewis,  Finis  Edmundson,  L.  A.  McIntyre,  Andrew 
Webber  and  the  present  pastor.  Rev.  Paul  C.  Cayce, 
D.D.  It  was  organized  with  five  members  and  num- 
bers now  200.  Rev.  Cayce  was  born  in  Christian 
county,  about  five  miles  from  Hopkinsville  on  the 
Richgrove  Farm,  owned  by  John  Clark.  He  began 
preaching  in  1896,  and  was  ordained,  1899,  in  the 
Church  Hill  Baptist  church,  where  he  pastored  two 
years.  He  has  pastored  th^  following  churches: 
Oak  Grove,  Madisonville;  St.  James,  Robards,  Ky. ; 
First  Baptist,  Mt.  Vernon,  111. ; Good  Shepherd  and 
“N"  Street  Louisville.  He  has  traveled  as  an  evan- 
gelist and  conducted  revivals  in  eleven  states.  Has 
added  to  different  churches  about  3,000  members. 


REV.  RUTHERFORD  HAYES  HUGHES. 

Born  at  Glasgow,  Ky.,  January  7,  1877.  Attend- 
ed the  public  school.  Carpenter  by  trade.  Or- 
dained, March  29,  1906,  at  Louisville.  Pastored  two 
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churches,  erected  one  and  baptized  150  persons. 
Rev.  Hughes  is  pastoring  Gethsemane  Baptist 
church,  which  church  he  organized,  May  3,  1910, 
with  nine  converts,  which  were  the  result  of  a re- 
vival meeting  conducted  by  Rev.  Hughes.  The 
present  site  was  purchased,  September  1,  1910,  and 
present  building  completed,  April,  1911.  Cleared 
from  all  debts,  September  1,  1912. 


REV.  WILLIAM  MATTHEW  JOHNSON,  D.D. 

Born  in  Shelby  County,  Ky.,  October  2,  1868. 
Attended  State  University.  Converted  in  1887; 
joined  Green  St.  Baptist  Church  and  was  baptized 
by  Dr.  D.  A.  Gaddie.  Licensed  to  preach  1893,  and 
ordained,  1894.  He  pastored  the  following:  St 

Luke  Baptist  Church,  Long  Run,  Ky.,  two  and  one- 
half  years;  St.  John  Baptist  Church,  now  known  as 
Antioch  Baptist  Church,  Louisville,  two  years ; re- 
ceived call  to  present  charge,  1898.  Purchased  new 
church  home  on  Chestnut  Street,  near  18th  St.,  1906. 
Entered  new  building  first  Sunday  in  May,  1907. 
Property  valued  at  $20,000.00.  He  has  baptized  960 
persons. 


NINTH  STREET^BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Of  which  Rev.  William  M.  Johnson  is  pastor, 
was  the  consolidation  of  two  bodies,  The  Shiloh 
Baptist  Church  and  another  small  body  in  1886. 
This  organization  purchased  property  on  Ninth  St., 
between  Broadway  and  Magazine  and  gave  itself  the 
name  “Ninth  Street  Baptist  Church.,,  The  follow- 
ing ministers  have  pastored  in  their  order:  Revs.

Received  the  follow- 
ing degrees:  A.B.,  A.M.,  S.T.B.,  S.T.D.,  D.D.,  LL.

CONSOLIDATED  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Lexington,  Ky.,  July  13,  1915. 

(A  brief  sketch  of  the  history  of  Consolidated  Bap- 
tist Church,  Lexington,  Kentucky.) 

In  the  year  of  1885,  a branch  or  small  body  of 
members  from  the  First  Baptist  Church,  Lexington, 
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under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  S.  P.  Young,  with  a 
council  organized  that  was  known  as  the  “ROSE 
STREET  CHURCH.”  But,  seven  years  later,  the 
Rose  Street  Church  had  a split  and  in  the  year  of 
1892  the  split  from  the  Rose  Street  Church  was  or- 
ganized by  Rev.  Alfred  Britton  and  called  the  Mace- 
donia Baptist  Church.  This  body  located  on  Wins- 
low street,  near  South  Limestone  street. 

Four  years  later,  in  1896,  the  Rose  Street  and 
Macedonia  Churches  met  together  and  agreed  to 
consolidate.  Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Joseph 
Hopewell  they  chose,  after  the  consolidation,  to  be 
named  after  the  Consolidated  District  Educational 
Association,  hence  the  present  “Consolidated  Bap- 
tist Church,”  located  on  Winslow  street,  near  South 
Limestone  street,  and  after  a few  years'  rapid  growth 
the  Rev.  Robert  Jackson  took  charge  of  the  pastor- 
ate and  led  them  to  great  success,  for  it  was  un- 
der his  nastoral  care  and  labor  that  they  bought  and 
paid  for  the  valuable  piece  of  property  which  they 
now  own. 


At  present  this  church  ranks  foremost  with  the 
Baptist  churches  of  the  city,  having  a membership 
of  about  four  hundred  (400.)  s

under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  T.  W.  H.  Gibson.

The  old  lot  was  sold  on  the  North  side 
of  Lytle  St.  A lot  on  the  South  side  of  Lytle  was 
bought,  170  feet  front,  where  the  old  church  was 
moved,  looking  forward  to  building  a new  brick 
church  some  day.

Baptist  Church.  Pastored  six  churches,  bought 
one,  and  baptized  about  1,500  persons.  The  Bear- 
grass  Church,  Louisville,  of  which  Rev.  Ward  is 
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pastor,  was  organized  in  1880,  by  Rev.  E.  P.  Marrs, 
D.D.,  who  served  this  congregation  for  thirty  years. 
The  church  has  had  only  two  pastors.  After  Rev. 
Marrs'  death,  Rev.  Ward  was  called  to  this  church 
and  has  been  serving  four  years.  The  church  is  in 
good  condition,  and  150  have  been  added  by  baptism 
since  Rev.  Ward  has  been  pastoring. 


MR.  H.  E.  HALL 

President  Mammoth  Life  and  Accident  Ins.  Co. 

Was  born  in  Henderson,  Ky.  He  received  his 
preliminary  education  in  the  public  school  in  Hen- 
derson, after  which  he  attended  the  Hampton  Nor- 
mal Institute  of  Hampton,  Va.  He  taught  school 
in  the  county  of  Henderson  three  years,  and  in  early 
manhood  showed  a decided  business  acumen.  He 
gave  up  teaching  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  agen- 
cy for  the  Benevolent  Insurance  Co.,  of  Virginia, 
which  company  made  him  manager  of  the  business 
in  Kentucky.  His  success  manifested  unmistakable 
signs  of  his  becoming  a leader  for  the  Negro  race 
in  the  insurance  field.  His  business  sagacity  as 
President  and  Manager  of  the  Benevolent  organiza- 
tion brought  about  a consolidation  of  the  Atlanta 
Mutual.  As  before,  the  business  of  the  Consolidated 
companies  continued  to  grow  and  prosper  under  his 
direction,  until  Kentucky  was  the  best  State  in 
which  the  Atlanta  Mutual  was  operated.  When  the 
business  of  the  Atlanta  Mutual  in  Kentucky  was 
taken  over  by  the  Standard  Life  Insurance  Co.,  he 
still  remained  in  charge  of  the  three  departments, 
Ordinary,  Industrial  Life,  and  Health  and  Accident 
departments  of  the  Standard  Life.  After  the  Acci- 
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dent  department  was  forced  to  withdraw  from  Ken- 
tucky, he  immediately  began  to  organize  the  present 
home  company,  The  Mammoth  Life  and  Accident 
Insurance  Company,  which  is  destined  to  be  one  of 
the  greatest  Negro  companies  in  the  country. 


HISTORY  OF  THE  FIRST  COLORED  BAP- 
TIST CHURCH,  OF  LEXINGTON,  KY. 

Organized  in  1791. 

BROTHER  CAPTAIN,  ITS  FOUNDER. 

(By  A.  C.  Quisenberry.) 

The  first  independent  colored  Baptist  Church 
ever  organized  in  Kentucky  was  what  is  now  called 
the  “First  Colored  Baptist  Church,”  situated  at  the 
corner  of  Short  and  Deweese  Streets,  in  Lexington, 
Ky.  The  exact  date  of  its  organization  is  not  known, 
as  the  church  kept  no  records  in  its  early  years,  but 
it  was  probably  instituted,  in  an  irregular  way, 
about  the  year  1790.  It  was  gathered  by  a colored 
man  who  had  no  other  name  than  “Captain,”  and 
who  was  known  to  everybody  white  and  colored,  as 
“Brother  Captain,”  or  “Old  Captain.” 

Brother  Captain  was  born  in  Carolina  County, 
Virginia,  in  1733,  the  slave  of  a gentleman  named 
Durrett.  In  1758  he  was  converted,  baptized  and  re- 
ceived into  membership  of  a white  Baptist  Church 
near  his  home,  and  he  immediately  began  to  exhort 
among  the  people  of  his  own  race  from  house  to 
house.  He  was  taken  to  Kentucky  as  a slave  in 
1785,  and  was  one  of  the  “Charter  Members”  of  a 
small  white  Baptist  Church  which  was  constituted 
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as  “Head  of  Boone’s  Creek  Church,”  in  Fayette 
County.  A few  years  later  this  little  church  dis- 
solved, and  then  Brother  Captain  hired  the  time  of 
himself  and  his  wife  from  his  owner  and  settled  in 
Lexington. 

Mr.  John  Maxwell,  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Lex- 
ington, gave  Brother  Captain  a building  site,  helped 
him  to  erect  a cabin  upon  it,  and  was  his  kind  and 
generous  friend  as  long  as  they  both  did  live. 
Brother  Captain  immediately  began  to  hold  meet- 
ings in  his  little  house,  and  soon  had  made  quite  a 
number  of  converts.  These  desired  to  be  baptized 
by  him,  but  he  at  first  declined  to  perform  the  rite, 
because  he  had  not  been  ordained  as  a minister  of 
the  gospel ; but  he  finally  went  to  a meeting  of  the 
South  Kentucky  Baptist  Association,  accompanied 
by  fifty  of  his  converts,  and  applied  for  ordination. 
“The  fathers  and  brethren,  after  having  taken  the 
matter  into  consideration,  did  not  consider  it  proper 
to  ordain  him  in  form ; but,  being  fully  informed  of 
his  character  and  labors,  they  gave  him  the  right 
hand  of  Christian  affection,  and  directed  him  to  go 
on  in  the  name  of  their  common  ‘Master/  ” 

The  giving  him  the  right  hand  of  fellowship  and 
directing  him  to  go  on  in  the  name  of  the  Master 
was  considered  by  Brother  Captain  as  a sufficient 
ordination ; or,  at  least,  as  sufficient  as  one  could  be 
given  to  a colored  man  at  that  time ; so  he  began  to 
examine  such  penitents  as  applied  to  him,  and,  if 
satisfied  of  their  conversion,  he  baptized  them.  It 
is  not  known  that  he  was  ever  regularly  ordained. 
These  converts  were  constituted  into  the  first  col- 
ored Church  that  was  ever  organized  in  Kentucky. 
They  met  at  first,  and  for  some  years,  from  house 
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to  house,  and  had  no  regular  Church  building  in 
which  to  meet  until  1801  when  they  erected  one 
in  Lexington. 

Although  Brother  Captain  appears  to  have  con- 
sidered that  he  was  sufficiently  ordained,  it  seems 
that  his  white  brethren  did  not  think  so,  for  the 
South  Kentucky  Baptist  Association,  at  its  meeting, 
held  in  1801,  passed  the  following  order  : “Brother 
Captain,  a black  man,  who  was  a member  of  our 
Society,  and  who  is  now  preaching  and  baptizing 
without  having  been  ordained,  is  advised  to  join 
some  convenient  Church,  together  with  those  he  has 
baptized/' 

He  continued  to  watch  over  the  Church  he  had 
gathered — “The  First  African  Baptist  Church,"  of 
Lexington — and  to  labor  in  the  gospel  until  his 
strength  failed.  He  died  in  his  little  cabin,  near  Lex- 
ington, in  the  summer  of  1823,  at  the  ripe  old  age  of; 
ninety  years.  As  the  first  colored  man  who  ever 
labored  as  a minister  of  the  Gospel  in  Kentucky,  the;; 
colored  people  of  the  State,  regardless  of  creed,  or 
denomination,  owe  to  themselves  and  to  him  to  erect 
in  Lexington  a monument  to  his  memory,  even 
though  it  be  not  a costly  one. 

Brother  Captain  built  the  First  African  Baptist 
Church  up  to  a membership  of  more  than  three 
hundred.  After  his  death  he  was  succeeded  in  the 
pastorate  by  Rev.  London  Ferrill,  a remarkable  col-; 
ored  man,  who  took  regular  charge  of  the  Church/ 
in  1824,  and  served  it  until  his  death  in  1854.  Un- 
der his  care  its  membership  increased  to  more  than 
eighteen  hundred,  making  it  the  largest  Church  con- 
gregation in  Kentucky. 

London  Ferrill  was  born  a slave  in  Hanover  Co., 
Virginia,  about  1789,  and  he  was  the  grandson  of

an  African  King.  Although  he  was  without  scho- 
lastic training,  yet  Rev.  William  Pratt  said  of  him: 
“He  had  the  manner  and  authority  of  command,  and 
was  the  most  thorough  disciplinarian  I ever  saw.  He 
was  respected  by  the  whole  white  population  of 
Lexington,  and  his  influence  was  more  potent  to 
keep  order  among  the  blacks  than  the  police  force 
of  the ’City.”  He  was  in  every  way  a very  remark- 
able man,  who  is,  no  doubt,  well  remembered  by 
many  of  the  older  people  of  Lexington. 

Rev.  Frederick  Braxton  succeeded  the  Rev.  Lon- 
don Ferrill.  He  served  the  church  for  about  nine 
years.  Many  of  these  years,  peace  and  prosperity 
attended  the  church,  but  his  administration  ultimate- 
ly resulted  in  the  organization  of  the  Main  Street 
Baptist  Church. 

After  him  came  Rev.  James  Monroe  of  Frank- 
fort, Ky.,  who  served  this  people  about  eleven  years, 
baptizing  a large  number  into  the  fellowship  of  the 
church,  of  whom  many  are  now  living  rendering 
great  service  to  the  kingdom  of  God. 

He  died  full  of  good  works,  honored  and  beloved. 
Then  the  church  called  Rev.  J.  F.  Thomas  of  Bowl- 
ing Green,  Ky.,  who  labored  faithfully  in  word  and 
doctrine  for  about  five  years.  The  church  grew  very 
signally  under  his  pastorate,  and  many  speak  of  the 
work  of  those  days. 

After  his  retirement  came  Dr.  Wm.  J.  Simmons, 
who  served  the  church  one  year,  after  which  he  was 
elected  president  of  the  State  University,  at  Louis- 
ville, Ky.  During  his  administration  the  church  took 
on  new  life  in  many  respects,  to  the  gratification  of 
the  membership. 

Then  came  Rev.  S.  P.  Young,  D.D.,  who  served 
the  church  for  twenty  odd  years;  many,  under  his 
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preaching,  were  brought  to  Christ,  and  stand  today 
as  monuments  in  the  church  of  Jesus  Christ. 

On  his  resignation,  the  church  called  Rev.  S.  E. 
Smith,  D.D.,  of  Owensboro,  Ky.,  who  repaired  the 
church  and  otherwise  improved  it  in  many  ways. 
He  was  honored  and  beloved  by  a large  number  of 
many  of  the  strongest  members  of  the  church. 

Following  him  came  Rev.  J.  W.  Hawkins,  D.D., 
of  Paducah,  Ky.,  who  lived  only  a short  time,  but 
did  a splendid  work  for  the  Master  during  that  time. 

Then  came  Rev.  W.  Augustus  Jones,  D.D.,  of 
Louisville,  Ky.,  who  after  serving  the  church  ac- 
ceptably for  nearly  six  years,  resigned  to  take  charge 
of  the  Mt.  Zion  Baptist  church,  Knoxville,  Tenn. 

The  church  then  extended  a call  to  Rev.  Robert 
Mitchell,  A.M.,  D.D.,  of  Bowling  Green,  Ky.,  who  is 
doing  a grand  work  for  the  old  First  Baptist  Church.; 


CALVARY  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  LOUISVILLE, 

KENTUCKY. 


“The  Calvary  Baptist  Church,  near  York  on  Fifth 
street,  is  built  on  a lot  deeded,  May  7,  1833,  deed 
book  KK.,  pp.  33,  37,  by  Benjamin  Stansberry,  Lou- 
isville, Ky.,  to  Henry  Smith  (a  free  man  of  color), 
in  consideration  of  grantor's  good  opinion  of  said 
Henry's  piety  and  usefulness  as  a Baptist  preacher, 
and  one  dollar  cash ; and  the  better  to  enable  said 
Henry  to  devote  a sufficient  portion  of  his  time  from 
his  domestic  labors  to  the  preaching  of  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  to  his  black  brethren,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a house  of  worship  for  the  regu- 
lar Negro  Baptist  association. 
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“The  purpose  of  helping  said  Smith  and  securing 
a church  for  the  regular  Negro  Baptist  association 
at  the  same  time,  was  carried  out  by  said  Smith  in 
consideration  of  $150.00  cash  paid  him,  deeding  said 
ground,  August  1,  1834,  to  Benjamin  Duke,  the  elder 
and  Jere  Sample,  free  persons  of  color,  to  have  and 
hold  as  trustees  for  Baptist  congregation  of  persons 
of  color  in  and  near  the  city  of  Louisville,  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a church  thereon.” 

Calvary  is  the  “Mother  Church  Lot.”  The  Fifth 
Street  Baptist  Church  worshipped  on  this  spot  till 
1845,  when  they  moved  to  their  present  site. 

The  members  refusing  to  leave  the  old  spot  in 
1845  were  known  as  the  York  Street  Baptist  Church. 
They  were  pastored  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Taylor  until  his 
death  in  1882.  During  the  end  of  his  pastorate  the 
Zion  Church  was  organized  by  members  who  with- 
drew from  York  Street  Church.  Under  Dr.  C.  S. 
Dinkins  the  York  Street  Church  was  dissolved  in 
1883. 

On  Thursday  night,  October  11,  1883,  at  the 
Fifth  Street  Baptist  Church,  at  8 :oo  o'clock, 
the  members  of  the  York  Street  Baptist  Church, 
having  called  a Council,  met  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
organization. After  the  Moderator  of  the  Council, 
Dr.  T.  T.  Eaton,  declared  the  meeting  organized  for 
business,  a motion  was  then  made  that  letters  of 
dismission  be  granted  all  the  members  of  York 
Street  Baptist  Church.  It  was  unanimously  carried. 
On  motion,  it  was  unanimously  voted  that  the  York 
Street  Baptist  Church  disband.  One  hundred  and 
eleven  members  then  expressed  their  willingness  to 
go  into  the  new  organization.  It  was  then  voted  that 
the  new  organization  adopt  the  name  of  Calvary 
Baptist  Church.  Rev.  C.  S.  Dinkins,  A.B.,  was 
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unanimously  called  as  pastor.  Ben  Burbridge,  War- 
field  Carpenter,  Henry  Prior,  Elias  Palmer,  and 
Charles  Smith,  were  elected  as  Deacons;  E.  J.  Jack- 
son,  Clerk;  Chas.  Smith, Treasurer ; Tobie  Bostic, 
Wm.  Starrs,  Steven  Williamson,  Israel  Smith,  and 
John  Parris,  Trustees.  The  Council  then  voted  to 
recognize  the  organization  as  a regularly  organized 
Baptist  Church. 

The  following  were  among  the  members  of  the 
Council:  Dr.  T.  T.  Eaton,  Dr.  Wm.  J.  Simmons, 
Rev.  Jas.  H.  Wright,  Rev.  C.  H.  Parrish,  Rev.  J.  W. 
Smith,  Rev.  A.  Heath,  Brethren  L.  P.  Garrett,  S. 
Wells,  Henry  Wilson. 

At  the  time  of  the  organization  the  property  at 
the  corner  of  Fifth  and  York  streets  was  in  debt 
$5,200,  and  the  membership  was  hi.  Elder  C.  S. 
Dinkins'  resignation  took  effect,  September  27,  1885, 
Rev.  C.  H.  Parrish  was  called  and  took  charge  of 
the  pastorate,  September  27,  1885,  the  same  night. 

The  church  now  owns  the  valuable  property  on 
the  north  and  south  side  of  it,  and  Mission  property 
at  28th  and  Walnut.  Membership,  1,304.  Valua- 
tion of  property,  $37,000.

Was  ordained,  January,  1870,  by  the  late  Rev.  R. 
Lee.  He  established  the  Pilgrim  Baptist  Church, 
Midway,  Ky.,  second  Sunday  in  May,  1871,  with 
sixteen  members,  most  of  them  being  from  the  Old 
Big  Spring  Baptist  Church.  He  has  pastored  con- 
tinuously ever  since  the  organization.  Membership, 
over  900.  The  church  has  licensed  and  ordained 
twelve  ministers  of  the  Gospel. 


REV.  J.  L.  PERRIN,  GREENVILLE,  TEXAS, 

Was  converted  47  years  ago  and  baptized  by  Rev* 
C.  C.  Clark  at  Shelbyville,  Ky.  Rev.  Perrin  is  now 
pastoring  at  Howland,  Texas,  where  he  is  meeting 
with  great  success.

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THE  RIVER  JORDAN  AS  SEEN  IN  PICTURE 

The  River  of  Jordan  is  the  most  sacred  river  in 
the  world.  From  a mountain  beyond  the  Jordan 
Moses  viewed  the  Promised  Land. 

“On  Jordan's  stormy  banks  I stand, 

And  cast  a wistful  eve 
To  Canaan's  fair  and  happy  land, 

Where  my  possessions  lie." 

Its  waters  were  miraculously  divided  by  Joshua  f 
for  the  passage  of  the  Jews  en  route  from  Egypt  to 
the  land  of  Canaan.  Elisha  smote  it  with  the  mantle 
of  Elijah  and  its  waters  were  again  divided.  John 
baptized  our  savior  in  the  River  of  Jordan.  Much  f 
has  been  said  about  its  depth.  We  stood  in  this 
sacred  stream  near  enough  to  the  banks  to  hold  to 
a bough  of  a tree.  At  this  point  it  was  breast  deep.  § 
It  was  near  the  spot  where  Christ  was  baptized. 
There  is  water  deep  enough  the  year  round  to  bury 
a man.  Indeed  the  Jordan  is  said  to  be  the  only  | 
river  of  Judea  that  continues  to  flow  the  year  round. 

The  river  of  Jordan  is  the  principal  river  in  Pales-  | 
tine.  It  rises  at  the  foot  of  Mt.  Lebanon.  Fifteen 
miles  south  it  expands  into  the  marshy  lake  Merom.  | 
Twelve  miles  from  Meropi  it  passes  through  the  sea  | 
of  Tiberias  in  a current  by  itself  (here  it  is  120  feet  § 
wide  fordable  by  horses)  thence  it  rushes  on  with 
great  rapidity  and  empties  into  the  Dead  Sea.  The 
whole  course  is  about  160  miles  but  in  a direct  line 
does  not  exceed  90  or  100  miles.  It  is  about  60  feet 
wide  and  about  7 feet  deep  near  Jericho  where  the 
Israelites  are  supposed  to*  have  crossed.  The  waters 
of  the  Jordan  are  turbid,  but  when  drawn  off  become 
clear  and  bright,  pleasant  to  the  taste  and  remark- 
able for  the  length  of  time  during  which  they  will 
retain  their  freshness.

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HISTORY  OF  FIFTH  STREET  BAPTIST, 
LOUISVILLE,  KY. 

In  the  days  of  slavery,  in  most  communities  of 
the  South  where  colored  people  were  Baptists,  they 
belonged  to  the  white  Baptist  churches.  This  was  the 
case  with  the  members  of  the  Fifth  Street  Baptist 
Church,  who  were  established  as  a separate  colony 
in  1829,  from  the  first  white  Baptist  church.  They 
first  worshipped  in  a building  on  Market  Street  near 
Eighth,  then  moved  to  Fifth  and  York,  occupying 
a piece  of  property  which  was  given  them  by  a 
white  friend  by  the  name  of  Benjamin  Stansbury. 
Upon  this  lot  the  congregation  erected  a building 
which  it  occupied  until  1845,  when  the  present  lot 
on  Fifth,  between  Walnut  and  Chestnut  was  pur- 
chased from  the  White  Christian  Church  for  five 
thousand  dollars.  It  was  then  a one-story  building, 
and  the  present  auditorium  was  built  by  this  con- 
gregation. In  the  86  years  of  the  history  of  this 
church  there  have  been  only  three  pastors:  Rev. 

Henry  Adams,  from  1829  to  1872;  Rev.  Andrew 
Heath,  1872-1886;  Rev.  J.  H.  Frank  from  1886  to 
the  present  time.  This  is  the  mother  church  of  the 
Baptists  of  this  city,  and  all  of  the  present  churches, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  have  gone  out  from  this 
congregation.  This  church  is  also  regarded  as  the 
leading  church  in  denominational  work  in  the  State, 
and  has  also  given  liberally  to  the  missionary,  educa- 
tional and  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  denomina- 
tion. Its  present  membership  is  about  2,015,  and  its 
Sunday  School,  Choir  and  other  church  auxiliaries 
rank  with  the  best  in  the  State.  This  congregation 
has  recently  bought  a lot  extending  through  to 
Centre  Street  which  at  some  time  may  be  used  for 
the  enlargement  of  the  present  building  or  the  erec- 
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tion  of  a new  one.  Nearly  all  the  State  organiza- 
tions have  been  organized  in  this  church  at  intervals 
from  1865  UP  ^e  present  time,  and  while  the 
Baptists  of  Kentucky  are  pioneers  in  organized  ef- 
forts, this  church  may  also  be  regarded  as  the  pio- 
neer in  the  forming  of  these  organizations.  Its 
pastors  have  been  leaders  in  all  denominational  en- 
terprises, and  their  long  pastorates  and  upright  lives 
have  given  them  and  the  church  prominence  and 
distinction  in  the  community. 


“ZION  BAPTIST  CHURCH,  PARIS,  KY. 

Zion  Baptist  Church  is  a branch  from  the  African 
Baptist  Church  of  the  same  city.  During  the  pas- 
torate of  the  Rev.  Elisha  Green,  a part  of  the  mem- 
bers became  dissatisfied  because  of  the  fact  that  he 
spent  only  two  Sundays  in  a month  with  the  African 
church  at  Paris,  and  the  other  two  with  the  Bethel 
church  at  Maysville. 

A committee  waited  upon  Rev.  Green  and  em- 
phasized the  fact  that  the  time  had  come  when  the 
African  Baptist  church  should  hold  services  every 
Sunday,  and  that  it  was  to  the  interest  of  the  church 
that  he  resign  the  African  or  the  Bethel  church. 
This,  Rev.  Green  refused  to  do.  That  part  of  the 
church  which  was  dissatisfied  with  the  “Two  Sun- 
day Service”  asked  that  they  be  organized  into  a sep- 
arate organization. 

Rev.  Green  and  the  other  part  of  the  church  con- 
sented to  this  and  in  the  summer  of  1884  (?),  Rev. 
Elisha  Green  and  Rev.  M.  M.  Bell  organized  the 
church,  in  Marble  Hall  on  Main  Street. 

A young  man  by  the  name  of  W.  R.  Davis,  who 
had  been  assisting  Rev.  Green,  became  the  first  pas- 
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tor.  A short  time  afterwards  Rev.  W.  R.  Christian 
was  called  as  the  pastor.  He  purchased  the  ground 
where  the  present  building  stands  and  built  a little 
frame  building  on  the  rear  end  of  it.  Rev.  J.  W. 
Hawkins  was  the  next  pastor.  He  laid  the  founda- 
tion of  the  present  church.  The  foundation  stood  for 
about  ten  years  before  the  building  was  actually 
begun  by  Rev.  H.  Nutter.  He  put  up  the  building, 
seated  it  and  dedicated  it  in  1900.  Between  Revs. 
Hawkins  and  Nutter,  Revs.  Whimley  and  J.  F.  K. 
Moreland  held  pastorates.  Rev.  Nutter  accepted  a 
call  to  the  church  at  Newport,  Ky..  Rev.  A.  L.  Caul- 
der  was  called  to  Zion,  but  he  remained  only  a short 
while  and  Rev.  Nutter  was  re-called.  In  1912,  Rev. 
Nutter  accepted  a call  to  the  Macedonia  Bap- 
tist church,  Cynthiana,  and  Rev.  T.  J.  Smith,  of  Ver- 
sailles, succeeded  him  as  pastor. 


THE  PILGRIM  BAPTIST  CHURCH 

Of  Middletown,  Ky.,  was  organized,  June  4,  1905, 
with  eight  members.  Rev.  H.  A.  Scott,  the  present 
pastor,  was  called  to  this  charge,  May  4,  1913.  He 
found  the  church  in  a poor  condition.  He  has  awak- 
ened the  spiritual  and  financial  interests  of  the 
church  and  added  about  21  to  its  membership.  Rev. 
Scott  was  bom  in  Henry  county,  Ky.,  and  attended 
the  common  schools  of  the  county  and  State  Univer- 
sity, Louisville,  Ky. 


REV.  ROBERT  MITCHELL,  A.  M.  D.  D. 

Born  in  Fulton  county,  Ky.  Attended  common 
schools  and  Rust  University,  Holly  Springs,  Miss- 
issippi. Converted,  1874,  Ordained,  1882.  Pastor- 
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ed  six  churches,  erected  one  and  baptized  1577  per- 
sons. Has  written  in  pamphlet  form,  “Moderator's 
Annual  Address."  He  is  pastoring  First  Baptist 
Church,  Lexington,  which  was  organized,  1791. 
The  following  positions  of  honor  and  trust  have  been 
filled  by  him : Assistant  Moderator  General  Asso- 
ciation, two  years;  Trustee  State  University,  Pres- 
ident State  Teacher's  Association,  Moderator  Gen- 
eral Association,  four  years;  Auditor  National  Bap- 
tist Convention,  fourteen  years. 


REV.  C.  H.  PARRISH,  D.D.,  F.  R.  G.  S. 

Was  born  a slave  on  the  plantation  of  Beverly 
A.  Hicks,  Lexington.  Fayette  county,  Ky.,  April  18, 
1859.  Converted  when  ten  years  of  age  and  bap- 
tized by  Rev.  James  Monroe,  pastor  First  Baptist 
Church,  Lexington.  Was  the  first  valedictorian 
from  the  college  department  of  State  University, 
1886.  Taught  in  said  Institution  as  professor  of 
Greek  and  acted  as  secretary  and  treasurer  in  con- 
junction with  Rev.  Wm.  J.  Simmons,  who  founded 
the  Eckstein  Institute  in  1890,  where  he  remained 
as  its  President  for  22  years,  at  which  time  Eckstein 
was  connected  with  Lincoln  Institute  where  he  is 
now  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Received 
the  degrees  of  A.B.,  A.M.,  and  D.D.,  from  State 
University ; LL.D.,  from  Central  Law  School ; F.  R. 
G.  S.,  from  the  Royal  Geographical  Society,  London, 
England.  Traveled  in  the  Holy  Land,  Oriental  Pil- 
grim in  River  Jordan,  April  13,  1904.  Delegate  to 
Baptist  World's  Congress,  1904.  Messenger  to 
World's  Sunday  School  Convention,  Jerusalem,  1904. 
Preached  in  seventeen  towns  in  Germany  under  Rev. 
Karl  Mascher,  Inspector  of  German  Missions:  six 
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hundred  converts.  Messenger  to  the  Baptists  of  Ja- 
maica, 1915.  Baptized  in  the  Carribean  Sea.  Bap- 
tized in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  1912.  Superintendent 
Kentucky  Home  Society  for  Colored  Children.  Pres- 
ident of  Citizens’  National  Hospital,  Vice-President 
of  the  Mammoth  Life  and  Accident  Insurance  Co., 
and  has  been  pastoring  Calvary  Baptist  Church, 
Louisville,  for  thirty  years.  He  has  baptized  ap- 
proximately 1,500  persons;  married  160  couples; 
preached  548  funerals ; delivered  many  thousand  lec- 
tures and  addresses  and  preached  over  3,000  ser- 
mons. He  preached  the  fiftieth  Jubilee  Sermon  at 
the  National  Baptist  Convention  at  Nashville,  Tenn., 
of  which  Dr.  J.  M.  Frost,  D.D.,  said — “It  was  a most 
fitting  crown  of  the  fifty  years  of  remarkable  pro- 
gress by  the  colored  people.”  He  wrote  the  follow- 
ing: “What  Baptists  Believe,”  “God  and  His  Peo- 
ple,” “The  Gospel  in  the  Adjustment  of  Race  Differ- 
ences,” “Oriental  Light  or  Travels  in  the  Holy 
Land”  which  is  ready  for  publication,  and  several 
tracts  and  sermons.  On  January  26,  1898,  Dr.  Par- 
rish and  Miss  Mary  V.  Cook,  Bowling  Green,  Ky., 
were  united  in  marriage ; to  which  happy  union,  one 
child,  Charles  Henry  Parrish,  Jr.,  was  born.  Dr. 
Parrish  is  Moderator  of  the  General  Association  of 
over  80,000  colored  Baptists  of  Kentucky.  Rev.  Par- 
rish was  elected  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Lynch- 
burg Baptist  University,  Lynchburg,  Va.,  1907,  at 
a salary  of  $2,000  a year.

REV.  W.  BURTON  WOOD 

Born  near  Glasgow,  in  Barren  Co.,  Ky.  Attend- 
ed the  Glasgow  N.  and  T.  Institute  and  State  Uni- 
versity, Louisville.  Converted,  1882.  Baptized  by 
Rev.  Tolbert  Rogers.  Ordained,  September,  1898. 
Pastored  two  churches;  erected  one,  and  baptized 
250  persons.  His  first  charge  was  at  Elizabethtown, 
where  he  served  successfully  until  called  to  his  pres- 
ent charge  at  Somerset.  The  First  Baptist  Church, 
Somerset,  of  which  Rev.  W.  B.  Wood  is  pastor,  was 
organized  in  1867,  by  John  O.  Sullivan,  Buck  Taylor 
and  Fox  Richardson.  They  organized  in  the  White 
Baptist  Church.  Their  first  meeting  was  held  in  the 
Court  House,  then  in  the  Masonic  Building,  and 
later  in  a little  box  house  that  had  been  used  as  a 
stable  which  was  converted  into  a church  house.  A 
splendid  frame  edifice  was  built,  but  in  1913  was 
completely  destroyed  by  a storm.  In  its  place  a 
handsome  modern  concrete  edifice  has  been  erected 
at  a cost  of  $10,000.  Rev.  Wood  has  also  taught 
in  the  state  schools  since  1B89.  He  is  now  Principal 
of  the  City  School  at  Somerset,  Moderator  South 
District  Association  and  State  Chief  of  I.  O.  of  G.  S. 
and  D.  S. 


REV.  ALFRED  W.  HARRIS,  D.D. 

Born  at  White  Sulphur,  Scott  County,  Ky.,  Jan- 
uary 30,  1862.  Converted,  1879,  and  was  baptized 
by  Rev.  C.  C.  Bates  in  the  first  baptism  after  his  or- 
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dination.  He  served  the  White  Sulphur  Baptist 
Church,  which  he  joined,  as  clerk  and  prayer  meet- 
ing leader  for  years.  He  transferred  his  member- 
ship from  the  above  church  and  joined  the  Pilgrim 
Baptist  Church  at  Midway,  Woodford,  County,  Ky., 
under  the  pastorate  of  Rev.  J.  K.  Polk.  Licensed  to 
preach,  May  8,  1886,  and  ordained,  April  26,  1893. 
He  has  pastored  the  following  churches:  Harrods 
Creek,  Green  Hill,  Frankfort;  Nebular,  White  Sul- 
phur;; First,  Stamping  Ground;  Houston,  Muir,  and 
is  now  pastoring  Mt.  Pisgah  Baptist  Church,  North 
Fork,  Mason  County,  Ky.  This  church  was  organ- 
ized, 1877,  by  Rev.  L.  C.  Natas.  1910,  the  building 
was  burned  to  the  ground.  Rev.  Harris  has  suc- 
ceeded in  erecting  another  beautiful  modern  struc- 
ture. He  has  been  for  years  the  secretary  of  the 
Howard's  Creek  Educational  District  Association 
and  Convention.  The  National  Correspondence 
School  conferred  upon  him  the  title  of  D.D.,  May 
2,  1904. 


WILLIAM  H.  STEWARD,  A.M.,  LOUISVILLE, 

KENTUCKY. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  born  in  Branden- 
burg, Ky.,  July  26,  1847,  and  was  brought  to  Louis- 
ville, when  quite  a lad.  He  had  the  advantage  of  the 
private  schools  as  was  allowed  in  this  city  in  slave 
days  and  was  regarded  as  a good  scholar.  He  pro- 
fessed religion  when  a young  man  and  connected 
himself  wih  the  Fifth  Street  Baptist  Church.  He 
took  a lively  interest  in  religious  affairs  and  has  been 
connected  with  the  Sunday  School  and  choir  of  the 
church,  even  before  he  made  the  good  confession. 
He  has  been  a deacon  and  trustee  for  many  years. 
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He  has  the  reputation  of  being  an  excellent  secretary 
and  as  a consequence  is  almost  without  exception 
elected  to  that  position. 

He  was  secretary  of  the  old  State  Sunday  School 
Convention.  When  the  National  Baptist  Conven- 
tion was  organized,  he  was  its  efficient  secretary  for 
many  years,  until  he  retired  of  his  choice.  He  served 
as  Assistant  Secretary  and  Statistical  Secretary  of 
the  General  Association  until  he  was  elected  Secre- 
tary in  1877,  and  has  been  elected  every  year  since. 
As  leader  of  the  choir  and  Superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  School  he  is  popular  with  the  young  people 
and  is  known  as  the  young  people's  friend.  When  he 
went  to  the  World's  Baptist  Congress  in  London, 
some  years  ago  the  young  people  raised  a fund  for 
that  purpose  and  paid  every  expense  of  the  trip.  He 
is  editor  of  the  American  Baptist,  the  oldest  de- 
nominational paper  among  Baptists,  and  he  is  re- 
garded as  being  the  best  informed  layman  in  the 
country.  He  takes  a lively  interest  in  fraternal  and 
public  affairs  and  has  filled  many  prominent  posi- 
tions, having  served  two  terms  as  Grand  Master  of 
Masons  of  Kentucky.  His  home  is  known  as  one  of 
the  most  beautiful  homes  in  the  State  and  he  has 
a most  interesting  family.  To  meet  an  exigency  in 
1875,  he  was  elected  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  State  University  and  he  has  remained 
in  that  position  constantly  since  then  and  has  made 
an  enviable  record  for  accuracy  and  efficiency  in 
that  important  office.  It  is  said  that  he  knows  more 
people  personally  than  any  man  in  the  State  and  has 
a very  large  circle  of  personal  friends.  Shaw  Uni- 
versity, Releigh,  N.  C.,  some  years  ago  conferred 
upon  him  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts.

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REV.  JOHN  H.  FRANK,  D.D.,  M.D. 

As  pastor  of  one  of  the  most  prominent  and  the 
oldest  Baptist  church  of  the  metropolis  of  the  State 
he  would  naturally  be  considered  a leading  pastor, 
but  aside  from  this  he  is  a preacher  of  great  power 
and  ability.  He  is  also  a Doctor  of  Medicine  and  is 
recognized  as  a leader  in  that  profession.  During 
his  pastorate  of  twenty-eight  years  of  the  Fifth  St. 
Baptist  Church,  he  has  made  an  excellent  record, 
has  a.  warm  place  in  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  that 
congregation  as  well  as  the  people  of  the  commun- 
ity. He  has  been  Moderator  of  the  General  Associa- 
tion of  Colored  Baptists  of  Kentucky,  and  during 
that  time  made  a new  standard  for  the  denomination 
financially  and  broke  all  previous  records  in  that  di- 
rection. The  denominational  work  was  freed  from 
debt  and  it  took  on  new  interest.  As  chairman  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  National  Baptist 
Convention  he  showed  unusual  ability  and  attain- 
ed his  greatest  prominence.  Above  all  things  he 
believes  in  the  work  of  Missions  and  never  lets  an 
opportunity  slip  to  emphasize  the  importance  of 
saving  souls  as  the  work  of  the  church.  He  has  one 
of  the  best  homes  in  the  city  and  has  an  interesting 
family.

The  State  of  the  Country  and  the  Needs  of  the  Race. 

"And  hath  made  of  one  blood  all  nations  to  dwell 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth." — Acts  17:26. 

Evidently  the  word  "Country"  signifies  the 
American  people,  their  association,  organization, 
civil  government,  their  ordinary  and  common  place 
of  abode,  their  principles  and  policies.  "Needs  of 
the  Race"  are  words  designed  to  rivet  the  attention 
upon  the  condition  of  the  Colored  people  of  America, 
touching  their  lack  of  what  is  necessary  or  desir- 
able ; their  poverty,  their  ignorance,  their  industrial, 
political,  civil,  moral  and  religious  status.  Your 
committee  judges  that  the  aim  and  purpose  of  this 
study  is  the  production  and  maintenance  of  phases 
of  inter-racial  life  characterized  by  fraternity,  liber- 
ty,  equality ; a national,  American  life  in  which  the 
advanced,  good  elements  of  all  races,  especially  two, 
co-operate,  without  any  consciousness  of  color,  for 
the  good  of  each  and  the  advancement  of  all.  We 
rejoice  to  believe  that  Christians  everywhere  are 
moving  closer  to  the  world’s  need ; that  Christian- 
ity is  very  materially  changing  human  hearts,  im- 
proving living  conditions,  cementing  a common 
friendship ; but  we  are  not  unmindful  of  the  exist- 
ence aitfong  us  of  an  element  non-progressive,  often 
sensual  and  criminal,  the  shame  of  our  homes, 
churches  and  schools — an  incubus  weighing  us 
down,  and  ofttime  paralyzing  our  righteous  endea- 
vors. Nor  are  we  unaware  of  the  presence  of  an 
element  of  white  people  bent  upon  the  unholy  mis- 
sion of  enforced  segregation  of  a race  on  account  of 
color,  deprivation  of  civil  right,  political  liberties 
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and  industrial  advantages.  We  regret  that  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  and  high  officials  have, 
for  the  first  time  in  American  history,  committed 
the  national  government  to  the  policy  of  race  segre- 
gation. And  yet,  we  rejoice  to  see  evidences  that  the 
best  white  people  of  the  land,  both  South  and  North, 
are,  in  Christian  faith,  patience  and  sacrifices  evinc- 
ing the  spirit  of  hearty  co-operation  with  us  and 
with  ours.  Then,  too,  we  rejoice  to  know  that  the 
Supreme  Court  has  declared  unconstitutional  the 
unjust  “Grandfather  Clause”  legislation.  The  night 
is  dark,  but  here  and  there  stars  are  shining,  and  the 
sun  approaches  the  horizon.  We  shall  never  cease 
to  pray  and  work,  never  agree  to  yield  our  rights,  | 
to  accept  an  inferior  position  or  to  confess  that  as 
regards  America  we  are  strangers  and  foreigners. 
Believing  in  God,  holding  the  Baptist  faith,  knowing 
no  man  by  the  color  of  his  skin  merely,  believing 
in  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  f 
man  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  we  are  determined  to 
exemplify  for  America  and  the  world  fundamental 
national  principles  and  individual  religious  privi-  I 
leges.  Our  appeal  is  to  Kentucky  Baptists,  in  this 
their  Jubilee  Year,  to  lengthen,  widen,  clarify  their 
vision ; to  become  more  than  ever  conscious  of  their 
world  mission;  to  cultivate  ever  keenest  sense  of  ; 
their  responsibility  for  mankind,  and  to  excel  Bap- 
tists of  any  and  all  parts  of  the  world.  “Ye  shall

BAPTIST  MESSENGERS  TO  JAMAICA. 

The  National  Baptist  Convention  commissioned 
Dr.  L.  G.  Jordan  and  Dr.  C.  H.  Parrish  to  convey 
message  of  Christian  greeting  to  the  Baptists  of 
Jamaica.  The  said  brethren  sailed  from  New  York, 
March  ix,  1915,  and  arrived  in  Kingston,  Jamaica, 
March  17,  and  were  met  by  Revs.  Dr.  Stewart  and 
Waugh.  The  Commissioners  were  received  by  the 
mayor  of  Kingston  in  the  largest  hall.  His  honor, 
Mayor  Bryant,  presided,  and  extended  a felicitious, 
civic  welcome,  and  on  Monday  night,  the  22,  were  re- 
ceived by  the  East  Street  Baotist  Church,  and  Rev. 
Pratt,  their  pastor,  presided  and  extended  welcome 
on  the  behalf  of  the  Baptists  and  other  denomina-  • 
tions  of  Jamaica.  The  commissioners  sought  to 
have  the  Baptists  of  Jamaica  join  hands  with  their 
brethren  in  America  for  the  redemption  of  Africa, 
whose  ancestors  were  brought  as  slaves  to  those 
shores.  They  established  the  fact  that  George  Lisle 
was  the  first  Baptist  Missionary  to  heathen  lands, 
having  sailed  for  Jamaica  ten  years  before  William 
Cary  sailed  for  India.
